In compliance with section 28 of an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State, creating and defining the powers and duties 
of the Railroad Commission of this State, approved March 11, 
1899, we respectfully submit the following report of the work 
of the Commission for the past year : ■> . 

PROSPERITY OF RAILROADS. 

The past year has been fraught with great prosperity to 
both people aild railroads. The trafSc of the roads has in- 
creased to their full capacity to handle. There has never be- 
fore been such an era of progress and railroad development in 
the State as the past year has brought. 

^ The mileage increase of railroads in Arkansas for the 
year ending June 30, 1902, is 179.92 miles, with a decrease 
(roads abandoned) of 43.01, leaving a net increase of miles 
built of 136.91; For a detailed statement, see Appendix -^— )

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The total number of charters granted new railroad com- 
panies from July 1, 1901, to June 30, 1902, was 15, with a 
total number of miles proposed of 839, having a total amount 
of capital stock of $10,842,500. For a detailed statement see 
Appendix , pages , of this report. 

NOTED CHANGES AND ABSORPTIONS. 



The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company 
has absorbed the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Com- 
pany, and its branches. 

The Saint Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway 
Company has bought and nowl owns the Mississippi River, 
Hamburg & Western Railroad, the Arkansas Midland Rail- 
road and the Indian Bay Railroad. It also owns the Arkansas 
& Louisiana Railway, but it operates each of these roads 
under a separate board of directors. 

COMPLAINTS, CORRESPONDENCE, AND CAR SER- 

VICE. 



The complaints made to the Commission have been num- 
erous. Almost daily since the opening of the fall season a 
number of complaints have been filed before the Commission. 
Most of these complaints were made by shippers who felt that 
the carriers were neglecting them in failing to furnish cars to 
transport and market their products. In each instance the 
Commission has promptly taken these complaints up with car- 
riers, and we believe the carriers have to the best of their 
ability in most instances, where their attention has been called 
to it, tried to furnish and supply each shipper and community 
his or its full quota of cars. At times, the .demand for ship- 
ping facilities has been so general and universal that it was 
bewildering. By calling attention of carriers to neglected 
cases, it has facilitated a more equitable distribution of their 
rolling stock. In this way, the Commission has been of great 
interest to both shippers and carriers. 

Most of the complaints made to the Commission have 
been settled by correspondence. The correspondence of the 
office has become exceedingly heavy. It has increased perhaps 
tenfold within the last year. 
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DISCRIMINATION AND PENALTIES. 

Discriminations have been reduced to a minimum. The 
Commission has no reason to believe that discriminations 
are being practiced by the carriers in freight rates on traffic 
moving wholly within the State. 

The only penalty order made by the Commission within 
the past year is the one in the case of A. L. Rodgers vs. The 
C, 0. & G. Ry. Co., on which order suit was brought and 
judgment recovered in favor of the State against the railroad 
company for a penalty of $1,500. For further particulars

OVERCHARGES. 

There have been but few complaints of overcharges 
brought by shippers against the railroad companies within the 
last year. Perhaps the most important, not in amount, but of 
importance to shippers generally, is that of William Brooks. 

He shipped a package of drugs and medicines from Rus- 
sellville (a point on the L. R. & Ft. S. Ry.) via Little Rock to 
Houston (a point on the C, 0. & G. R. R.). At Little Rock 
the Iron Mountain charged in addition to the published sched- 
ule of freight rateSj a small sum for transferring the package 
from its line to the C. O. & G. R. R. The attention of the Com- 
mission was called to same, and it at once took up the transfer 
charge with the St. L., I. M. & S. Ry. Co., requesting that it re- 
fund the same, on the ground that one connecting road could 
not charge for transferring freight to another connecting 
carrier, which passes from point of shipment to destination 
over both roads, and on the further ground that a railroad 
could not make any charge for the transportation of freight 
not shown by its published rate sheets. The railroad com- 
pany conceded the contention of the Commission, and re- 
funded the charge, since which the practice of charging for 
transfer of freights has been stopped,--or at least has not 
again been brought to the attention of the Commission. 

STATISTICS OF RAILROADS. 

In Appendix D to this report (pages ) will be 

found the statistics of railroads in this State. 
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In justice to the shipping public, we earnestly invoke the 
Legislature to amend .4:he law in the particulars here sug- 
gested. We suggest and set forth the substance of the 
amendatory act necessary under the subdivisions of this re- 
port, entitled ** Recommendations.'' 

There are 3,317.88 miles of railroad in this State, and the 
Commission's tariff effective on 2,700 miles thereof. 

HOW THE COMMISSION'S TARIFFS AFFECT INTER- 
STATE RATES. 

At all points where the Commission's tariffs have come in 
competition with rates from interstate points, they have had 
the effect of breaking down the interstate rate by propor- 
tionate reductions from such points. 

September 15, 1901, the Commission's tariffs completely 
broke down the rates from Memphis and St. Louis into this 
State. After the rate had been put in from Memphis, to be- 
come effective September 15, 1901, here is what the Com- 
mercial-Appeal (Memphis) of September 6, 1901, had to say 
of it: 

'*It is with gratification that we announce the receipt of 
St. L., I. M. & S. tariff No. 4226, effective September 15, from 
Memphis to all stations on their line. This tariff covers the 
adjustment of the Memphis rates to those from Arkansas 
points instituted by the Railroad Commission of that State 
and places Memphis on a fair basis in competition with those 
points as provided for in the agreement between the railroad 
company and this bureau. Jas. S. Davant, Commissioner of 
the Memphis Freight Bureau." 

**The new tariff cuts the rate from Memphis and the Iron 
Mountain points in that State from 40 to 60 per cent, of what 
it was only a short time ago, and cuts fully 25 per cent, off the 
present tariff in effect there. Memphis will then be on a 
competitive basis with Cairo, St. Louis, Little Rock and Pine 
Bluff, for all that section of the country to which it is the 
natural gateway and in which the trade has already been 
doubled by a former slight reduction in the rate. The new 
rates are the effect of a settlement of a litigation started 
against that company four years ago through the freight 
bureau and modified to accord with the more recent action 
of the Arkansas Railroad Commission." 

There was likewise a proportionate reduction of rates 
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from St. Louis into this State, made effective at the same 
time. 

The benefieient results of the Commission's rates are 
acknowledged and verified at home and abroad. The con- 
sumer is the recipient of its benefits, because competition in 
trade forces down profits to a minimum. 

LITIGATION. 

In the case of A. L. Rogers vs. The C, 0. & G. R. R. Co., 
this state of facts is disclosed: 

Rogers was a coal operator at Hartford, Arkansas. There 
were three other operators at the same place. Rogers' ca- 
pacity to mine coal was from three to four carloads a day, 
while the capacity of each of his other competitors was four 
or five times greater than his. Rogers loaded from wagons, 
while his competitors loaded' from tipples. Rogers shipped 
his coal to Texas, Oklahoma, and other points beyond the 
State. The railroad company, having about all the coal cus- 
tomers it could accommodate, ultimately refused to furnish 
Rogers cars to ship his coal, on the ground that he was an 
interstate shipper. 

Finally, Rogers called the attention of the Commission to 
the fact that the railroad company had declined to furnish 
him shipping facilities for the product of his mines. The 
Commission took it up with the railroad company, and, after 
repeated efforts to have the company recognize Rogers' right 
to shipping facilities and its duty to furnish same, the com- 
pany declined to do so, on the ground that Rogers was an 
interstate shipper, and that the Commission had no authority 
over the subject matter of the controversy between it and 
Rogers. 

The Commission took the position that the duty of a rail- 
road company was to furnish shipping facilities to all who 
might offer for shipment their goods, wares and products, 
without regard to place of destination; that it was in the 
nature of a police duty, and not (technically speaking) a 
transportation question, for, that, transportation did not 
begin until the shipment was placed with the company and 
duly billed, and that the Commission was clothed with the au- 
thority to compel railroad companies to furnish shipping fa- 
cilities to customers without regard to whether they wanted 
to ship to points within or without the State. But our plea

was wihout avail; consequently, Rogers filed his complaint 
with the Commission, charging the railroad company with dis- 
criminating against him by giving an undue preference to his 
competitors in business in the particulars aforesaid. 

At the trial, the railroad company adhered to its position 
that the Commission was without jurisdiction to make any 
order in the premises. The Commission found the railroad 
company guilty of a discrimination, and made an order, as in 
such cases required by law, that suit be brought on said order 
in the name of the State to recover penalty; pursuant to 
which order, suit was brought in the Sebastian Circuit Court 
against the company, and judgment recovered against it for a 
penalty of $1,500.00, together with attorneys' fees and costs. 

The railroad company appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court of this State, where the same is now pending. For 
further particulars, see the opinion of the Commission in this 
report. , 

The several penalty orders made by the Commission 
against the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway 
Company, and the St. Louis Southwestern Railway Company 
for violating what is commonly called the point rate provision 
of the Commission's standard tariff, has been decided by the 
Federal Court adverse to the Commission. These cases were 
pending and undetermined when the Commission brought out 
is final annual report, and a statement of the cases will be 
found in that report. 

The case of the Arkansas Central R. R. Co. against the 
Commission, a partial history of which was given in the Com- 
mission 's First Annual Report, has likewise been decided ad- 
verse to the Commission by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals at St. Louis. 

The Commission is not satisfied with the disposition made- 
of that case by the court, and will, before the expiration of 
the term of the court, file a motion to reopen and set aside the 
decree by which the decree of the lower court was affirmed. 

The facts of the case are these: On July 19, 1900, the 
Commission made an order effective August 2, 1900, estab- 
lishing through rates to and from stations on the Arkansas 
Central Railroad to stations on lines of its connecting car- 
riers, such as was provided for long line railroads (with 
slight modification) by the Commission's standard tariff. 
The order did not in any wise interfere with the local rate 
of the Arkansas Central, but affected the through rate only 
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to and from stations on its roads to stations on lines of its 
connecting carriers. 

Before said order became effective, the Arkansas Central 
Railroad Company filed a bill of injunction in the Federal 
Court, at Little Rock, to enjoin the Commission from making 
its order aforesaid effective. The bill contained in all ten 
paragraphs, of which only paragraphs 5 to 10, inclusive, are 
material. 

For right of relief against the order of the Commission^ 
establishing said through rating, the bill proceeded upon two 
distinct theories: 

First. That the Commission, in making said order, had 
abused its power. 

Second. That, by the laws of Arkansas, no power or au- 
thority was vested in the Commission to make or establish 
joint through routings and ratings between independent lines 
of railroad upon traffic carried wholly within the State, and, 
therefore^ said order was ultra vires and void. 

The first theory is set forth in paragraphs 6, 7, 8 and 9, 
of the bill of complaint. Paragraph 6 avers that the Commis- 
sion, in making said order establishing joint rates between it 
and connecting carriers, had denied it equal protection of the 
law by singling it out from among other short line railroads 
within the State and by making joint through rates for it 
with its connecting carriers and not for other short line roads 
taking the same class, in violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States. 

Paragraphs 7, 8 and 9 of the bill of complaint substanti- 
ally charged that, at. the present schedule of rates of com- 
plainant, it was not earning sufficient to pay operating ex- 
penses and fixed charges; that, if the Commission made ef- 
fective its joint through rate on its line, it would reduce its 
revenue 33 1-3 per cent, below its present income, and would 
amount to confiscation of its property, a taking of the same 
for public use without just compensation, in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

These paragraphs of the complaint proceed upon the as- 
sumption that the Commission has the legal authority to make 
the rate complained of, but had abused its power. 

If the complaint had rested upon these paragraphs, the 
only way the Commission could have met them would have 
been by answer. But paragraphs 5 and 10 of the complaint 
present the other theory of the case, that the Commission is 
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not vested by law with any legal authority to make joint 
rates or through rates on traffic moving from one independ- 
ent line of railroad to stations on another independent line of 
railroad. They^ allege in substance ''that the effect of the 
freight tariff which had been put in force by order of the 
Commission, was to establish a joint through rate as between 
the complainant and connecting carriers, and it was averred 
that, by the laws of the State of Arkansas, under which the 
Commission acted, no power of authority was given it to 
establish a joint through tariff, as between the complainant 
company and other railroads upon which freight was carried 
wholly within the State, and that the tariff which the Com- 
mission had attempted to put in force was void and illegal for 
that reason." 

These paragraphs assume that, however reasonable the 
rate complained of, that the Commission had no legal au- 
thority to make it, presenting a question of law, pure and 
simple. There was but one way to meet these paragraphs, 
and that was by demurrer. Whenever the power or legal au- 
thority of an officer to do a particular act is called in ques- 
tion, the first thing to do is to settle the question of his au- 
thority, for however just and equitable his acts if he has not 
the power of the law behind them, they bind nobody. It is 
axiomatic that a void law binds nobody. 

Paragraphs 6, 7, 8, and 9 of the complaint complained 
of the rate because the Commission had abused its power by 
making the rate so unreasonably low that it was confiscatory. 
But there could not be an abuse of power where none existed, 
and, if the Commission had no power to put in force the rate, 
then complainant need not accept it, neither would it be neces- 
sary for the complainant to appeal to the courts for relief 
against it ; complainant might ignore the rate, if void, and the 
Commission would have no way of coercing it to respect the 
rate. 

Such being the views entertained by the Commissioners, 
they demurred to paragraphs 5 and 10 of the complaint. 

The Honorable Judge Trieber, after hearing the argu- 
ment of the counsel, being of the opinion that said paragraphs 
were well founded in law, overruled the demurrer, the legal 
effect of which ruling was to hold the rate sought to be put in 
force by the Commission, of which complainant complained, 
to be void, because the Commission had no legal authority to 
do what the complainant was complaining of— to make the 
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rate— stating at the time that the Commission was not vested 
with authority by the laws of Arkansas to make and regulate 
rates from stations on one independent line of railroad to 
stations on another independent line of railroad. But that 
the rate making power of the Commission was limited to mak- 
ing local rates for each railroad respectively. That, at com- 
mon law, he said, joint through rates and through routes are 
the subject of contract between the connecting carriers which 
the laws of Arkansas had in no wise changed, and that the 
Commission had overleaped its lawful authority in attempt- 
ing to establish a through rating for the carriage of freight 
wholly within this State between the Arkansas Central Rail- 
road Company and its connecting carriers. 

The Commission being of the opinion that Judge Trie- 
ber's ruling on the demurrer to paragraphs 5 and 10 of the 
complaint disposed of the whole case and overthrew every de- 
fense it had to each and every paragraph of the complaint, 
rested on its demurrer and declined to plead further to com- 
plainant's bill of complaint, saving all proper exceptions. 
Then the court made its final decree, perpetually enjoining 
the Commission from ** declaring, making, fixing, or estab-. 
lishing joint through routes and joint through rates with 
another railroad or connecting carriers over complainant's 
road within the State of Arkansas, under Act of March 11, 
1899, as amended by Act of April 15, 1899." 

Thereupon, the Commission appealed the case to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, Eighth Circuit. 

The members of the Commission felt no special interest 
in this particular case aside from the important public ques- 
tions it involved. But since Judge Trieber, Judge of the 
United States District Court, for the Eastern District of Ar- 
kansas, a judge distinguished for his learning and ability and 
for his high character as a man, had decided that the Act of 
the Legislature of this State of March 11, 1899, creating and 
defining the powers and duties of the Commission, only con- 
fers partial power on the Commission to regulate freight 
rates on traffic moving wholly within this State, the Commis- 
sion did hope, by appealing the case, to get an interpretation 
of the Act by the appellate court. Instead of that, the case 
went off in the appellate court on a question of practice and 
left us no wiser than before. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals did not con- 
sider the points upon which the case was decided in the court 
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below. That court did not consider the Act of the Legisla- 
ture, by which the Commission claimed authority to put in 
force tiie rate of which the complainant complained. But 
that point the court said was not raised by the appeal, but was 
lost in court below by the Commission, after its demurrer to 
paragraphs 5 and 10 was overruled, not answering para- 
graphs 6, 7, 8 and 9, of the complaint. And for that reason, 
the court said no relief could be afforded appellants in that 
case, whether the action of the lower court upon the demurrer 
to the 5th and 10th paragraphs of the bill was erroneous or 
otherwise. 

Now, mark you, the 5th and 10th paragraphs charged 
that the rate was void, because the Commission was not in- 
vested by law with legal authority to make or put in force. 
The court overruled our demurrer to these paragraphs, there- 
l)y holding that the rate was void for want of authority in the 
Commission to make it. 

If the rate was void what defense could the Commission 
have to the other paragraphs of the bill that charged that the 
rate was so unreasonably low as amounted to a confiscation of 
* -complainant's property; Yet the Circuit Court of Appeals 
says that these paragraphs stood confessed because the Com- 
mission did not file their answer to same, notwithstanding, on 
demurrer to the 5th and 10th paragraphs of the bill, the rate 
had been held void. What was there left to appear to? What 
was there left to answer, after the court had adjudicated the 
rate to be void. A void act binds no one. If the rate was void 
. because the Commission had no legal authority to make it, the 
complainant was under neither legal or moral obligation to 
accept or respect it. 

Suppose that the Commission could have shown to every 
intent and without any intendment to the contrary that the 
rate was remunerative and highly equitable and just to the 
complainant, would we have been entitled to a decree dismiss- 
ing the complainant's complaint when but a moment before 
the court had adjudicated the rate to be void ? Certainly not. 
These paragraphs wet-e inserted in the complaint as a ground 
or equity for relief against the rate in the event that the court 
should hold that, by the laws of this State, the Commissioii 
had legal authority to make joint rates for connecting car- 
riers. The object of the complaint was to overthrow the rate 
that the Commission had put in force, and for that purpose 
the biU attacked the rate from two standpoints: First, that 
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it was void, because the Commission had not the legal au- 
tiiority to make it. Second, that, if the law lodged in the Com- 
mission the authority to make the rate, the rate put in force 
was inequitable and destroyed the earning capacity of the 
complainant's property. 

When the court adjudicated the rate void because the 
Commission had no legal authority to make it, the purposes of 
the complaint had been accomplished and the triumph of the 
complainant was complete. 

After that, there was no contingency in which the Com- 
mission could have defended against the complainant's bill of 
complaint. The only alternative left it was to except and 
appeal. 

With all due respect to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, we believe it erred in holding that the Commission 
waived its right to be heard in that court by failing to file 
answers to paragraphs 6, 7, 8, and 9, of the bill of complaint, 
x>T that, for reason of our not answering, said paragraphs 
stood confessed and that therefore it was its duty to affirm 
the decree of the lower court independent of the question as 
to whether or not it erred. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

A railroad is simply a public highway. To establish 
public highways and regulate the use of them is a function of 
government as well as a duty. Occasionally we hear the idea 
advanced by men in public life that the government has no 
more right to regulate the management of the affairs of a 
railroad corporation than it has to control the affairs of a 
natural person. This shows that even in this advanced age, 
ignorance is not without hope. A natural person is not a 
creature of the laws of society ; he is the creature of God, the 
Author of all being. His right to hold and enjoy property is 
not a conventional right, but it is a right derived from the 
laws of nature independent of society. 

A corporation is a creature of the government. Since the 
government creates, the government may prescribe to it the 
laws and conditions of its existence. It is in the supposed in- 
terest of society that the government authorizes a company of 
men to associate themselves together into a body politic. That 
is the fundamental principle that underlies all bodies politic. 
Having created them, the government may, acting within the 
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domain of justice to all concerned, deal with its creatures as 
it will to make them conform to and answer the purposes of 
their creation; otherwise, it might **warm a viper to life' 
that would sting it to death. 

Since a railroad is a public highway and it is the duty of 
the sovereign to open, establish and maintain public high- 
ways, then a railroad corporation in building, equipping and 
operating a railroad, is doing for the government what the 
government might do for itself. It is simply the agent of the 
government to facilitate the citizen in transporting and mar- 
keting his goods, wares and products. There is nothing that 
so much promotes the material welfare of man as good and ex- 
peditious lines of communication,! bringing him in touch with 
the commercial relations of the world. The agents engaged in 
the doing of this work for the government should be treated 
with the utmost justice. Yet, at the same time, we should 
keep a circumspect eye upon them, for unrestricted power al- 
ways tends to excesses. We can not hope for best results 
unless we regulate and restrain by wholesome legislation. 

The primary object of the government in delgating its 
power to corporations to build, maintain and operate rail- 
roads, was not to build up unweildly private fortunes, yet 
they should receive a remuneration commensurate with the 
service for all they do. They should not be allowed to make 
any distinction between shippers, but they should charge all 
alike for similar services. There is no injustice in the law 
fixing the carrying rate. If the government were doing this 
service for itself, the carrying rate would be fixed by law, 
based on the cost of the service. If the government should 
charge one shipper one price and another shipper another 
price for a similar service, it would universally be condemned 
as an unjust government. Then a railroad corporation doing 
a government's work for it, has no more right to make dis- ■ 
tinctions between shippers than the government itself would 
have. 

All governments in some form impose legislative re- 
strictions on railroad corporations. Railroads are regulated 
by law in two ways : First, by direct legislation, commanding 
or forbidding under severe penalties the doing or omission of 
particular acts; second, by the intervention of a commission. 

The people of Arkansas clamored for years for the regu- 
lation of railroad corporations by a railroad commission. 
They amended their Constitution by an overwhelming vote in 
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fftTOT of regulation by a eommiissioii. At tliei session of thf 
Legislature following the adoption of the amendment to thf 
Constitution, the Legislature created a commission to regu^ 
late railroad corporations, etc. So that, it might be regarded 
that regulation of railroads by a commission, ii^-the settlet| 
policy of this State. , * .^ 

If correct in our surmises, it is the duty of the Legi)^? 
ture to pass such legislation as will vest in the GoipmissioM 
such power in the premises as will enable it to make its work 
effective, and not turn it loose, lame and halt tot the want Of 
an effective law under which to operate. ^ ' j 

The Act of March 11, 1899, creating the Commission and 
defining its powers and duties, while it is not without merits 
is defective in many particulars. It confers on the Coimnisi- 
sion jurisdiction over discriminations, rebates and oven 
charges; and partial jurisdiction, as interpreted by the courlS, 
over rates on traflSc carried wholly within this State. * * 

Judge Trieber, of the District Court of the United Statesr, 
for the Eastern District of Arkansas, held that the Act of 
March 11, 1899, did not confer authority on the Commission 
to make freight rates on traffic carried wholly within the 
States from stations on one independent line of railroad t# 
stations on another independent line of railroad; but that the 
Commission was authorized to make local rates only for eac% 
independent line of road respectively. That the roads ^ were 
entitled to make their own joint or through rates. Under thiA 
interpretation there is a large volume of traffic carrier wholly 
between points in this State that the Commission cannot pre- 
scribe the rate for carrying. Whether right or wrong in his 
opinion, it is all the same. The courts are the interpreters 
and expounders of the law in this country. All statutes must 
be read in the light of judicial interpretation. White not 
agreeing with Judge Trieber 's construction of the Isfw, we are 
forced to admit that his opinion is not without r^^n and 
logic to sustain it. 

Here is his logic : At common law, carriers n^e their 
own rates. Joint through rates and through routes^ were the 
subject of contract between the connecting carriers^ A stat- 
ute repeals the common law only in so far as it (tlie sti^te) 
is inconsistent with the common law. That section 9 of the 
Act of March 11, 1899, which is the rate ma^ng section pf the 
Act only confers authority on the Commission to make f&l^ 
for the respective railroads, and stops on that. That it does 
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Bot confer auttiorit:^ to make through rates for railroads, 
therefore their common law right in that respect is not re- 



Jfedge Trid[)er*fi logic would be irresistible if the Conunis. 
kion stood alone n^on section 9 of the Act; but the Commis^ 
sion is of the opinion that section 10 of the Act supplements 
aectlon 9 and covers the hiatus suggested by Judge Trieber. 
lEhe la w«. however, should be made definite and certain, and as 
Mttle left to implication as possible. The Commission has too 
often been driven to the necessity of having to sustain its 
work by construction. To our minds, the strongest argument 
fiiat could be made against the power of the Commission to 
make throu^ rates from one to another station— on inde- 
pendcint lines of raUroads is that the law fails to provide any 
power or metiiod for making the percentages and divisions of 
Ae through rate between the connecting carriers. The stat- 
utes does not specially pravide that the Commission shall make 
&ke division^ but, if correct, in our contention that the law 
confers in express terms authority on the Commission to make 
tibe through rate,, then the authority of the Commission to 
iBake the division would result by necessary implication. For 
it is a rule of construction that, where a power is granted 
in express terms, the law, by implication, grants everything 
Ihat is necessary to the execution of the power. 

But^ as the court has held that the Commission is not au- 
tisborized to make through rates, we suggest that the Legisla- 
ture pass a bill substantially as follows: 

AN ACT 
TO BE ENTITLED 

Aii Act to establish through routes and through rates 
fcetween points on lines of railroad forming 
^ f»rts of a continuous line of railway communi- 

cation to any point in this State. To authorize 
tte Commission to make the through rate and 
divisions l)etween the carriers when they cannot 
agree. 
Re it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 

02t Arkansas: 
Section 1. That every person, company, or corporation, 
'#|i^raCrng any railroad in this State, which connectjs with any 
%fiier railroad in this State and which forms a part of a con-

tintioas line of railway communication to any point within 
this State, such companies and corporations, respectively, 
shall afford all due and reas(Hiable facilities for receiving and 
forwarding by one of such railroads all the traffic arriving by 
the other, and shall promptly iop^r^Td the same at through 
rates, tolls and fares, without giving any undue preference or 
advantage to or in favor of any particular person or com- 
pany, or any particular description of traffic, in any respect 
whatsoever, so that no obstruction may be offered to the pub- 
lic desirous of using the railroads of this State as continuous 
lines of carriage from one to another point within the State. 

Sec. 2. That all persons, companies, or corporations, 
operating any railroad in this State, that form part of a con- 
tinuous line of railway communication to any point in this 
State, shall issue through passenger tickets and check baggage 
through to and f rc«n points on such continuous line of com- 
munication, at through rates and fares. That all freight and 
traffic carried wholly within this State to and from stations on 
lines of continuous carriage aforesaid, shall be way-billed 
through at through rates and tolls from point of departure to 
point of arrival, without being re-billed at junction points; 
and, in case of carload freights, the forwarding carrier shall 
receive and forward tiie same in the car or cars in which the 
freight is tendered, without breaking bulk of package. 

Sec. 3. That, in all cases where there is by physical con- 
nection of railroads a continuous line of railway communica- 
tion between railroad stations within this State, whether such 
stations be on railroads operated by one and the same com- 
pany or corporation or on railroads operated by different and 
independent companies or corporation^, it shall be the duty of 
the Railroad Commission of this State, to and from such sta- 
tions, to make just and reasonable rates of freight, express 
and passenger tariffis, to be observed by all persons, com- 
panies or corporations, operating any railroad or engaged in 
transporting persons or property as express or freight in thi» 
State. 

> Sec. 4. If any two or more connecting lines of railroad in 
this State shall fail to agree upon a fair and just division of 
the charges arising from the transportation of freights, pas- 
sengers, or cars, over their lines, the Commission shall inak* 
the division and shall fix the pro rata part of such charges to 
be received by each of said connecting lines. 
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Bee. 5. That all laws and parts of laws in cpnflict here- 
with, .are hereby repealed. 

It is needless for the Commission to comment on the 
eon*tiiIence that through ticketing, through checking and 
through billing, would be to. the public and which the passage 
of the foregoing proposed measure would bring. Legislation 
like the above proposed has been sanctioned by the courts 
wherever enacted. 

Experience, by actual application of the law, has brought 
to the attention of the Commissioners many other defects be- 
sides the one above suggested. To amend the law wherein we 
thought it defective, at the meeting of the last General As- 
sembly of this State, the Commissioners prepared a bill, and 
placed copies of the same in the hands of Hon. Wm. R. 
Chesnut, a member of the House of Representatives, and also 
in the hands of Hon. David L. King, a member of the Senate. 
These bills were introduced both in the House and Senate. 
The Chesnut bill passed the House by a very decided ma- 
jprity, but it was defeated in the Senate by two votes. 

We will not set forth a copy of this bill, as it would draw 
out this report to too great a length, but we are advised by 
both Senator King and Representative Chesnut that they 
each have copies in their hands of the bill, and will re-intro- 
duce same both in the House and Senate and use their best ef- 
forts to pass the same. The Commission heartily recommends 
the passage of the bill. 

We also made certain other recommendations to the last 
Legislature, contained in our First Annual Report, pages 42 
and 43, which we here copy and renew our recommendations 
of the same : 

**The law imposes upon the Commission the duty of valu- 
ing the railroad property of this State. The performance of 
this duty and the completion of the system of rate making 
will consume the time and occupy the entire attention of the 
Commission for the ensuing two years. To ascertain the value 
of these properties, is a matter of great public interest, neces- 
sarily influencing freight rates and taxation, constituting a 
matter of the highest importance and of great public concern. 

**In order to find the valuation of the railroad property 
in this State, a considerable outlay of money to meet this ex- 
pense of inspection and employment of expert assistance will 
be. absolutely necessary. No appropriation for that purpose 
has heretofore been made, nor can a fair estimate now be 
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made. The law should be so amended as to make the term of 
office of a Commissioner six years instead of two years. 

**The law should provide that the first Commissicmers 
shoidd hold for two, four and six years, the long terms to be 
decided by lot. The scope within which this report should be 
confined permits the mention only of a few of the many rea- 
sons for the change above indicated. By the very closest ap- 
plication, one taken from another walk of life can only f airfy 
begin to become acquainted with the many exacting duties 
of the place within two years. No railroad corporation Would 
consider for a moment the placing at the head of its rate mak- 
ing department a man of so short experience, nor would it fit 
any time discharge all of its weU trained men to make pla«e 
for new ones. Should the plan above suggested be adopted^ 
it would have a tendency to remove the pervasive influence of 
politics, save the members from continual scramble, give the 
State at aU times the service of two Commissioners of experi- 
ence. 

**The place of Railroad Commissioner is one of peculiar 
importance to the public. The Commission deals directly with 
the larger amount of business, has the opportunity to proteet 
the interests of the citizens in a greater number of his evei^ 
day transactions, than any oilier department of the State gov- 
ernment. It is a place that demands steady, consistent, pains- 
taking study; its delicate and complicated duties require fte 
exercise of a finely discriminating judgment, which experi- 
ence alone can give."

Gentlemen— Yours of the 28th ult, in regard to the pay- 
ment on two carload shipments of lumber from a point in 
tiiifl State to a point beyond, is received. This is interstate 
commerce, and this Commission has no jurisdiction over it, 
but the mill man, who is the general manager of the road, who 
routed the lumber in a way that caused you to incur expense^ 
is liable to you by suit in court against him for the extra 
charges ; for, evidently, it was his duty in the absence of any 
instructions to route the lumber over the route that would cost 
you the least freight.

it has been temporarily enjoined and restrained in the court 
by said roads on the ground that the shipment from Wave- 
land to Rogers passed in part over the soil of the Indian Ter- 
ritory ; that, therefore, it was interstate and not domestic com- 
merce. Upon final hearing, however, we believe that the court 
will not make perpetual such interlocutory order, but that it 
will hold the commerce to be domestic between said points, 
for the haul out of Arkansas into the Indian Territory is very 
slight and inconsiderate.

liiat was your pro rata share. They say they are as much in- 
terested in shipping your products to the markets as you, 
for their business depends upon getting such shipments. 
Under the showing made by them, we do not feel disposed to 
^ on your complaint with view to assessing penalty, for we 
hanUy think we could make a penalty stick. 

As to a connecting line at Memphis offering to furnish 
them cars upon their request to load with hay for points on 
their line, the C, 0. & G. say that they cannot afford, at their 
present schedule rates, to pay the bridge fees at Memphis. 
They say when they ship to Memphis in their own cars, that 
it costs them $4.00 to transfer over the bridge. Conse- 
quently, their rate is cut down to about $10.00 or less per car 
on account of the bridge charges, and, if they had to carry 
empties, there would be two charges; hence, ^ey cannot af- 
ford it, so they say, unless they should raise the rate, and 
tihiey say should they raise the rate, it would be prohibitive. 

This is the case stated from their standpoint. If you are 
not satisfied with the statement and will file a formal com- 
plaint, we will take it up and proceed against them to recover 
the penalty, but we do not feel warranted to do so upon your 
letter and under their statement of the facts. 

We are glad to assist shippers at any time in getting the 
necessary shipping facilities, and we are glad to have you call 
on us when you think you are not getting your share of the 
cars; notify us, and we will *'jack" them up the best we caa. 
If it should appear at any time that they could furnish you 
cars, and for any purpose should refuse to do so, of course, 
they would then be subject to the penalties denounced by law, 
and we would not hesitate to proceed against the road for a 
recovery of the same.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 18th inst. received. 

The findings of the Commission, as set out in the opinion^ 
is substantially the testimony before the Commission at the 
time of the hearing of the case of Rogers vs. The C, 0. & G. 
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Jt. E. Go. Tke only particular time designated or particu- 
iurized hy tiie evidence of the company's delinquency to fur- 
«bh diij^angr facilities was October 8, in disregard to written 
dfemand oiade on the road by Rogers, October 5. No other 
dtttes or iunes of delinquency were particularized by the testi- 
mony. Hht testuKtony, however, was general, and the Com- 
mission found in a general way a violation from August 16 
down to the filing of the complaint, but the evidence was not 
sufficient to fi^ecify any except the aforesaid specified time. 
The Commission could not, even if it had been so disposed, 
Hiake an ouder finding them guilty of specified instances of 
4iBcriminat»ons after the filing of the complaint. The com- 
fftiaint was filed October 22. No subsequent acts of discrimi- 
mation coidd have been heard upon that notice. Therefore, 
w'e coittd not ipossibly make a finding down as late as Decem- 
ber X» or at any other date subsequent to the filing of the 
complifidnt. 

It was not the intention of the Commission to have the 
road prosecuted by the State but for one penalty, neither do 
we think the evidence would justify a specific finding for any 
iime exc^t October 8. The testimony was entirely too gen- 
eral for that. If Mr. Rogers had wanted to prosecute for 
^noT% he should have come before the Commission with a law- 
jper, with i^apers properly prepared. What the Commission 
wonted to do was to settle the question as to its power over 
*oadiS with ir-espect to compelling them to furnish transporta- 
tion facilities. Beyond that, it is not interested, further than 
it wants the penalty in this case, as a vindication of its rights 
and .powers over roads in that respect ; and, also, we think the 
«oad desercves to be punished for its wilful persistence in f ail- 
ii^ to fuimish cars in this particular instance, and it richly 
deserves the ipenalty. But we did not intend the assessment 
xtf^ but one penalty. You understands the law limits from 
$500 to $3,000. 

P. S.— Under the idea of the Commission, you could put 
in evidence of any particular instance of discrimination for 
failing to furnish shipping facilities from the 16th of August 
to the time 4he complaint was filed, October 22, but you could 
Save but one conviction. This does not affect your civil suit 
for discrimination in any wise.

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addressed to the Chairman of the Commission, reading as 
follows : 

** Cotton Belt having canceled through rate is 
now offering freight from Pine BluflE and Little . 
Rock, they charging Commission rates to McNeil. I 
understand I can add on the short haul to our rate 
the diflEerential allowed by rule 2, page 13, Commis- 
sion Standard Distance Tariflf. Am I right? Please 
answer quick." 
To which telegram I replied as follows : 

**If no joint rates exist by agreement, apply - 
your local rate." 

The joint rate between your road and the Cotton Belt 
was canceled because the through rate was higher than the 
sum of the locals. As you are well advised, it is a well set- 
tled principle of rate making that no joint through rate can 
exceed the sum of the locals. It has been repeatedly held by 
the courts, as well as recognized by all the railroads. Where 
there is no joint rate between independent lines of road ex- 
isting by traffic agreement, the through rate is made up of 
combination of locals. Rule 2, page 13, has no application 
whatever. It was the design of the Commission, by the 
adoption of said rule, to move all freight on single mileage 
basis, regarding the haul as continuous from point of de- 
parture to point of arrival, and for the purpose of continuous 
carriage, treating all roads as one. Hence, the Commission 
provided certain arbitraries listed under said rule supposed 
to be sufficient to cover cost of transfer where the haul was 
over two or more independent lines. But, as likely you are 
already advised, the Arkansas Central Railway Company in- 
stituted proceedings in the Federal Court at Little Rock to 
enjoin all exercise of the power asserted by the Commission 
under rule 2, page 13, Standard TariflE, on the ground that 
the Commission was vested with power Under the law creat- 
ing it to make local rates for each independent line of road, 
and had no authority whatever to make joint rates for the 
movement of traffic from a station on one line to a station 
on another line of road. 

The courts sustained the contention of the Arkansas 
Central and perpetually enjoined the Commission from the 
exercise of any power whatever under aforesaid rule 2, The 
Commission has appealed the ease, and it is now pending in 
the Eighth Circuit at Saint Louis, where it will be decided 
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some time next May, so we are advised. Since the issuance 
of said, injunction, however, the Commission is not claiming 
to exercise any authority by virtue of the aforesaid rule and 
are not, and will not, undertake to make any joint rate 
during the suspension of their authority by the said in- 
junction.

Gentlemen— We have received your bill of lading on 
shipment of freight from Russellville to Natural Steps, in 
which you paid freight on package, 67c, and transfer charges^ 
25c. You should have sent your expense bills, which please 
forward. 

The Commission looked this matter up last summer, and 
came to the conclusion that the companies could not lawfully 
make a transfer charge under circumstances of this shipment. 
The law provides their rate sheets shall show all charges from 
point of departure to point of arrival, including everything 
connected with the haul from the receipt to the delivery of 
the goods. If we are correct in our interpretation of the law, 
they had no right whatever to charge you anything but the 
freight rate, and the 25c transfer charge should be elimin- 
ated. 

Send us the expense bills, and we will take the matter up 
and try to stop the practice of transfer charges in such cases.

Watson, division freight agent of the Cotton Belt route, 
who promises me that the diflBculty shall be removed at the 
earliest moment practicable. 

Unless you are furnished with cars within a reasonable 
time, please notify this oflSce again. 

Unless facilities are furnished you immediately, the 
better plan would be to make demand on the agent in writing 
for the number of cars you need, the date on which you would 
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be prepared to l()ad them, and the destination of the luitiber. 
Then, if the cars are niot furnished, you might file a formal 
complaint before the Commission and prosecute the railroad 
company for a penalty. I hope, however, relying on Mr. 
Watson's promptness heretofore, that the cars will be fur- 
nished.

A railroad is not allowed to insert any charge not shown 
in the rate sheets.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 11th inst. received, in 
which you state that the agent of the Cotton Belt at Ulm re- 
fuses to bill out car of Hay, consigned to Shannon Thomp- 
son, Pocahontas, because you did not furnish routing in- 
structions. 

That would be an easy matter for you to do if it is all 
over the same line of road ; or, if not over the same line, you 
could easily state over the Cotton Belt via Jonesbero, thence 
over the Frisco to Hoxie, thence over the Iron Mountain to 
Walnut Ridge, thence over the H. P. & N. to Pocahontas. 
Or you might take the Choctaw at Brinkley to Newport, 
thence over the Iron Mountain to Walnut Ridge, thence over 
the H. P. & N. to Pocahontas. The Cotton Belt not reaching 
from point of shipment to destination, and there being two or 
more routes by which it might be shipped after it left the 
Cotton Belt, it was your duty to give the shipping instruc- 
tions. 

In further answer, we will say that, if you properly 
loaded car of Hay, S. W. 13202, at Parham, you are not all 
responsible for what afterwards happended by reason of the 
doors being opened, if you closed them properly at Parham. 

In further answer, for car of Hay S. W. 6834, loaded by 
Henry Meines, consigned to you at Ulm, they could not charge 
you any demurrage whatever until you had due notice forty- 
eight hours after the car was placed for unloading. The 
notice must be either in person or by mail. If by mail, you 
would have twenty-four hours additional time, i. e., seventy- 
two hours from the time that the notice was mailed to you. 
It would also be well enough for you to have your loaders 
close the car doors properly of 13202, at Parham, as sug- 
gested to you by the agent. 

We will call the Cotton Belt up and see what explana- 
tion, if any, they have to give more than the written corre- 
spondence attached to your letter, and will notify you of any 
additional information concerning the grounds of your com- 
plaint. 

Upon closer observation, I see, from letter of Mr. Hum- 
phreys that the car upon which they proposed to charge your 
demurrage, is for detaining the car at loading point. You 
will understand that when a shipper orders a car and the 
car is placed to his order, that he must take notice of that 
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feet without any further notice from the railroad, unlesB the 
railroad fails to place the car at the time ordered, or for any 
unnecessary detention, by reason of your failure to load tie 
car within the time limited, that would have a right to 
charge demurrage.

Dear Sir:~Your favor of the 7th inst., in which you ask 
the Commission's permission to add to the freight rate on aU 
freight received by you from the St. Louis Southwestern the 
arbitrary provided by the Commission's Standard Freight 
Distance TariflE, received. 

As was stated to you in a previous letter, that the ar- 
bitrary and the power of the Commission to make joint rates 
for independent lines of road, have been suspended by in- 
junction of the Federal Court of this city and the lower court 
decided adverse to the Commission, but which is now pend- 
ing on appeal in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, at St. Louis. Since the issuance of that injunction, 
the Commission's power to make joint rates has been wholly 
suspended, and we have not attempted to exercise the author- 
ity and will not until it is adjudicated that we possess such 
power. Therefore we could not authorize you to add any- 
thing to your local rate by way of an arbitrary fixed by the 
Commission from McNeil to Magnolia. You must treat the 
Cotton Belt as you would any other customer, and charge 
our local rate from McNeil to Magnolia on all rates received 
from the Cotton Belt.

This Commission has never made any ruling with refer- 
ence to the watering and feeding of stock in transit. Neither 
does our statute provide for the same, but the Acts of Con- 
gress which you refer to are acted upon by the roads and by 
their circulars do not limit the duty to interstate traffic. 
Therefore, I presume they would stop to water and feed live- 
stock from one to another point within the State in all such 
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eases as the Acts of Congress require them to do with respect 
to the transportation of stock between interstate points. You 
are right that there should be a law requiring the roads to 
-observe the same practices between State and interstate 
points with reference to the watering and feeding of stock. 
This Commission, however, would have no power to make a 
ruling with respect to same unless authorized by law.

Gentlemen— Yours of the 17th inst., with reference to 
milling in transit rates, received and contents noted. 

The Commission has never undertaken to regulate mill- 
ing in transit rates, further than to require the roads, where 
they give it to one person, to give to others under like condi- 
tions and circumstances substantially similar. You will ob- 
serve from the Commission's First Annual Report, page 24, 
that the milling in transit rate is in no wise interfered with, 
or in any wise regulated by the Commission's* Standard 
Tariff. Rule 31, Commission's First Annual, page 78, gov- 
erning transportation of property, likewise recognizes the 
right of the roads to make such rates. The Commissiom 
would have no power, if it desired to exercise it, of requiring 
the roads to give milling in transit rates from points without 
to points within the State. It might be that, if a millitfcg in 
transit rate were given to a point without to a point wihin 
the State, and the last haul was from the milling point within 
the State to another point within the State, that the Commis- 
sion could exercise some sort of superintending power over it, 
but no interference with the rate thus far has been made by 
the Commission, and the roads make their own milling in 
transit rates, also milling points and concentrating rates, sub- 
ject to the conditions that they treat all persons alike substan- 
tially similarly situated making no discriminations.

. Dear Sir— Yours of the 13th inst., respecting a shipment 
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of Coal from Clarksville, Johnson County, Anthracite Coal 
Co., received. 

The correspondence which you attach to your letter 
shows conclusively that the roads have violated the laws of 
transportation of this State. Article 17, section' 1, Constitu- 
tion of this State, requires every railroad company connect- 
ing with any other, to receive and transport each others pas- 
sengers, tonnage and cars, loaded or empty, without delay or 
discrimination. Also see Sandels & Hill's Digest, sections- 
6345 to 6348, inclusive. The law is too long to copy, but, by 
reference to the same, you will see that it is the duty of the 
Iron Mountain to promptly receive and transport to the 
junction point the car of coal ordered by you without dis- 
crimination and without delay. And that it was the duty of 
the Frisco to transport it from thence to point of destination 
without discrimination or delay. The cusVm prevailing 
among railroads is that, when a shipment originates on its 
line, destined to a point beyond its line, the initial carrier 
requests the terminal carrier to furnish the cars in which to 
transport the shipment. However, if the terminal carrier re- 
fuses to do that, it is no less the duty of the initial carrier to 
load the freight and transport it up to the junction point 
where it can reach the terminal carrier. 

Mr. Coffman, or rather the coal company that you order 
the coal from, should have presented the delay to forward 
you the coal in this instance to the Commission, and the rail- 
roads would have been ordered so to do, and also an order 
would have been made to prosecute for the penalties for f ail- 
ing to comply with the law, and they would not likely have 
been guilty of a repetition of such unwarranted delay or dis- 
crimination again. We have recently had a case before us 
involving pretty much the points involved in your case, in 
which the Commission assessed penalties against the road for 
violating the law. They are now being prosecuted by the 
State to recover these penalties, and also the shipper is prose- 
cuting them in his own behalf to recover damages. The road 
finds that it is into it, and has tried to compromise with the 
shipper, and it is not likely that that road will again be 
guilty of such unwarranted discriminations. 

Shippers should see that their rights are protected by re- 
porting such delinquencies to the Commission, and the Com- 
mission will protect shippers, and will not suflfer their busi- 
ness to be ruined by roads discriminating against them be- 
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cause of any aetion they might take against tiie roads before 
the Commission. In every instance, where a shipper has 
stood for his rights before the Commission,^ the roads are now 
favoring them, that is to say, when he makes an order on 
Uhcm, they promptiy furnish the same; and it is a mistake 
about the shipper's business being ruined simply because he 
tries to protect his rights by an appeal to tiie law. We hope 
that hereafter, if you feel that the roads are discriminating 
against you, that you will appeal directly to the Commission 
and give the roads to understand that you look to the law and 
not to them to protect your rights. 

The Commission has been the recipient of many favors 
from you, for which they desire to tender you their sincere 
thanks. They take great interest in reading your letters.

Dear Sir— We are in receipt of another favor from 
Downing & Walter, of Weiner, Ark., dated the 27th inst., in 
whieh they state that you have wholly failed to furnish them 
cars;, as per understanding with the Commission. Jhey say 
that, on the 27th, two cars were placed at Brttinerds Spur, 
but they had no notice of that fact, and that they were taken 
and loaded by other shippers as anxious to ship as themselves. 
They further state that there are now seven or eight carloads 
of bolts and staves at Brainerds Spur, owned by different 
parties, all anxious to ship. 

Now, this is about the third or fourth letter we have re- 
ceived from the above named parties, asking the Commission 
to assist them in having your road to furnish them cars to 
ship staves and bolts from Brainerds Spur and McDaniels 
Spur, to Jonesboro, Ark. On the receipt of each letter we 
have taken the matter up with your road, and you have 
promised to relieve the situation there immediately, by plac- 
ing the necessary number of cars to accommodate the shippers 
at these points. We have called you up with respect to the 
last communication that we have received from these parties, 
copy of which is enclosed herein. You state in reply thereto 
that you did place, on the 27th inst., two cars at Brainerds 
Spur, and that it was the fault of Downing & Walter that 
they were taken and loaded by other shippers. You say they 
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should have been there at Brainerds Spur when the cars 
came and should have loaded them with their products, and 
not allowed other shippers to have taken charge of them. 

Now, I do not understand that your position is at all 
correct, but we understand this to be the rule : that, when a 
shipper orders cars and they are placed, as per his order, he 
is subject without any further notice to load the cars ready 
for transportation, but, when the cars are not placed as per 
his order, and he has to appeal to the Commission, then the 
shipper should have notice of that fact from the road that 
so many cars have been placed subject to his order, because 
he cannot be expected to lie around and watch the depot 
for the arrival of cars, when the road has not complied with 
his order in placing the same. 

So, you will furnish to these parties, as you have hereto- 
fore agreed with the Commission that you should do, cars to 
ship his bolts from the aforesaid spurs to Jonesboro, and to 
give the shipper notice at what time the cars will be placed. 
If he is not there, then, to load the cars, the fault is his and 
not yours, but he is not in default until he has notice that 
you have placed the cars and that they are subject to his 
order. 

We do hope that it will not be necessary for the Com- 
mission to have to take this matter up with the road again; 
for, as we understand it, the road has already made itself 
liable to be prosecuted for penalties for failing to furnish 
the necessary shipping facilities to Downing & Walter at the 
i^oresaid spurs.

Then, if the railroad company does not come to 
time, you have the evidence of its failing to furnish you 
shipping facilities after due demand upon it. 

The reason why I request you to demand in writing is 
because Mr. Watson, division freight agent, when we took 
the matter up with him this morning, made the point that you 
had never made any formal demand for cars. You adopt 
the written notice plan, and see if it don't work, and when 
you make a demand, be there at the time you have requested 
the cars to be placed ready to load them. Always give about 
three days* notice.

Gentlemen— We received your kind favor of the 1st 
inst., in which you express your appreciation of the labors of 
the Commission, also acknowledging the receipt of reports 
sent you, with statement that you had distributed the same :

The minimum of a car of lumber is 30,000 pounds. If 
the railroads have been charging you a minimum of 40,000 
pounds, in all instances where you did not have that much 
lumber and they collected for 40,000, please send in your 
expense bills, and the Commission will see that the necessary 
refund is made. 

You say your claims all come to naught, and that it is 
little worth while to make complaint to the Commission, as 
the courts tie up the orders of the Commission. Never mind 
that; the Commission will finally make its orders effective 
and ultimately succeed in the courts. It does not cost you 
anything to prosecute your claims before the Commission, 
and the Commission prosecutes them without expense to you 
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through the courts. Consequently, you have nothing to lose 
and everything to gain to applying to the Commission in all 
cases where they have been making illegal exactions of you. 

We think there is no doubt that the claims which the; 
Commission has adjudicated in yotlr favor against the roads,, 
now pending in the courts, will be prosecuted to ^ succeasfuli 
issue, Besides, the roads would have no defense whatever — 
no standing in any court— where they have charged you for 
a minimum of 40,000 when you did not have that amo«nt 
loaded on the car. 

Please send in the evidences, showing the difference be- 
tween what they should have charged you, and what in fact 
they did charge you. 

The claims that you inquire about, heretofore put iv\ 
against the roads, are still hung up in the courts. The power 
of the Commission to make joint rates will be decided by the 
Federal Court of Appeals, at St. Louis, next May. The claima 
for overcharges that you^have put in are ;iow hung up, pend*- 
ing a 6ase taken by the Kansas City Southern on appeal t^- 
the Supreme Court. That case is likely to be decided any 
time, and when decided. Judge Trieber says he will dispose ol 
the claim that you have against the road for overcharges.

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will be required to make annual report on blanks furnished 
yon by the Commission,

Gentlemen— We are just in receipt of yours of the 8th 
inst., stating that the road had wholly failed to return you 
cars up to time of writing, and that the probabilities are that 
if not furnished soon that your Bolts will not be worth 
shipping. You further state that you cannot lie around and 
watch for trains and the placing of the cars all of the time. 
The law does not require you to do that, but you were giren 
directions in our last letter the course to pursue in order to 
get cars without lying around and watching for them. You 
were instructed to give written notice, stating the number of 
cars you wanted, where you wanted them placed, with what 
you wanted to load, place of destination of shipment, which 
notice should be giyen at least three days in advance of the 
date on which the cars were needed. Then on the date that 
the cars were ordered to be there, have your men there ready 
to receive and load. Have you given the notice in writing, 
and did you promptly appear at the time that you notified 
them that you desired the cars placed? 

If you will pursue the above course, it will give the road 
to understand that you mean business, and your demands will 
be relieved. If they do not place the cars there at the time 
ordered, then it is the duty of the road to notify you, if sub- 
sequently placed. 

Please adopt the above suggestions, and if the railroad 
does not relieve the situation, the Commission will take such 
action as will necessarily result in the placing of cars to your 
order. 

We have just sent Mr. Watson, division freight agent, a 
copy of your letter, and have again insisted that he furnish 
you cars. He says that he will do so, and is very much sur- 
prised that the cars have not been placed there for you, but 
th^-t now he will give the matter his personal attention and 
see that you have cars.

Gentlemen— We have just received from J. D. Watson, 
division freight agent of the Cotton Belt, a letter, copy of 
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which we enclose you herein, which is explanatory^ of their 
not furnishing you shipping facilities for this long time. 

Now, we are not in a position to say that the railroad is 
in fault about this matter, because we do not know whether 
you ordered the cars for any specific date or not. If you did, 
you should have been there at the time designated. We recog- 
nize that there is a good deal of force in Mr. Watson's sugges- 
tion that these spurs, simply being timber sidings, at which 
they keep no agent, argues the necessity for you to give them 
notice at what time you expect cars, and then to be there to 
receive them. He promises, however, to see that you get cars, 
but, still, you have a duty in this matter to perform as well 
as the road. When you order without designating any time 
for the cars to- be placed in at these sidings, there is nobody 
there to notify you that cars have been placed for you ; they 
cannot keep their rolling stock idle, and it is natural for the 
first shipper who finds the cars placed in position for loading, 
to take them. 

We want again to call your attention to the fact that you 
must give notice that you want them for a certain date, and 
that you must be there on that date to receive and load them, 
and the road is not in default until that is done.

In reference to the release mentioned, however, the Com- 
mission can take action, and will be glad to serve you if the 
matter is pushed to that extreme, since its province is to 
interfere and prevent discriminations of that character.

My Dear Sir— Replying to yours of recent date, will say 
that, under the law creating the Railroad Commission, it has 
no power to deal with questions of damage to Stock or other 
property in transit, nor for detentions of trains. As your 
shipments were all to points outside the State, the Legislature 
could not invest the Commission with power to control such 
transactions were it to attempt to do so. I think there, is little 
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dombt that you have ample remedy in the courts for the dam- 
age sustained.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 13th inst., complaining 
about the rates on Ties from your station to points beyond 
the State, received. 

We regret to state that the rate is interstate, and this 
Commission has no jurisdiction over it. We can only control 
rates between points in Arkansas. However, if the road is 
shipping on a special rate for some and is charging others 
more, that is a discrimination under the interstate commerce 
law, which subjects the road to heavy penalties for violation 
of that law; but this Commission is entirely unable to enforce 
that law, and you would have to apply to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. We will, however, use our good oflfces 
with the road, and will endeavor to persuade them to give all 
shippers the same rate from and to the same point, which will 
likely induce them to grant you a better rate. Still, we can- 
not compel them to do so.

Gentlemen— Referring to shipment of Flour to you from 
Jeflferson City, Mo., it appears that the Flour was billed 
through from Jeflferson City to you at Junction City. The 
Missouri Pacific hauled it to El Dorado and delivered it to 
the Arkansas Southern. 

There is some doubt, under the circumstances, whether 
you can compel the Arkansas Southern to refund down to 
the Commission's rate or not, since the shipment was on a 
through bill of lading from Jeflferson City, Mo., to Junction 
City^ Ark. I am rather inclined to think that they could be 
forced to the Commission's rate on the fact that there was no 
joint traflSc arrangements between the Arkansas Southern 
and the Missouri Pacific, and the Arkansas Southern would 
be entitled only to its local rate : but it is involved in doubt 
and complicated, by the fact that the Flour was billed 
through, and although the Arkansas Southern charged more 
than its local, which it had no right to do, yet, being an in- 
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terstate shipment, it is possible that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission would have jurisdiction to the exclusion of the 
Commission. 

Hereafter, you have your flour billed to El Dorado; then 
rebill from El Dorado to you at Junction City. By doing 
this, there can be no doubt but what the Arkansas Southern 
will be held in its charges to its local rate, and will save you 
5 cents per 100 pounds. 

If you insist on the Commission taking up the question 
as to whether, under the circumstances of the last shipment, 
they would have jurisdiction or not, we will do so, but, being 
complicated as it is, it will take a long time for the Commis- 
sion to come to any definite conclusion. Kindly advise us 
further if you so desire.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 18th inst. to hand. 

Our records show that, on August 27, 1901, the Commis- 
sion presented your claim for overcharges to the Choctaw, 
Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Company. On October 30 their 
attention was again called to the matter, and they responded 
that they had never received the original papers ; on the same 
day the Commission made duplicates of the papers, and sent 
them to the company. On November 4 they were called up 
by telephone to know what disposition had been made of the 
claims. 

At that time they declined to pay or refund any over- 
charges on shipments from points on the Choctaw to points 
on the Frisco, in Arkansas, for the reason that they claimed 
the shipment, in the course of transit, had to pass out of the 
State (about four miles through the Indian Territory), and 
their position was that the shipment was then converted into 
an interstate shipment, and,' as a consequence, the Commis- 
sion had no jurisdiction over it. The Commission, however, 
took a different view to that, and made an order in claims for 
other parties (Marshall & Merrill Bros., of Rogers). The 
road then brought a bill of injunction against the Commis- 
sion in the Federal Court at this place, enjoining the Commis- 
sion from enforcing said orders. The court issued a tempor- 
ary restraining order, tying the Commission's hands in all 
such cases for the time being. The court declined to take up 
said cases for final hearing until the case of the Fort Smith 
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Chair Co. vs. The Kansas City Southern Ry. Co., pending on 
appeal in the Supreme Court of the United States, was de- 
cided. That ease has some of the features of this, but we by 
no means admit that a decision of that case against the Com- 
mission would be conclusive of your rights in this case, be- 
cause there is a marked distinction between the two cases. 
But Judge Trieber decided not to hear these cases finally 
until the aforesaid case was decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States; consequently, your case, with others, 
are hung up in the manner as pointed out above; 

Just as soon as the Fort Smith Chair Co. case is decided 
by the United States Supreme Court, then some final disposi- 
tion will be made of your claims, and others of a like nature, 
which have been for a long time pending. 

We beg to advise you that if you have written letters to 
us since August 20, that they must have miscarried, as none 
of us remember of having received the same.

Dear Sirs— We are in receipt of your letter of the 4tli 
inst. 

For any damage you may sustain, your remedy is 
through the courts. It is, however, our duty to have rail- 
roads prosecuted for the recovery of proper penalties (to go 
to the State) for failure to comply with the law requiring 
them to give a reasonably good service to shippers. They, 
though, are entitled to notice from us and a hearing of the 
matter before we are authorized to proceed against them; 
and we have found it the better practice to first ask a com- 
pliance with the requests of shippers, and they very generally 
rectify wrongs, thus saving themselves and shippers the an- 
noyance and delay of a hearing before us. 

I have, therefore, taken the matter up with A. R. Bragg, 
division freight agent, requesting him to supply your wants, 
and think you will get relief in a few days. 

If, however, you do not get relief, please notify us, and 
we will issue summons to bring them before us, and notify 
you of date fixed for a hearing.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 6th inst., wanting to 
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know whether the Commission's rate applied on traffic origi- 
nating in Arkansas, received. 

It is true that the Commission's rate applies only oii 
traffic originating in this State and shipped from one to 
another point therein. But, if you have distributing houses 
within this State, and ship to these distributing houses, you 
can rebill from there to another point in the State, and the 
traffic will take the Commission's rate. When reconsigned 
under a new billing, the traffic, under the construction put 
upon its tariff by the Commission, originates in Arkansas': 
hence, its tariff applies. Mark you, you should not bill 
through, but bill to your distributing house in Arkansas, theii 
reconsign under a new billing from your distributing house 
to the local point within the State that you desire to ship to. 

We send you under another cover copy of . the Commis^ 
sion's tariff.

Dear Sir— -Your favor of the 14th inst. received, and 
contents noted. 

We have taken the matter up with the St. Louis South;; 
western Railway Company, and the division freight agentj 
Mr. Watson, gives us a reason for n6t forw^arding goods td 
destination, that the Iron Mountain had the go6ds consigned 
to its agent at Pine Bluff, which is practically a consignment 
to itself, and then offered to reconsign from there to place o^ 
destination over the S. L. S. W., to 6vade a division oi 
through rates with the St. L. S. W. ^ 

The shipment stands on a different parity to that of a 
shipment, say, to your warehouse and a reconsignment froni 
there to a local point within the State. If you had a ware- 
house at Pine Bluff, you might ship to it and reconsign froraf 
there to any point within the State, and the last haul would 
be a local and governed by the Commission's rate, but one 
railroad cannot ship to itself, or its agent, which is the same 
thing, and then reconsign to evade a division of the through* 
rate with the receiving carrier. 

It seems to us that this is an interstate shipment, and 
that the Iron IMountain is trying to control the rate of the 
Cotton Belt. However, the Cotton Belt should not delay thef 
shipment on account of a contention between it and the Irorf

Mountain, but should promptly transport the goods to desti- 
nation, and charge and collect the through rate, and settle 
with the Iron Mountain according to the agreed divisions 
and proportions of the through rate on such traffic. 

There is not a quorum of the Commissioners present, and 
I presume the board will make an order requiring the Cotton 
Belt to transport the goods to destination. The fact that it 
is an interstate shipment does not, we think, affect lie power 
of the Commission to make an order against the Cotton Belt 
to transport the goods to destination, because such an order 
would not be in conflict with any Act of Congress and fa- 
cilitate commerce and promotes the welfare of our citizens.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 20th inst. received, in 
which you state you wrote the Commission some time ago in 
regard to a rate of 15 cents from Bellville, Ark., to your 
town, and have received no answer. 

I have inquired of the employes of the office, and they 
state they have no recollection of the receipt of your letter. 
Personally, I do not know of its receipt, but will state, in 
answer thereto, that last fall the Commission had claims of a 
Mke character for persons in your section of the country, and 
made an effort to collect the excess charges ;' Judge Trieber 
issued a temporary restraining order against the Commission, 
enjoining it from enforcing its rates from points on the Choc- 
taw road within this State to points north on the Mansfield 
branch, on the grounds that the shipment, in passing from 
points on the Choctaw to points north on the Mansfield 
branch, on the grounds that the shipment, in passing from 
points on the Choctaw to points north on the Mansfield 
branch of the Frisco, passes out of the State in the course 
of its transit, and was interstate, therefore, not subject to the 
Commission's rate. The Mansfield branch runs out of the 
State in two or three places, aggregating in all about three 
miles; and this is what the roads insisted upon as converting 
the shipment into an interstate carriage. 

The case is hung up in the Federal Court on the af ore- 
jMkid restraining order, and he says he will not make a fina} 
disposition of it until the case of the Fort Smith Chair Com- 
pany vs. The Kansas City Southern is decided in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, which is now pending in 
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said court, and a deciaion is expected at any time. I see no 
reason why the case should be held up here awaiting the de- 
cision of that court, because, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sion, that case bears no analogy to this. There, the substan- 
tial haul was outside the State; here, the haul without the 
State is inconsiderable. However, as soon as that case is de- 
-cided, there will be some final disposition made of the cases 
involving the questions in your letter.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 10th inst. received, and 
was overlooked for the time being. 

We will state that rule 1, on page 12, of the Commis- 
sion's Standard Tariff, which provides for continuous car- 
riage on continuous mileage passing over two or more inde- 
pendent lines of railroad in this State, is not in force at this 
time. The Commission's tariff in that respect has been en- 
joined by the railroads, and the Federal Court, upon final 
hearing of the case, made the injunction perpetual; but the 
Commission appealed the case to the Court of Appeals, where 
it is now pending, and is set down for hearing May 27. The 
Commission is very hopeful that their position will be sus- 
tained by the Court of Appeals and their power fully recog- 
nized to enforce the aforesaid rule. In any event, it will not 
be long until we know the opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
and, if you will write some time about the middle of June, 
we will take pleasure in notifying you of the results.

Gentlemen— Yours of the 29th ult. received, inquiring 
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as to the rate on Hay from TollvillcJ and Devall's BluflE to 
Texarkana. 

Those points being on the C, 0. & G. R. R. Co., about 
forty miles east of Little Rock, the haul would necessarily 
pass over two independent lines of road— about fifty miles 
over the Choctaw and about 145 over the Iron Mountain. 
Now, under the Commission's tariff, they have to move the 
freight as if all the points were on the same line, allowing 
11/2 cents per 100 pounds to cover the cost of transfer. But 
the Commission's rate in that respect has been enjoined by 
the Federal Court, and is now pending in the Federal Court 
of Appeals, Eighth Circuit, and will be decided some time in 
May ; but, until it is decided, the roads are entitled to charge 
the sum of the locals, which would be 5 cents for the Choctaw 
and 8 cents for the Iron Mountain, making the rati from 
those points to Texarkana on Hay 13 cents. We believe, how- 
ever, that the Commission in moving everything on A5ontinu- 
ous mileage according to its tariff sheets, will be sustained by 
the Court of Appeals. If so, hold your papers, and, after 
the decision is made, you will be entitled to have refunded 
down to the rate of 10 cents, i. e., 8I/2 cents for the haul, and 
an arbitrary of l^/o cents to cover cost of transfer.

Gentlemen —Your favor of March 20 received, stating 
you shipped to Westbrook Grain & Commission Co., at Pine 
Bluff, Ark., Car M. P. 6487, containing fifteen tons Fertiliz- 
ers, via Missouri Pacific Ry., prepaying the freight to Pine 
Bluff; 

You wanted to know of the Commission if the St. Louis 
Southwestern Ry. is bound to immediately ship the car to 
place of destination in the car in which the freight is tendered 
it. You also state that in looking over the rulings of the Com- 
mission, you find that it required one road to accept the equip- 
ment of another road in this State, transporting the freight 
in the car in which it is tendered, and asking us to advise you 
if that is correct. 

We will state, first, that, if you prepaid the freight from 
Memphis to Pine Bluff, that was the end of the transit. If 
you wanted to ship from there to point beyond, within this 
State, over the Missouri Pacific, you would simply reconsign 
from Pine Bluff to point of destination, takinj? the Commis- 
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sion's local rate out from Pine Bluff* but, that being the end 
of the transit, if you wantecj to ship out from Pine Bluff to 
another point within the State over another road, the question 
is, doesn't the freight originate at Pine Bluff, and if it doesn't, 
it would be an interstate shipment, i. e., a continuation of the 
shipment from Memphis. But, if it does originate at Pine 
Bluff, then the shipment is a domestic one, and, being the 
initial point of the shipment, it's very questionable whether 
the St. Louis Southwestern would be required to accept 
freight originating on its line in Missouri Pacific equipment. 
We are not prepared to give you an answer just at this 
time upon that point, but we are inclined to think that, if the 
second shipment is to be regarded as originating at Pine 
Bluff, the St. Louis Southwestern cannot be forced to accept 
a shipment in cars of the Missouri Pacific when it had cars of 
its own not in use. 

The rule that the receiving carrier must accept freight 
from the delivering carrier and transport it to point of desti- 
nation in the cars in which the delivering carrier tenders it, 
applies to the movement of freight in transit; but the rule 
does not operate so as to bind any road to be regarded as 
having originated on its own line and it has cars to move the 
same. 

Then, still another, the Commission has never held that 
a receiving carrier is bound to accept freight in the car& of 
the delivering carrier and transport it to point of destination 
if the commerce is interstate. Our rule in that respect applies 
only to domestic shipments, for w^e have no authority, ordin- 
arily, over interstate shipments. It may be that it is more a 
police question than it is a transportation question, and the 
Commission could require, even with respect to interstate 
freight, one road to accept freight from another and trans- 
port it to point of destination in the cars in which the freight 
was tendered it, but this is a question that has never been 
passed upon by the Commission. However, as we understand 
it, your position is that the freight had reached the end of 
its transit when it arrived at Pine Bluff. If so, when you 
wanted to ship out from Pine Bluff, the shipment originated 
here, and without giving the question investigation, we would 
think that the St. Louis Southwestern had a right to furnish 
the equipment to transport the freight, it originating on its 
own line, and it would not be driven to the necessity of paying 
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for the use of Missouri Pacific cars when it had cars of its own 
not in use in which it could transport the freight.

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We send you statement of rates on classes from Pine Bluff 
to Hamburg, but it isn't possible for us to forward you the 
rate on commiodities, for the reason that the Hamburg road 
has but few commodities, the Commission never having made 
effective its rates on said road, either as to classes or com- 
modities; the Hamburg road has but few. The long lines 
transport to the junction point of the Hamburg road, charg- 
ing the prescribed rate of the Commission on classes and 
commodities, and, from there to Hamburg, they would take 
the class rate where the Hamburg road has no commodities 
corresponding with the Commission's commodities. 

You will observe from the statement enclosed that the 
following class rate prevails from Pine Bluff to Hamburg :

These high rates result as the consequence of Judge Trie- 
ber's decision, holding that each road was entitled to charge 
its local, and the figures above given you are the combination 
of the locals from Pine Bluff to Hamburg. That decision, 
however, was stubbornly resisted by the Commission, and they 
are now prosecuting, an appeal from his decision in the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals; the case is set down for hearing 
May 27. If the Commission should win out, it will very ma- 
terially reduce the rates from Pine Bluff to Hamburg, and, if 
we do not win out, the remedy will be to reduce the locals of 
the Hamburg road.

Gentlemen— Yours of the 10th inst. received. 

Let us examine, for a moment, the point of contention. 
As we understand it, you have been shipping Fertilizer in 
carload lots from Memphis, Tenn., to Pine Bluff, Ark., over 
the Iron Mountain railroad, then shipping from Pine Bluff to 
other points in Arkansas on the Cotton Belt railroad, prepay- 
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ing the freight on the first shipment from Memphis to Pine 
Bluff. 

Now, your position is that, when the goods arrived from 
Memphis to Pine Bluff, that that is the end of the first haul, 
and, being interstate, the Arkansas Railroad Commission has 
no jurisdiction over it. In this, we think you are eminently 
correct. • 

You also state that the second haul from Pine Bluff out 
over the Cotton Belt is a local haul and subject to the Com- 
mission's schedule of rates. We also concur with you- in that 
proposition. 

You further state that, when the goods arrive at Pine 
Bluff (point of destination from Memphis) in Iron Mountain 
cars, in your opinion, you can reconsign to points on the Cot- 
ton Belt and force the Cotton Belt to accept the goods in Iron 
Mountain cars, and in such cars to transport the goods to 
second point of destination, although it may have cars of its 
own not in use. 

The law that requires one carrier to accept goods in the 
cars in which tendered it by another carrier, refers to the 
transfer of freight from one connecting carrier to another in 
the course of transit between point of origin and destination. 
When the ^oods have reached their destination, the carrier's 
duty has ceased when it has placed the cars at an accessible 
place for unloading, and it may charge demurrage if not un- 
loaded within free time. 

You admit that, when the goods arrive at Pine Bluff from 
Memphis, that the end of the destination is reached. The 
Iron Mountain is under no further obligations except to place 
the cars at an accessible point for the consignee to unload. 
Neither is the Cotton Belt under any obligations to receive the 
goods from the Iron Mountain, because the goods are not in 
course of transit, but have reached their destination and are 
subject to the orders of the shipper. Therefore, yours is not 
a case of the duty of one connecting carrier to another with 
respect to the transfer of freight in due course of transit be- 
tween origin and destination. How could the Iron Mountain 
tender goods to the Cotton Belt under such circumstances, 
when the goods were not billed to a point on the Cotton Belt, 
beyond the line of the Iron Mountain? You state that the 
Cotton Belt should either ship the goods in the cars tendered 
it by the Iron Mountain, or transfer from the Iron Mountain 
cars to its own at its cost. You must remember that the 
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shipper loads carload freight and the consignee unloads it, 
and the Iron Mountain cannot tender the Cotton Belt goods, 
because it holds no billing for the goods to points beyond its 
line on the Cotton Belt. It devolves on your agent to tender 
the goods to the Cotton Belt, and to load them on Cotton Belt 
cars, unless the Iron Mountain is willing that the transporta- 
tion be made in its cars and the Cotton Belt is willing to ac- 
cept the goods in Iron Mountain cars and pay car mileage for 
their use in making the transportation. It is the duty of the 
Cotton Belt to furnish cars for the latter shipment, provided, 
it has cars of its own not in use. In the event that it has no 
cars to make the shipment, it would then be its duty to trans- 
port in the Iron Mountain cars, provided, the Iron Mountain 
has agreed that their cars might be used for that purpose 
by the Cotton Belt. 

If you would ship your goods in the first instance to your 
agent at Pine Bluff in care of the Cotton Belt, then it would 
be the duty of the Iron Mountain to place the freight in its 
cars on the Cotton Belt transfer. Then the question as to 
whether the Cotton Belt would be bound to accept the freight 
in the cars of the Iron Mountain, and transport it to point of 
destination under a reconsignment by your agent to points on 
the Cotton Belt, is a question that depends largely upon the 
custom prevailing between railroads. There are certain char- 
acters of freight which by custom the railroads have always 
moved in cars of the delivering carrier, and in all cases where 
it injured the goods to break bulk, transfer and reload, it 
would be the duty of the receiving carrier to transport in the 
cars of the delivering carrier. But whether your goods are a 
character of freight which by custom the receiving carrier 
is bound to transport in the cars of the delivering carrier, is 
a question that we will not decide until the point is fairly 
presented to the Commission, and both shipper and railroad 
are brought face to face, and we have an opportunity to hear 
both sides of the question. 

You state in your letter that the Georgia Railroad Com- 
mission has decided where the shipment is made by a com- 
pany to its agent, with instructions to the agent to reconsign 
over another line of railroad, that such railroad company is 
bound to receive the goods in the cars of the carrier transport- 
ing them in, and transport them to point of destination in 
the second haul. We would be glad if you would send us that 
case, for we confess that, if the Georgia Commission has ever 
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decided that question, compeUing one carrier to receive the 
goods after reaching their destination and in no wise shipped 
in its cars, we are unable to find it, and we would be glad to 
have -the information by your furnishing iis with that de- 
cision. 

P. S.— We send you copy of Fertilizer rate, promulgated 
by this Commission, effective April 28. If you have any sug- 
gestions to offer respecting the same, we would be glad to 
hear from you.

My Dear Sir— Your favor of the 14th inst. received. 

Our statute fixes a maximum mileage rate for first class 
passenger fare, as follows: 

Roads 15 miles in length or less, 8 cents per mile. 

On lines over 15 miles in length and less than 75 miles in 
length, 5 cents per mile. 

On lines over 75 miles in length, 3 cents per mile. 

For carrying children in charge of an adult, one half the 
above named rates, if under the age of 12 and over the age of 
5 years. No charge if under the age of 5 years, in care of 
adults. 

However, it is admissible for the Railroad Commission of 
this State to fix passenger fares at what they deem just and 
reasonable to the public ; but we have never undertaken to do 
so, and the roads are charging the aforesaid maximum pas- 
seger fares. 

It is the custom of the roads, however, to sell mileage 
books containing not less than 1,000 miles, at a rate of 2^^ 
cents per mile for adults. 

Our statute does not undertake to fix. second class fares, 
and, in fact, the roads do not classify passenger fares, but 
charge first class rates in all instances, except in case of im- 
migrants, bringing families, furniture and live stock in car- 
load lots. It is the custom of the roads to give low rates to en- 
courage immigration. 

Excursion and commutation tickets arc usually half the 
foregoing rates.

Dear Sir— Yours of the 14th inst., stating that the rail- 
roads charged from Memphis to your town $16.50 per ton 
freight on Fertilizer, received. 

We will state that, under the law, creating and defining^ 
the powers of the Commission, section 12, that the roads, 
might have shipped the Fertilizer at a reduced ratej or they 
were authorized not to charge y©u any rate at all, since you 
wanted it on account of the Government for experimental 
purposes. 

The rate of $16.50 per ton is out of all reason, but, it 
being an interstate rate, we could not afford you any relief. 
They evidently charged you fourth class rate, being less thao. 
•irload lots. 

We send you rate on Fertilizer that has been promulgated 
by the Commission, to take effect on the 28th of this month.. 
Of course, it applies only between points in this State. Still, 
we imagine it will materially reduce the rates from points 
without to points within the State, since that has been the 
effect of the Commission's rate on other commodities.

Dear Sir— We beg to acknowledge the receipt of yours^' 
of the 26th ult, together with enclosures. 

There is nothing in the rulings ot this Commission which 
conflicts with the proposition of the letter of the Georgia Com- 
mission to you of April 24, nor with rule 22 of said Commis- 
sion. You do not understand this Commission : You fail to 
discriminate between the transfer of freight from one con- 
necting carrier to another in the course of transit, and be- 
tween point of origin to point of destination, and the right of 
a shipper to reconsign after having reached its destination; 
This Commission has uniformly held that all transfers in th€l 
course of transit between origin and destination, the receiv- 
ing carrier is bound to accept carload freight from the de- 
livering carrier in the cars in which it is tendered. That re- 
lates, however, to the transfer of freight from one railroad to 
another. Now, your proposition is, after the freight has: 
reached its destination, that the consignee has a right to re^. 
consign it to points over other lines than the line of the carrier 
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brmging in the £reiglity and the terminal carrier in such case 
is t)ound to accept the freight in the cars in which it is ten- 
jAered by iSha carrier bringing in the freight. Now, we want 
to sa^ that that is not the law, neither is it the practice, so 
far as we know, prevailing among railroads. If you had billed 
Iraii^t f rwtt Memphis, say to Fordyce, a point on the Cotton 
Belt,, and sapped in over the Iron Mountain to its junction 
ipoint with the Gottcm Belt at Pine Bluflf, then the Cotton Belt 
woutd have to receive the freight from the Iron Mountain 
kithe cars in which the Iren Mountain tendered it and trans- 
port it to pcHnt of destination ; but thiat is by no means a re- 
eongignmettt from Pine Bluff, but it is a transfer at the junc- 
lion pcHnt at Pine Bluff. 

Wow^ joar preposition is that you may ship in over the 
Iron Mountain to Pine Bluff, and then the Iron Mountain 
JMj f oree the Cotton Belt to accept it upon a reconsignment 
out to Oottoii Belt points in the cars in which it is tendered, 
ilhat freif^^ huaving reached the end of its transit when it 
arrives at Pine Bluff, is not subject to reconsignment out to 
points over Hie Cotton Belt, because, when you want to reship 
over tiie Cotton Belt, that's freight originating on their line in 
Iron Mountain cars, but it's your duty to load it to the Cotton 
Belt cars in auck case the same as if you unloaded it and de- 
posited it in your warehouse, and found a buyer on the Cot- 
ton Belt and shipped it to him. It is in every sense a local 
kaul from Pine BijOff. to Cotton Belt points, and originating 
on their line, of course, they will not accept the freight in any 
except their own cars, when they have cars of their own not 
in use^ and have to pay other roads car mileage. 

Now, we have made ourself as plain as it is possible to do. 
If you want further understanding about the matter, you had 
Jaetter make your formal application to the Commission. You 
iKLust remBmber there is a vast difference between transfer of 
flreight in ^transit, and a reshipment of freight after it has 
jpesehed destination. Seconsignment relates exclusively to 
shipping, out from first destination to a second destination 
over tte line Qiat brought the freight in. Now, when you con- 
sign freight to Pine Bluff and want to ship to other Iron 
Mountain points, you reconsign it. If you want to ship to 
points on other lines, it is freight originating, then, on other 
iy^ss, and jrou must comply with the rules respecting the duty 
of a shipper to load carload freight, and that, too, on the cars 
of the line upon which the freight originated.

Gentlemen— The Commission's joint rate has been en- 
joined by injunction issued from the Federal Court, Judge 
Trieber hdl4iiig that the Commission ha^ power to make local 
rates for e%eih road rei^etively, and that they had no right 
to make a through rate where the traffic passed over two or 
moiae independent lilies. Under that ruling, the Oommisswi's 
joint rate was suspended, and the roads now charge their 
locals. Caosequestty, in shipping Lime from your place to 
Little Rock, each the Frisco and Iron Mountain would charge 
its local rate, which practically excludes you from this mar- 
ket. The Commission has appealed to the Court of Appeals, 
Eighth Circuit, and the case is set for hearing Monday, the 
5th of this month. They will likely hold it some time, how- 
ever, before deciding it, but,* if they sustain the power of the 
Commission to make joint through rates, then our tariff will 
be effective from and to all points in the State. Otherwise, 
the roads will continue to charge tlje sum of the locals, which 
will necessarily result in the Commission having to reduce the 
locals.

The ra,te on Slack Coal from Huntington and Bonanza, 
Ark., to Seligman, Mo., is 80 cents per ton, and from Seligman 
to Eureka Springs, it is 70 cents. Tbfise are interstate rates, 
ove^ which this Commission has no power. The St. Louis & 
North Arkansas road accepted the Commission's Tariff, but it 
is between points within the St^te of Arkansas. Seligman 
being a Missouri point, the Commission cannot control the 
rate from Seligman to Eureka Springs. Neither can the Com- 
mission control the rate from Huntington and Bonanza to 
Seligman, Mo. So, you will observe we are not in an attitude 
to render you any relief. 

We send you our Tariff, as per your request, together- 
with current amendments, but it will likely be of little import- 
ance to you so far as Coal rates are concerned from Hunting- 
t(m and Bonanza to Eureka Springs.

Dear Sir— Yours of the 7th inst., asking if our laws pro- 
tect a shipper of Arkansas in his demands against railroads 
for the transportation of freight from a point within to a 
point without the State, received. 

We answer unqualifiedly, yes. 

About last November, the Commission had that question 
before it on the complaint of Arthur Rogers against the C.,.0. 
& G. R. R. Co. That road had failed to furnish him trans- 
portation facilities to ship Coal from a point within this State 
to Texas and Oklahoma points. The Commission held that the 
furnishing of transportation facilities to shippers was not 
strictly speaking a transportation question, but was re- 
f errable to the police power of the State, that transportation 
did not begin until the shipment had been placed with the 
railroad company and billed, and with the first revolution of 
the wheels commerce began, and not until then. Therefore, 
the road was bound to furnish transportation facilities to all 
shippers within the State without regard to the place of desti- 
nation of the freight.. The Commission was well backed up 
by authorities to sustain its position. 

The opinion is long and would require considerable time 
to copy, else we would furnish you a copy, having no surplus 
copies at our command.

Dear Sir— Your letter of the 6th inst., with enclosures, 
received. 

The roads in their charges of freight originating on the 
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Mansfield branch of the Frisco to points north On the main 
line, are exceeding the sum of their locals. But this Commis- 
sion is tied up tiy the injunction in the Federal Court, prohib- 
iting it from in any wise interfering with such rates on the 
\ground that the Mansfield branch wobbles across the State 
line into the Territory at two or three points. Consequently, 
the court says it is interstate commerce, over which this Com- 
mission has no jurisdiction. We admit that if it is interstate 
commerce, this Commission has no jurisdiction over the rate, 
but we insist that the transit outside the State is so inconsid- 
erate as not to change the character of the commerce where 
A shipment originates in this State and ends here. However, 
we have to obey the orders of the court. If, in fact, it is inter- 
state .commerce, then shippers will have to look to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for relief. It is a well settled 
principle of rate making that a through rate cannot exceed 
the sum of the locals. If this Commission has jurisdiction 
over it, the roads are violating its tariflE. If it is an interstate 
shipment, then, in so far as their charging the sum of their 
locals, they are violating the interstate commerce law. How- 
ever, we are adjudicating in the courts that question, and we 
hope for favorable results. If we should not succeed, shippers 
should apply to the Interstate Commerce Commission. We re- 
gret that, tied up as we are by the injunction in the Federal 
Court, we can afford no present relief. 

We return you enclosures, and would suggest that ship- 
pers preserve their expense bills, and if it is ultimately de- 
<;ided that this Commission has jurisdiction over the matter, 
the roads will have to refund the excess charges.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 8th inst received. 

Yes, the Choctaw has refused to publish the Commis- 
sion's rate on Fertilizers, on the ground that it was made 
without notice to them. We have, therefore, given notice to 
all the railroads in the State to appear before the Commission 
on the 23d inst., to show why the proposed schedule of the 
Commission (herein enclosed) should. not be established on 
Fertilizers between stations in this State. You will observe 
that our proposed schedule makes less carload ratings also, 
which will be of great interest to both manufacturers and the 
people. 
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Replying to that portion of your letter in which you sttile 
that manufacturers of Lime in this State, for building pur- 
poses, cannot compete with the manufacturferfe 6t the featiie 
product in Missouri, Teiinessee, and Kentucky, aiid that oUr 
rates ought to be reduced so as to give home eriterprii^ eqtial 
opportunity with interstate points— will say that our irate bn 
Lime for building purposes is all right, and it woiild five the 
trade to our home entierprisies but for the fact that the B^^- 
eral Court has enjioined tibfe Commission from enforciiig its 
throu0i rates. That quefetion will be heard soon by the Court 
of Appeals. If the Commission's power to make through 
rates from stations on one independent line to stations on 
another is sustained, the rate on lime will be satisfactory ; but, 
if the decision of the lower court is affirmed, then it will de- 
volve on the Commission to reduce its Lime rate, because the 
sum of the locals which the roads are now charging, by virtue 
of the aforesaid injunction, is a great injustice to our home 
enterprises, and gives the trade to iterstate points. The Com- 
mission hopes to succeed in its contention before the Court of 
Appeals.

I am the only member of the poard present at this time; 
it takes two to constitute a quorum ; therefore I have no pow^ 
to suspend the order of the Commission heretofore made of 
which you complain. Besides, I am satisfied that your branch 
road, so far as concerns portions in this State, should take our 
Distance Tariff. It is a good living and a reasonable rate for 
any railroad to adopt. There should be something left to the 
shipper, as well as the road, and if you have had misfortuii€^ 
or your traffic has run unusually low, on that branch of your 
line within the last year, that should be no reason why yo» 
should be allowed an ^exorbitant rate to recoup your Toss from 
shippers. In my opinion, there is no road in the Unite^ 
States, under proper management (unless it might be a toBS 
built through a country at a place where there is no demana 
for it) but what could make money under the rates prescribed 
by the Commission's Standard Tariff. \ 

We regret to know that your branch is not prospering, but 
we all sometimes make bad investments. All the long^Iin* 
roads in the State of Arkansas are operating xtndier the Cont- 
mission's Standard Tariff, and are extremely thrifty. Youw^ 
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is likewise a great line of road, and we know no reason why 
«ueh of its branehes operating in this State should not take 
the Standard Tariff.

Dear Sir— Your several favors, together with Mr. Da- 
vant's letter, received. 

It seems that it is impossible for us to come to an under- 
standing as to the duty of a railroad with respect to trans- 
ferring freight from one to another railroad at the place of 
destination. I have read very carefully Mr. Davant's letter, 
and have very great respect for his opinion, but I cannot be- 
lieve that he is correct in this particular instance. 

I will be over at Memphis before a great while, and would 
be glad to meet you and Mr. Davant and discuss the matter 
freely with you. Possibly we could come to understand each 
other much better by personal interview than by correspond- 
ence. 

We have had a meeting with the railroads after the ser- 
vice of due notice upon them, with respect to the fertilizer 
rate, and we enclose you our schedule, which might be said 
to represent the ultimatum of the Commission. It is promul- 
gated to be effective June 20, and there is no doubt about its 
t>ecomig effective at that date.

The Commission is powerless to give you relief at the 
present time, for the reason that we are temporarily enjoined 
and restrained from interfering with the rates aforesaid, on 
the ground that the same is interstate commerce ; but, as here- 
tofore written you, the Commission thinks it will win out 
ultimately, and aU we can say to you is to preserve your ex- 
pense bills and other evidences of overcharges, and, if we are 
successful in the final outcome, they will have to refund to 
you. 

The ojAy reijaedy that we can suggest to you at this time 
is to have shipments originating on the Choctaw billed to the 
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Mansfield junction, and rebiUed from there to Frisco points. 
Then, necessarily, they would have to take the sum of the 
locals. You should, however, be careful to prepay your 
freight to Mansfield. 

There have been no changes in the Commission's schedule 
oi rates.

Gtentlemen—Your letter, referring to shipment of car- 
load freight from Chicago, 111., to Pine Bluff, Ark., and recon- 
signed to Eingsland, Ark., received. 

In reply, will say that your inquiry raises a question 
which this Commission has not heretofore found it necessary 
to pass upon in any formal way. However, such state of facts 
has been the subject of some discussion and investigation, yet 
no conclusion has been reached that justifies an individual 
member in stating the opinion of the Commission. No com- 
plaint has been filed which would constitute the basis for a 
prosecution against any railroad for penalty for overcharge 
under these circumstances. So far as the matter has been con- 
sidered and expression give, majority of the Commission seem 
inclined to the opinion that a shipper has the right by prepay- 
ment of charges to ship goods to point in this State, and upon 
arrival the interstate character of the transaction ends, and 
by reconsignment the shipment becomes local, in intrastate 
business, and subject to the rates as fixed by the Commission. 

While the authorities are not -unaiiimous in stating the 
conclusions above indicated, the weight of the adjudicated 
cases seem to sustain it. 

If you, or your consignees, wish to test the question, and 
will file a complaint setting out amount of overcharge, notice 
will be issued to the Saint Louis Southwestern Railway Com- 
pany, a hearing had, thorough investigation made, and a defi- 
nite opinion pronounced.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 26th ult., in reference to the 
rate om Strawberries and Apples— or rather the disparity of 
rates on intrastate and interstate shipments, which you state

«ptGi to r*les on Sfrawbef I'ics, htkt we tlrink yott firi& misttakcii 
m to tlL« rfttes BpplfitLg on Applei^. 

You can ship a carload of Apples from Springdale to 
Littkf Bock at tine wte of 19 cents per 100 pounds. It is 228 
miles from Springdale to Little Rock. Eestimating a barrel 
of Apples to weigh 150 pounds, then it would only cost you 
2814 eents to ship a barrel of Appels, carload rates, from 
Springdale to Little Boek. We are not advised exactly what 
the rate from Springdale to St. Louis is on Apples, but still 
we know it is mnch greatet than that. N€rw,the Comxidflsion's 
Tariff rate on Apples from Springdale to Little Boek is 12 
cents per 100 pounds, carload lo^, but the Federal Court en- 
^ined tiie Commission from enforcing that part of its Tariff 
applying from stations on one independent line of road to 
stations on amrther independent line of road^ and quidified its 
Tariff by limiting its application to local rates of each re- 
spective independent line. Consequently, since that injunc- 
tion, the roads apply the stnn of the locals, sind that mahes 
the rate 19 cents per 100 pounds from Springdale to Little 
Bock. But the Commission has contested through the courts 
lie rightfulness of the aforesaid injunction, and it is now 
pending in the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit. It has been argued and submitted, and we 
look for an early decision, believing that the Commission's 
Tariff in the particulars aforesaid will be sustained by the 
Court of Appeals. If so, Arkansas will have one of the finest 
Apple rates of any State in the Union. 

Now, with regard to Strawberries when shipped by the 
crate^ that is done exclusively by express, and our express 
rates in many particulars are too high. Of couipe, it takes 
tittle to rectify these things^ and ultimately the Commission 
will take steps to give a rate on all Arkansas products that is 
reasonable and just to growers and consumers.

which you say that your Tariff No. 2094 is simply the Com- 
mission's mileage rate for sixty miles, published for matter of 
convenience and distribution among shippers, and that you 
applied the Standard Tariff of the Railroad Commission of 
Arkansas to all points on this line, and that it wouM be a 
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ttiattet' of impossibility iPor rates to be higher at intermediate 
poihts : thereiEoi^e, you say that it is uimecew^iry to make the 
am^dmeiit that the Commission did. Now, if we undei-statid 
coM^etJy, TariflE No. 2094 simply adopts the Oommissibtt's 
rate ftoni Little Roek to Hot Springs only, and it does not 
apply to intermediate points; hence, the necessity of the 
amendment. But, if you regard the said Tariff an application 
of the Commission's Standard Tariff to all points from Little 
Rock to Hot Springs, the Commission will gladly accept that 
cohstruction. 

Rei)lying to paragraph 2 of your favor, relative to note 
4, page 8, of your Freight Tariff No. 2094, will state that rule 
2 of the Commission's switching charges reads as follows: 

** Railroad companies are at liberty to absorb all or any 
part of switching charges, but, if they absorb the charges for 
switching, or any part thereof, of any commodity for any 
shipper, they shall likewise absorb for all other shippers for a 
similar commodity under substantially similar circum- 
stances." 

Note 4 to your Tariff states that you will not absorb 
switching charges at Little Rock or Hot Springs on Brick or 
Cord Wood. That is all right— you are not bound to do so 
unless you want to, but, if you do absorb for one shipper, you 
must for all on those commodities at said points. Hence, it 
was unnecesary that you should have inserted note 4 to said 
. Tariff. But, if you meant by note 4 to said Tariff to in any 
wise modify rule 4 of the Commission's switching charges, 
then note 4 would be in conflict with the Commission's switch- 
ing rules, and, therefore, considered from that standpoint, 
note 4 was very properly eliminated by the Commission. 

It is true that the Commission's Tariff applies only over 
one line, as interpreted by the Federal Court, but it does have 
complete jurisdiction over switching charges without regard 
to whether the switching is done by the road bringing the 
freight into side tracks, elevators and warehouses situated on 
its own tracks, or' to warehouses, side tracks, elevators, etc., oi 
other companies.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 9th inst. received. 

Instead of taking the arbitraries provided for by the Com- 
mission 's Standard Tariff, the roads are now entitled to 
<;harge the sum of the locals by virtue of the Federal Court 
knocking out the power of the Commission to make joint or 
through rates for independent lines of road. 

The distance from Jonesboro to Hoxie via the Frisco is 
22 miles, rate 5 cents, on Cotton Seed; from Hoxie to New- 
port, 31 miles, rate 5 cents. These two locals will give you 10 
<;ents from Jonesboro to Newport. Should the shipment orig- 
inate on the J., L. C. & E., the through rate would be the sum 
of the three locals: that is, J., L. C. & E. local to Jonesboro, 
added to 10 cents, would give the rate. That is, however, the 
maximum to be charged. The railroad can make lower rate 
if they feel disposed to do so, but if they make it for one 
shipper, they must do so for all shippers. 

The through rate shown in the Commission's Tariff and 
the arbitraries to be added to the single mileage, pages 12 and 
13, have been suspended by injunction issued from the Federal 
Court. The Commission, however, has appealed the case to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, Eighth Circuit, 
the case has been argued and submitted, and we expect an 
^arly decision. If the Commission is sustained in adding ar- 
bitraries to single mileage to make the through rate, then 
you should find the distance from a given point to a given 
p«int, and the rate for that distance, the number of independ- 
. ^nt lines it would have to pass over, and add the arbitraries to 
the single mileage, which would give you the rate.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 16th inst. received and con- 
tents noted. 

You state that the railroad charged you on a bill of lad- 
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i^Sf weight 400 pounds, from St. Louis, Mo., to Ozark, Ark., 
for 520 pounds, or $1.32 more than was due on weight design 
nated on bill of lading. You also state that on a bill of lading 
from Chattanoogo, weight 50 pounds, they charged you $1.60, 
when the regular rate was 80 cents per 100 pounds, and that 
the road has been continually making overcharges on every- 
thing, and, while an isolated instance amounts to but little, 
yet in multiplicity of transactions it amounts to much. 

Now, in the first place, we cannot know from the informa- 
tion given what was the actual weight in the bill of goods re- 
ceived from St. Louis. If it was billed at 400 pounds, they 
would have a right to charge you for actual weight. That 
may have been 520 pounds, or it may have been less than 400 
pounds. It is the published rate and actual weightf that gov- 
ern, and not the rate and weight stated in the bill of lading. 
Either the shipper or the road has a right to have the goods" 
weighed down to the time of actual delivery. So, from Chatta- 
nooga, while the goods were billed at 50 pounds, the actual 
weight may have been much greater. 

We do not understand your letter to state what the actual 
weight in either instance was. It is the, duty of the shipper, if 
he is not satisfied with the weights, before accepting the goods, 
to demand that they be weighed at place of destination, and 
then tender the rates set forth in the published rate sheets 
the amount due on actual weight. Shippers have something 
to do in the way of taking care of themselves, and, if they do 
not take the necessary precautions to protect themselves 
against false weights, by demanding actual weight at place of 
destination, the Commission is powerless to render them any 
assistance. The Commission can compel the roads to weigh 
to shippers any time before the goods are delivered, but, after 
the goods are delivered, if it is an interstate shipment, your 
remedy would be by suit in court to recover for the excess 
charges. The Commission could afford you no relief what- 
ever. But, if it is a domestic shipment, you could put in your 
complaint with the Commission for overcharge on excess 
weight, and the Commission would make an order, after hear- 
ing the evidence and finding your complaint meritorious, that 
the road refund the excess charges. 

You say you appealed to the Commission about two years 
ago, and that your appeal was in vain, and that you do not 
want a repetition of that again. 

Now, my dear sir, I want to say that this Commission can- 
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not protect iqen against tkeir awn impro¥i4^t ^pts, and yoH 
ham appealed to Hp^^ Con^ission in an iiistaQce wherein you 
failed to p|X)teGt yourself in the first instimce ^jpini^ la^ 
weights, if it is a fact that the rQa4 charged you for ii^or^ 
t^a^ actual weight. 

Dq i^Qt get angry with the Commission because the law 
has njQt invested it with power to do for you what i^en of 
lawful age ought to ^o for themselves. Well, a man w^Q ^^ 
twice represented his county in the Legislati^re ougjit to 
possess general information sufl&cient to know that this Com- 
mission has no jurisdiction over interstate rates. It can pro- 
tect a shipper against false weights if the shipper will apply 
for aivi demand actual weights at the time of delivery. 

Nothing affords me more pleasure than to explain to a 
shipper his rights and duties as such when he approaches mje 
in a spirit soliciting information. But you dp iot write lil^e 
a ma4 that has any grievance against a railroad company, but 
rather f roin the offensive ma^ner in which you conclude your 
letter, I infer you more particularly intended to give an insult 
to the ComI^issioners. 

In the fall of 1900* you wrote the Commission, making 
wholesale charges against its work. I tried to explain to you 
by letter the character of our rates and show wherein you 
were mistake4. When you came here in the capacity of a law 
maker, I tried time and again to get you to come to the office 
that I might make explanation of the Commission's labors to 
yfu. Although here for nearly four months, you never had 
time to come about the office, yet you have persistently gone 
on misrepresenting the Commission both publicly and pri- 
vately. ''There are none so blind as those who will not see."

In reply, will say that the local rate on Barrels, empty, 
from Little Rock to Atkins, being a distance of 63 miles, is 10 
cents per 100 pounds, in carload lots, minimum weight of car 
20,000 pounds. You will observe this rate by reference to 
Commodity 4 of our Distance Tariff. 

We have no commodity rating on Barrels less than car- 
load lots. Consequently, Barrels shipped in less than carload 
lots would take a first class rating, which would be 38 cents 
per 100 pounds from and to the points aforesaid. 

The minimum weight of an empty Barrel is 30 pounds. 
So, it would cost slightly less than 12 cents per Barrel from 
Little Rock to Atkins less carload lots. But, if you have as 
many Apples to ship as you think you have, the better policy 
would be for you to have the Barrels shipped in carload lots.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 22d inst. received. 

You say you are having considerable trouble with the 
Kansas City Southern Railway from Hudson to Ashdown, at 
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which latter point the K. C. S. connects with the Arkansas & 
Choctaw Railway. 

You further state that the local rate from Hudson to Ash- 
down is 3 cents, and that the K. C. S. Ry. is charging you 16 
cents. 

Now, we infer from your letter that the shipment whereof 
you complain is from a point without the State, which is de~ 
livered by the K. C. S. Ry. to the A. & C. Ry., for the purpose 
of completing the transportation. If this is a fact, the rate is 
interstate, and this Commission would have no jurisdiction 
over it, unless the shipment is billed to Hudson in the first in- 
stance. Then, that would be the end of the transit, and the 
A. & C. Ry. would haul it to Ashdown, charging, of course, 
their local rate only, but, if it is a through billing from a 
point without the State to Ashdown, then, we repeat, the rate 
would be interstate, and this Commission would be without 
jurisdiction to give you any relief. 

You will please write to this office with reference to the 

foregoing particulars fully, that we may be able to determine 

whether or not the rate is interstate. There is nothing in your 

letter to so advise lis, except what we gather from inference.

If this was 
the case, there is an overcharge, and you should have been 
charged straight line mileage from Jonesboro to Brinkley; 
otherwise, no overcharge could be claimed from the Cotton 
Belt.

Dear Sir— We enclose you copies of letters from the A^' 
sistant Cashier of the Peoples' Exchange Bank, RussellVille^^ 
Ark., T. J. Russell & Bro., merchants, Russellville,. Ark., ana 
Darr & Son, merchants, Atkins, Ark., which show a very de- 
plorable state of affairs with reference to receiving and mov- 
ing Cotton from those points. 

These are mere sample copies of many other letters which 
we have in our possession from that section of the country. ', 

We enclose you, also, order of the Commission of Junie 12^* 
1901, which, whether it be or not the law, is, at least, the 
Commission's idea of what the law is with respect to the 
duties of railroads receiving and moving within a reasonable 
time thereafter shipments tendered them in good condition 
for transportation ; and we think there is no doubt that it ex-^ 
presses the law. In fact, the Supreme Court has passed upon 
that point in this State, and has held that a railroad corpora-^ 
tion is bound to receive all shipments tendered it in good con-> 
dition for transportation, and move the same within a reason-j 
able time thereafter. It is true the opinion was an oral on€,t 
and it is not generally known to the public that any such opin-: 
ion has been rendered, but the writer personally knows it to be 
a fact that the court has so decided. } 

We have private advices that the banks at Russellville 
and Atkins are in a great strain in consequence of all their, 
money being tied up in Cotton, and the road refuses to re- 
ceive and give its bills of lading for Cotton until it has suflBi- 
-cient platform and storage room to receive the same. Hence 
cotton buyers will advance no money on cotton because it ia 
a rule not to pay for cotton until they get bills of lading for 
the same. Cotton is rising and cotton producers are anxious- 
to sell; the only resource that a merchant has for money is. 
the bank, and the money of the banks is already tied up iru 
Cotton as a result of the roads refusing to receive and give 
their bills of lading for the same when offered them for ship-. . 
ment. '^ 

Now, the Commission would like to get along with the 
railroads with as little friction as possible, but we cannot ig- 
nore the demands of the people for transportation facilities, 
and have no disposition to do so, but would much prefer that, 
the roads furnish these facilities without shippers having tOi 
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resort to the Commission for penalties to compel the observ- 
ance by the roads of their duties. All the Commission asks is 
this : That you receive all cotton that is tendered you where 
the shipper has complied with the enclosed order of the Com- 
mission of June 12, 1901, and that you issue bills of lading for 
the same. They qan take these bills of lading, and upon trans- 
fer of them to cotton buyers, get the money for their cotton. 
If you haven ^t platform or storage room, you must receive the 
cotton and take care of it in some way. The railroads have a 
monopoly of the transportation business of the country, and 
inasmuch as they get the benefits, they must also assume the 
burdens incident to the business.

Gentlemen— You state that the Louisiana & Northwest- 
em Bailroad cannot or will not furnish cars for the movement 
of Cotton Seed from Magnolia, and that the Cotton Belt re- 
fuses to furnish cars for said L. & N. W. road to load at that 
jpoint, and ask if the Commission has any suggestions to offer 
booking to a solution of the question. 

We will state that it is the duty of the L. & N. W. to 
furnish cars to move all shipments from one to another point 
on its fine. If the shipment originates on its line to a point 
on a foreign road, when demand is made on the L. & N. W. it 
is the duty of the L. & N. W. to notify the foreign line that 
80 many cars were needed to move said shipment, and to 
furnish cars to the same. This is a rule that is observed so 
far as we know by all railroads, and it is the duty of the 
Cotton Belt to furnish cars to move Cotton Seed from Mag- 
nolia to Little Rock upon the L. & N. W. making demand for 
the same. Of course, a shipper makes his demand of the local 
Boad or the road upon whose line the shipment originates, 
and that road makes demand upon the foreign road for the 
cars. 

If you or any other shipper will notify the L. & N. W. in 
writing, demanding within three days thereafter the placing 
of the required number of cars at Magnolia for transporting 
S^d to Little Rock, then that road would be in default and 
subject to be proceeded against by the Commission if it did 
not furnish said cars within the time required, and likewise

th€ Cotton Belt would be in violation of the rules of tkis Com- 
mission if it did not furnish the cars to the L. & N. W. upon its 
demand. If you will prepare a complaint and bring it to the 
notice of the Commission, we will settle the question. 

Referring to yours of the 1st inst., you ask if the Commis- 
sion has authority to make rates for short line roads. The 
Commission has such authority, but we entered upon the duty 
of making rates for short line roads and were enjoined by the 
Federal Court. These cases are now pending in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, which we hope to be favor- 
ably decided soon. 

You quote rates on the Iron Mountain to Smithton cor- 
rectly, also from Smithton to Delight. If you will file your 
application, asking the Commission to take up the commodity 
of cotton seed, hulls and meal on the Arkansas Southwestern, 
we will gladly do so.

Shippers cannot suffer in consequence of a quarrel be- 
tween railroads, and, if the Cotton Belt refuses to furnish you 
cars after you have made demand upon it to transport ship- 
ments originating on your line to points on its line, we will 
expect you to report it by making proper complaint to the 
Commission.

Dear Sir— We are in receipt of a letter from L. R. Put- 
maa, Secretary of the Northwest Arkansas Lumber Company,, 
of Springdale, Ark., dated October 3, in which he states that 
your road refuses to furnish him cars to transport Lumber 
from Bellville to Mansfield. He states that you place your 
objections on the ground that it is the decision of the shipper 
to ship from Bellville to Mansfield to avail himself of the loj5aI 
rates of the Commission between these points, and then reload 
at Mansfield on Frisco cars and carry the Lumber forward 
to Springdale, Ark. 

Now, it is immaterial what disposition a shipper wants 
to make of his product. If he offers you a car of Lumber for 
'transportation from one to another poitn on your line, you 
have no right whatever, as a common carrier, to refuse to 
accept it merely because you imagine he wants to make a cer- 
tain disposition at the end of the transit. You might as well 
ask him if he is going to work it up into the building of 
houses, or the flooring of bridges, or entering into the con- 
struction of anything else, as to ask hiin, whether he wants to 
transport it beyond the place that he asks billing for. 

The Commission requpts you to furnish the cars to Mr. 
Putman that he may make his shipments from Bellville to 
Mansfield, and if not, to report your reasons for denying to 
him shipping facilities between those points.

In the opinion of the Commission, a railroad cannot dis- 
criminate either against shippers or commodities, and it is ita 
imperative duty to furnish cars and equipment (and that, too^. 
appropriate equipment) in the shipment of the products of 
the country along its line of road when offered it for trans- 
portation in good condition for shipment. 

We 'hope you will honor the orders of Mr. Brown without 
the necessity of the Commission taking further steps in the 
premises.

Dear Sir— Yours of the 9th inst. received and contents 
noted. 

The Commission has no jurisdiction to afford you relief 
in this case, for the main reason that both rates (i. e., the rate 
from Louisville to Memphis, and from Memphis to Morrilton) 
are interstate, as neither shipment originated in this State^ 
and it is only shipments originating in Arkansas that, the 
Commission has jurisdiction over. » 

However, I think I can explain the great disparity of 
rates in the present instance from Louisville to Memphis and 
from Memphis to Morrilton, in that your package contained 
goods taking different classifications. The rate from Louis- 
ville to Morrilton and the differential added to the Saint Loui» 
rate, would be 6 cents above the Saint Louis rate in Third 
Class shipments. We suppose that the two boxes of Dry 
Goods were given the Third Class rate. But where you make 
the shipment altogether and give one weight, the roads can 
charge you First Class for the highest class. Now, if you 
would have had these goods billed and weighted separately, . 
then each package would have taken a rate according to its 
class, but inasmuch as they were all billed and weighed to- 
gether, then the roads, under a rule of rate making can exer-. 
cise^ the right of charging the highest class for all included in 
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the aggregate weight. I suppose they must have been prop- 
erly billed from Louisville to Memphis, but that they were all 
weighed and classed together to the highest class rate that any 
of the goods bore at Memphis. This will probably explain the 
disparity in the charges. 

You will observe from your way bills that for First Class 
goods you are properly charged. But for the Piece Goods, 
you are overcharged, which results from weighing altogether. 

We will take the matter up with the roads, and request 
them to refund the overcharge.

Dear Sir— We enclose you copy of petition of Mr. Gib- 
bons, Superintendent of the Pittsburg Reduction Company, 
at Bauxite. 

The petition explains itself. 

His position is that you had no right to offer the ^ods 
to the Choctaw at Benton, but should have transferred to the 
Choctaw at Little Rock. Excepting one shipment, he did not 
route the goods. Then, it became the duty of the carrier to 
route them, but the carrier's duty was to route them by the 
most direct route, and the direct route would have been by 
way of Little Rock. 

Now, thfe Choctaw refuses, as Mr. Gibbons advises us, to 
accept the freight at Benton, because you should have ten- 
dered it at Little Rock, and it being a much shorter distance 
from Benton to Bauxite than from Little Rock to Bauxite, 
which materially reduces the freight charges of the Choctaw 
should they pay you the advance charges and accept the goods 
at Benton. Besides, Mr. Gibbons says, you have the goods 
charged with the freight rate to Benton, which is more than 
the freight would have been to Bauxite had you transferred 
to the Choctaw at Little Rock. 

Under rule 24 of the Commission's Rules Governing the 
Transportation of Property, you should have routed the goods 
to the Choctaw by way of Little Rock. 

The petition was filed yesterday, and I am not authorized 
to say what the opinion of the Commission will be, conceding 
the statement of Mr. Gibbons to be correct, but it does appear 
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from first blush that it was your duty to have routed the 
goods by way of Little Rock and demanded your advance 
charges there of the Choctaw. 

We hope you will take this matter up at once with Mr. 
Gibbons, as the freight (he informs us) has been lying at 
Benton for several months— at least a portion of it, and advise 
us at your earliest convenience as to your decision in the 
premises.

Gentlemen— Your favor of the 10th inst. received. 

In answer, we beg to advise that the rate on Shingles in 
carloads from Nettleton to Brinkley should take the sum of 
the locals via Jonesboro, i. e., from Nettleton to Jonesboro, 4 
miles, 3 cents, via K. C, Ft. S. & M., and from Jonesboro via 
Cotton Belt to Brinkley, 75 miles, 4i^ cents; through 71^ 
cents. 

It is immaterial whether the shipment was delivered to 
the Iron Mountain at Nettleton and they shipped it from 
there to Helena on the Iron Mountain, and from Helena to 
Brinkley on the Arkansas Midland. This rate would be only 
101/^ cents. The Iron Mountain could have carried it by 
Wynne and Fair Oaks, and there consigned it to the Cotton 
Belt, and the sum of these locals would be 8% cents. But, 
under rule 24, issued by the Railroad Commission of Arkan- 
sas, governing freight transported between points in this 
State, the Iron Mountain would be compelled to use the short 
line rate of 7^/2 cents per 100 pounds, as though the shipment 
had gone directly from Nettleton over the K. C, Ft. S. & M. 
and Cotton Belt. 

For your information, rule 24 reads as follows: **A11 
property shall be transported the most direct route from the 
shipping point to the point of destination, and no circuitous 
rou,te of transportation shall be adopted for the purpose of 
augmenting or increasing tariff charges; therefore, when a 
shipment originates on a line of railroad which must be trans- 
ported over one or more independent lines to its destination, 
the rate of transportation in such cases shall not exceed the 
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lowest rate applicable by the most direct route from the 
shipping point to the point of destination/'

Take this letter and send it to the railroad and de- 
mand your rights under the law, and the Commission will pro- 
teiet you.

Dear Sir— Referring to yours of the 20th inst., regarding 
shipments of Mr. Gibbons, which are now tied up at Benton, 
you state that your agent at Benton has tendered these ship- 
ments to the Choctaw on several occasions, but it has refused 
to receive same unless charges were fully prepaid, and, there- 
fore, your company is not at fault. 

The Commission cannot accept your construction with re- 
spect to your duties in the premises, but we are advised that 
the rate from St. Louis on these shipments to Benton is as 
inuch as it would be from St. Louis to Bauxite had the ship- 
ments been made by most direct route, that is, via Choctaw 
at Little Rock. 

We again call your attention to rule 24 of the Commis- 
sion, governing the transportation of property, and will state 
that there is an apparent violation of that rule. To allow you 
to haul it to Benton and tender it to the Choctaw, would be 
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not only to cut down the rate of the Ghoctaw had the tender 
be^n made at the junction point at Little Bock, but also add 
accumulated freight charges against the shippers at Bauxite. 
We think these shipments should be governed by rule 24, and 
will state, as a way out of the difftculty, that you tender the 
freight to the Choctaw at Benton at the same charges that you 
should have tendered it at Little Rock. Then, the Choctaw 
shbuld accept the freight at Benton and charge its local from 
Little Bock to Bauxite. We deem this way of adjusting the 
matter a solution of the whole uestion, and just to all con- 
cerned. 

These shipments have been tied up for a long time, and it 
devolves on the Commission to take prompt action.

Gentlemen— Your favor of recent date, submitting a 
grievance against the Iron Mountain Railway Company, re- 
ceived. 

In reply, will say that, under the law, as well as under the 
rules established by the Railroad Commission, it is the duty of 
a common carrier to receive, receipt for, and promptly trans- 
port all freights tendered in proper condition for shipment. 
And it seems that the excuse given, that a change of agents 
was in progress, was a very lame one for a failure to execute 
proper lading for Cotton allowed to be placed on platform 
for shipment, and would avail the railroad company little as 
a matter of defense to an action for the value of the Cotton. 
If the Cotton was, with the knowledge and consent of the 
agent, placed on the platform for the purpose of shipment, 
the carrier would become liable, though it happens through no 
laches of the shipper that no bill of lading was issued— at 
least, this is the opinion of the writer. 

The matter, however, is one which the Commission has n* 
jurisdiction to determine, and will have to be settled by the 
<;ourts in a suit for the damage sustained.

Dear Sir— Your favor of the 23d inst. received. 

In reply, we have to submit that tt is only in cases where 
the delay of cars beyond free time is chargeable to the laches 
of the shipper that railroads can charge demurrage against 
the shipper. If it is a fact that the roads delay your orders— 
in other words, do not bring cars in promptly on ordering, 
and as a result bring in a number of cars bunched, and you 
cannot unload them within free time, in consequence of their 
being bunched and not brought in according to order, they 
cannot charge you demurrage, but you shall have, in such 
cases, a reasonable time to unload the cars, notwithstanding 
it may take you a week to do so, free of demurrage, because 
in such cases the neglect of duty is chargeable to the roads 
and not to the shipper. If you have been paying demurrage 
in such cases, which you state you have, to the amount of 
$100.00, file a complaint, with an itemized statement of the 
demurrage that the road has required you to pay in conse- 
quence of bunching the cars on you, and the Commission will 
order said charges refunded. 

In regard to your other grievance, that the Frisco is 
charging you a 9-cent local from Mansfield to Bentonville, 
under the ruling of the Federal Court of this city, that is an 
interstate rate which the Commission cannot directly control; 
but I would suggest that the Choctaw and the Frisco are studi- 
ously trying to avoid the Commission's rate. The Choctaw 
has been forced to carry it at Mansfield at a local of 4 cents ; 
the Frisco has put on an extra 3 cents from Mansfield to your 
place, and the shippers of that community— in fact, all points 
north of Fort Smith, Ark., should pool issues, and £le a bill 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission, or have this Com- 
mission do it for them, to hold the two roads down to the sum 
of their locals, since it is beyond all cavail that the Frisco has 
recently put on a 3-cent rate in order to counteract the order 
of this Commission with respect to the Choctaw rate. In fact, 
the whole thing is a subterfuge gotten up by the two roads to 
avoid the sum of the locals ; and, in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, they are dividing the excess. We are powerless to do 
anything here as long as the order of the Federal Court re- 
piains what it is. A suit brought by shippers before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, in our opinion, would bring the 
roads to time very quickly. The case against the Frisco is un- 
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doubted, since they are exceeding their published rate, aoo^ 
in a suit before the Interstate Commerce Commission, th^ 
e*uld under no circumstances avoid a judgment against them.. 
Besides, in our opinion, you might sue in a State court for the 
extra rate, but that would necessiate each shipper bringing 
suit against the road to recover the excess charges, and wo«li 
n^t stop the practice like a suit brought lagainst the road Imp- 
f ore the Interstate Commerce Commission.

Gentlemen— The Commission has taken the matter i^r 
with the railroad authorities here, and they have taken it u» 
with the authorities at St. Louis. Mr. Bragg, the division, 
freight agent, promises that, by morning, he will -be abk ti 
advise whether or not the railroad company will receive aadL 
bill the Cotton. 

We think it doubtful whether they willdo so, or not. Ift 
the event they do not, we would advise you to put one load ol 
the Cotton on your wagon, plainly brand the same, witk 
orders for immediate shipment, and, if they refuse to receive 
it, tell them you have so many other bales in like conditioit 
which you likewise tender these bales on your wagon as of and 
for a tender of the whole. And, if they decline, prepare your 
complaint, file it with the Commission, and we will test the 
question as to whether or not they are bound to receive a ship^ 
ment when offered to them for transportation, in good condi- 
tion, by a shipper, with ^(immediate) instructions that the 
same be billed and shipped. 

Mark you ; demand your bills of lading, with the under- 
stamding that you offer to tender the balance which ya«t 
propose to continue to haul, if they agree to receive it, untft 
you haul all to the depot, or other place which they nia^ 
designate for it to be delivered. That will bring the matter 
up squarely as to their liability.

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ien rate from your plii^ce was taken up witli the Choctaw Rail- 
iroad Company. 

We find^ upon examination^ that the rate from Brinkley 
to Memphis is $1.15 per bale on Cotton instead of 75 cents, 
as you supposed. The railroad company is now revising their 
Cotton rate, and will now make the rate from Cotton Plant to 
Memphis $1.15, the same as from Brinkley. 

Our information is that there is very little, if any, Cotton 
^Aipped from your place locally into Brinkley, but all, or 
neaiiy all, shipments are through to either Memphis or 
Helena. 

Will the same rate from Cotton Plant as from Brinkley 
, remove your grounds of complaint ? For the present, we hold 
the matter in obeyance until you are heard from.

Now, assuming this to be the fact, that would constitute 
■ot only an unlawful, but an unwarranted, discrimination 
Jtgainst the Little Rock Dairy Co., and against Little Rock, as 
mA\. We would advise you to desist in the future and furnish 
car space for all shippers alike without regard to destination 
MO long as they are bound to points on your line and moving 
in the same direction that you are moving dairy products for 
•Aer shippers. If it is a fact that this is correct, we hope that 
ft will not occur again. We also want tp hear from you in 
regard to the matter.

Little Rock, Ark., December 14, 1902. 
A. L. ROGERS VS. C, O. & G. R. R. CO. No; 43. 
Wallace, Chairman. 

This is a complaint brought by A. L. Rogers against the 
Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Company under seetioni 
11 of the Railroad Commission Act and rule 32 of Ae Com- 
mission, governing the transportation of property by rail in 
this State. 

Section 11 provides that it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad company operating in this State to make any prefer- 
ence in furnishing cars or motive power to shippers ; and fliAt 
they shall furnish without discrimination or delay equal ami 
sufficient facilities for the receiving, loading and unloading, 
storing, carriage and delivery of all property of a like char- 
acter, and shall perform, with equal expedition and at uni- 
form rates, the same kind of services connected with the trans- 
portation of property, for all persons alike, circumstances 
and conditions being substantially similar. 

Rule 32 (Commission's First Annual Report 78) require 
the railroad companies to furnish, at all seasons of. the year, 
sufficient rolling stock, to properly transport and forward all 
kinds of freight offered them for transportaticm, which they 
shall forward without discrimination or unnecessary delay* 

Rogers is a coal operator at Hartford, Ark., a station <m 
said railroad, .with a mining capacity of from four to five car- 
loads of coal per day. The Arkansas & McAlister Coal Comh 
pany and the Kansas & Texas Coal Company are each 6oai 
operators at the same place, with a capacity to mine from te» 
to fifty cars of coal per day. 

It is alleged by Rogers that said railroad company failed 
to furnish him cars to move the output of his mine. 

It is also alleged that said railroad company discrimi^ 
Mated against him and his business, by giving an undue pref- 
erence to the said Kansas & Texas Coal Company and the Ax^ 
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kansas & McAlister Coal ompany, his competitors in business 
at Hartford, in furnishing ears and motive power to move 
and transport the products of their respective mines, bait re- 
fused to furnish like and proportionate facilities for trans- 
porting the products of his (Rogers') mine. 

The railroad company appeared to the complaint : it filed 
ao written answer, but entered a general denial. 

The evidence established that, from August 16, 1901, to 
October 8, 1901, Rogers got no cars whatever, although he 
•f ten Jiotified said company to furnish him cars. 

'That, on October 5, 1901, he served on the company's sta- 
tifon agent at Hartford the following written demand : 
.,^, . '^ Hartford, Ark., October 5, 1901. 

\^Mr. Spillman, Station Agent, .C, Q, & G. R. R. Co., Hart- 

/ ford Ark. 
,, - ''Dear Sir— I hereby request your road to furnish me, 
en the 8th day of October, 1901, six coal cars, which I desire 
^jgmiediately upon the receipt of said cars and the placing of 
£b^ same at an accessible place for loading at Hartford by 
your company, to load with coal. Three of said cars I desire 
^o consign to parties at Little Rock, Ark., to fill contracts with 
parties there who have purchased coal from me. The other 
t^ee cars I desire for Texas and Oklahoma points to fill 
•rders there. 
, ** Expecting the cars to be promptly placed on the 8th^ I 
assure you that no unnecessary delay will result by reason •f 
failure upon my part to load the same. 
.^ '*Yours truly, 

•? <Signed) *'A. L. ROGERS.'' 

♦ That, on October 8th, the road furnished him three eaiss 
to toad and ship to Little Rock; but refused to f umi«k- ki« 
Ihe three cars to load for Texas and Oklahoma points, withd«it 
assigning any reason for it. 

The railroad company has not furnished him any cars 
whatever, and refuses to furnish him any cars to transport 
•oal to interstate points. That he ships his coal mine run. 
There being but little market in Arkansas for mine run coal, 
he has to, and does, depend exclusively on interstate markets 
lo dispose of the productis of his mine. The denying him by 
the railroad ccmipany of any cars whatever to ship to inter- 
state markets has destroyed his business. 

• That said railroad company has furnished, during all this 
time, and stilLis ^furnishing daily his- competitors in business 
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:at Hartford, each; the Kansas & Texas Coal Company and the 
Arkansas & McAlister Coal Company, oars reasonably suffi- 
•eient to transport the products of their respective coaUmines, 
both to State and interstate points, and without regard to 
place of appointed designation. 

The evidence shows that Rogers was doing a small busi- 
ness as compared with his competitors, and that the railroad 
•company did not want to be botherel with it ; hence, it sought 
in divers ways to make its business relations with him unpleas- 
ant, hoping that he would abandon his mining business as an 
unprofitable enterprise. 

For a long time the road refused to furnish him cars t6 
transport coal to domestic points on the plea that its sidings 
at Hartford were full and that it had no space to place ears 
lor loading. 

About the latter part of August, Rogers reported condi- 
tion of things to the Commission. The Commission at oiiee 
took it up with the road by writing it to furnish Rogers cars 
and loading facilities to ship the products of his mine. To 
which letter the traffic manager of the road, by letter of date 
"September 3, 1901, made the following reply : 

** Referring to your recent inquiry to this company con- 
■eeming loading of coal on side tracks at Hartford, we beg 
to advise that we have looked into the matter and find that 
our supply of equipment ha§ been so limited that we have 
not been able to furnish coal mines with the necessary empty 
•cars to keep them working at anything like full time, and Jrou 
will agree with me that capital invested in coal property^ 
ought to have the first consideration when it comes to ears: 
They are prepared to load cars in four to five minutes, whereas 
it takes from forty-eight to sixty hours to load on car* by 
wagon. 

**This company has brought a very large number of coal 
«ars which are arriving daily, and if the supply exceeds the 
demand at coal mines I have no doubt but our transportation 
department will be able to furnish Hartford loaders with 
equipment to load." r ^ 

'" To which the Commission, September 4, 1901, replied as 
follows: 

* 'Referring to yours of the 3d inst., concerning loading of 
coal «n side tracks at Hartford, we beg* to say, we cannot ac- 
cept your construction of the duties of transportation coni-^ 
panics to small shippers. Their rights must be protected the 
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same as if they were large operators. All we ask and have de- 
naanded is that A. L. Rogers and Jesse A. Harp be fumiriied 
their pro rata of coal cars, to be loaded on the side tracks at 
Hartford. Under the law, they are entitled to this. Of course, 
they must load within reasonable time and within the time 
designated by the rules of the Commission for the loading of 
ears. They, no more than other shippers, are entitled to un- 
necessarily detain cars furnished them for the transportation 
of their products, but like other shippers, they are entitled to 
their pro rata of ears to transport their products. 

** We hope you will accept the interpretation of the Com- 
mission and not unnecessarily subject them to the inconveni- 
ence of having to apply to the Commission for an order. ' ' 

To which the trafiSc manager responded, September 11, 
1901, as follows: 

** Acknowledging receipt of your favor of the 4th, desire 
to state that your construction of the law is undoubtedly 
correct, as far as Arkansas shipments are concerned, and this 
company will be governed accordingly, furnishing cars for 
Arkansas business on pro rata basis, consistent with the re- 
quirements of the Arkansas demands. 

** Trusting this is satisfactory, I am," etc. 

To which the Commission responded by letter of Septem- 
ber 16, 1901, as follows: 

**We are in receipt of yours of the 11th inst., stating that 
you accept construction of the law by this Commission with 
reference to furnishing cars for Arkansas business, on pro 
rata basis consistent with the requirements for Arkansas de- 
mands. 

**We cannot accept your construction of the law with ref- 
erence to the duty of railroads to shippers in respect to fur- 
nishing them cars limiting the duties of railroads to local ship- 
ments. In the opinion of the v^ommission, it is your duty to 
furnish rolling stock and transportation facilities on a pro 
rata basis without regard to point of destination of shipment. 
Furnishing shipping facilities is a duty of railroads to aU 
shippers, referrable to the police power of the State, and ia 
not strictly a transportation question. And the Commission 
will insist that it has authority to compel railroads to furnish 
shipping facilities to shippers in this State without discrimi- 
nation or delay, and without regard to place of destination of 
shipment.'* 

This letter was never answered by the road, but the au- 
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thorities of the road were afterwards seen by members of the 
Commission, without results. 

The traffic manager of the road, at the hearing, said they 
hiid furnished Rogers his pro i*ata of cars for shipments to Ar- 
kansas points, but had furnished him none for interstate ship- 
ments, due. 

First— To a shortage of cars to handle their business. 

Second— That the road had furnished Rogers' competi- 
tors in business at Hartford cars to load and ship without re- 
gard to place of destination, because they were large shippers, 
had invested large capital in the coaling business, and that the 
road was under contract with them to supply them shipping 
facilities, and they could not furnish small shippers cars with- 
out disf urnishing large shippers, to whom the road was under 
special obligation, and that Rogers' facilities for loading cars 
were not so good as large shippers had. 

Third— That he did not think the road was under any 
legal obligation to furnish shippers shipping facilities to in- 
terstate points,- as that was interstate commerce, over which 
the Commission had no authority. 

THE LAW APPLICABLE TO THE FACTS. 

Rogers testified that he could load cars in ten or twelve 
hours when placed reasonably convenient and accessible for 
loading, and could load from four to five cars per day. 

That is not an unrea^nable detention of cars. 

The law is that it is the duty of a railroad company to 
furnish cars and motive power to transport all property of- 
fered it for shipment, and to forward the same without dis- 
crimination or delay. Sec. 11, supra. 

If, for any cause not attributable to its fault, a carrier 
cannot fumidi rolling stock and motive power to forthwith 
forward all shipments offered it, then it must pro rate its cars 
among its customers in the proportion that the amount of 
property offered by shippers is to the capacity of the carrier 
to forward, apportioning to each shipper his quota. 

Under the evidence, Rogers' ability to ship coal was one 
half as much as the Arkansas & McAlister Coal Company, 
land one tenth as much as the Kansas & Te^as Coal Company. 
In that proportion he should have been furnished cars to 
transport the output of his mine, without regard to the re- 
spective amounts of capital invested in plants or coal lands, 
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aiid' without regard to any special contract of the road to 
protect one shipper more than another. 

A railroad corporation holds special privileges from the 
State to be exer<5ised in the interest of the public, and assumes 
the obligation of furnishing transportation facilities and ©f 
receiving and transporting between its termini all persons 
and merchandise offered it for transportation, upon like con- 
ditions and at reasosable rates. 61 Ind. 540, 142 U. S. 386 (35 
L. Ed. 1051). 

A contract of a railroad company, obligating itself to pro- 
tect large investments to the exclusion of small shippers, was 
never tolerable at common law. 

Just such arbitrary action as that falls within one of the 
most pernicious evils intended to be remedied by the enaet- 
ment of the Railroad Commission Act. Such a contract is un- 
lawful under section 11 of the Act, as discriminating against 
other shippers. Unless the contention is correct, of the rail- 
road company, that it is under no legal obligation, so far as 
Stiate authority is concerned, to furnish shipping facilities 
to shippers of this State to ship to points beyond the State, on 
the ground that the furnishing of such facilities for such pur- 
poses is interstate commerce, over which it is asserted this 
Commission has no jurisdiction. To that proposition, the 
Commission responds that the preparation initiatory to the 
movement of freight is not commerce at all. Coal is carload 
freight. It must be loaded by the shipper. It is not entered 
with the road for shipment until loaded on the car and 
billed ; then, with the first revolution of the wheel, commerce 
begins, and not until. This very question came before the 
Supreme Court of the United States in Coe vs. Errol, 116 
U. S. 517 (.29 L. Ed. 715), and the court held that goods in- 
tended for transportation to another State did not pass be- 
yond the general jurisdiction of the State in which they were 
and into the exclusive jurisdiction of Congress, as articles of 
interstate commerce, until they were shipped, or entered with 
a common carrier for transportation to another State, or were 
started upon such transportation in a continuous route or 
journey. 

The Commission might rest its oprnion here, but, as man^ 
^f the roads in this State have raised the question with iht 
Commission, but none have had the nerve to stand upon it ex- 
cept the C, 0. & 6. road, we deem it important to further 
elaborate upon the powers of the Commission. 
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It is a well recognized principle of our duplex system of 
government, that the police power— that department of legis-^ 
lative authority which authorizes the enactment of laws, says. 
Mr. Cooley (Const. Lim. 572), **not only to preserve public 
order and prevent offenses against the State, but also te- 
establish for the intercourse of citizen with citizen, those rules 
of good manners and good neighborhood, which are calculated 
to prevent a conflict of rights, and to insure to each the unin- 
terrupted enjoyment of his own, so far as is reasonably con- 
sistent with like enjoyment of others"— is vested in the States. 

There is an irreconcilable conflict between the railroad 
idea that it owes no duty to interstate shippers and Mr. 
Cooley 's idea of the duty of a State to its citizens. 

The evidences in this oflSce show that but 15 per cent, of 
shipments over railroads are domestic; 85 per cent, of ship- 
ments are interstate. If the railroads are under no obligatioa, 
arising from their relation to the State, to furnish shipping' 
facilities for interstate shippers, then the entire commercial 
and industrial interest of the State is placed at their disposal. 
The railroads are owned by a few men. They are rapidly at- 
quiring all the valuable coal fields in this country, in the sense 
ttiat the men who own the railroads own the mines. Under 
their construction of duty, to interstate shippers, they mapr. 
ship for whom they please or not ship for any. That would 
give them complete control of the coal market at interstate 
points. That mastered, they could reach out and absorb ether 
industries. Since none but themselves could get in or. out, 
they might invade the mercantile field, establish great depart- 
ment stores at every center, ramified with branches in everjr 
village. Of course, in order to prevent an uprising and over- 
throw of all, they would have to stand in with the big shipper,, 
of little less importance than themselves, with whom they 
could readily combine and fix prices. But the men of small, 
means the little shipper, who keeps prices whipped down t* 
a level by his constant and persistent effort to sell at a small 
profit to raise means to pay debts and replenish his stock, 
would be a thing of the past. Suck a constmction of the law 
would bring about a conflict of rights. No man would be 
secure in the enjoyment of his own, since the very sustesaaee 
of the people would depend upon the arbitrary will of the 
railroads. 

Under the articles of confederation between the States^ 
the regulation of commerce was left to separate State actiti^. 
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The States laid such restrictions on the commerce with one 
another so hampering commerce that at times it threatened 
open rupture between the States. To correct the evil, tke 
Constitution of 1787 established a uniform rule of commercial 
regulation, by vesting the jurisdiction of foreign and inter- 
state commerce in Congress, thereby depriving the States of 
the power to impose restrictive measures on commerce among 
tliemselves. But there is a wide difference between laws 
passed in restriction of trade and laws passed to facilitate 
trade. The difference is the difference between discord and 
harmony. A State cannot pass the former. It may pass the 
latter. 

In the case of Bagg vs. Willington, Columbia & Augusta 
R. R. Co., 14 L. R. A. 596, construing a State statute of North 
Carolina, requiring the shipment of freight by railroads with- 
in five days after receiving it under a penalty for default, 
the court said the statute **is not an unconstitutional regula- 
tion of interstate commerce as to freight for shipment out of 
the State, as it tends not to trammel or obstruct, but to ex- 
pedite such commerce." 

In M., K. & T. R. R. Co., vs. Haber, 169 U. S. 613, the 
court, having under consideration a statute of Kansas directly 
Affecting interstate commerce, restjng upon the police power 
of the State, the court sustained the statute in the following 
language: *'This case proceeds upon the ground that the 
regulation of the enjoyment of the relative rights and the 
performance of the duties of all persons within the jurisdic- 
tion of a State belonging primarily to such State, under its 
reserved power to provide for the safety of all persons and 
property within its limits; and that even if the subject of 
such regulation be one that may be taken under the exclusive 
control of Congress and be reached by national legislation, 
any action taken by the State upon that subject that does not 
directly interfere with the rights secured by the Constitmtioa 
of the United States or by some valid Act of Congress, must 
be respected until Congress intervenes." 

Sections 10 and 11 of the Railroad Commission Act are in 
harmony with the Constitution of this State and not in con- 
flict with the Constitution of the United States or any law of 
Congress. 

Chief Jusice IMarshall, in Martin vs. Hunter, 14 U. S. 32S, 
(4 L. Ed. 102) said, *^The police power its the authority to 
establish such rules and regulations for the conduct of per^ 
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sons as may be conducive to the public interest, and under our 
system of government is vested in the legislatures of the 
States: the only limit to its exercise being that the statute 
shall not conflict with tlie State Constitution or with the 
Federal Constitution or laws made under its delegated pow- 
ers.'* 

We understand that the powers of Congress over foreign 
and interstate commerce, national in its character, not affect- 
ing the internal concerns of a State, are exclusive and it is not 
competent for a State to exert any jurisdiction over the same, 
notwithstanding Congress has passed no law regulating the 
same. In such cases, the inaction of Congress shall be taken 
as a declaration that such commerce is to be free from re- 
straint. 

But laws passed by a State in pursuance of its general au- 
thority over its internal concerns may incidentally affect for- 
eign and interstate commerce without conflicting with the 
Constitution of the United States, provided they do not dis- 
criminate against such commerce and are not inconsistent 
with the Acts of Congress, and will be enforced either as sup- 
plementary to partial Federal legislation, relating to the same 
subject, or in lieu of such legislation where Congress has not 
acted at all. State vs« Newton, 2 I. C. Rep. 63, and authorities 
cited. 

If a State cannot compel a railroad corporation to receive 
for shipment to interstate points the products of our citizens, 
then it is impotent indeed. It would be powerless to pass 
laws to stimulate trade, to increase the industries of Jhe State, 
develop its resources and add to its wealth and prosperity. 

In the due exercise of its police power, a State may exert 
a vast deal of power over interstate commerce. Wherever the 
interest of its inhabitants are affected, it may pass laws to pro- 
tect their interest in so far as they aid and facilitate com- 
merce, and do not obstruct it. 

A State may by statute require railroad companies to 
More, weigh and deliver inbound freight, to receive outgoing 
freight and transport the same between its termini, and to the 
juhetion- points with other roads, although beyond the limits 
of the State. It may require inbound carload freight to be 
iswitctied and placed accessible to the consignee to unload, and 
may regulate charges for switching and weighing. 

That provision of section 1, article 17, of the Constitutioa 
bf this State, which requires railroads at junction points 
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within this State to receive and transport each other's pas- 
sengers, tonnage and ears, loaded or empty, without delay or 
discrimination, is as applicable to interstate passengers and 
freight as it is to local. It may prevent the blockading of our 
railway highways by requiring railroads to move on freight 
passing through our State from one to another State. It may 
require them to print and post at their depots interstate rate 
sheets from points within this State to points on their lines 
without the State. 

C. & N. W. R. R. Co. vs. Fuller, 84 U. S., 560 (21 L. 
Ed. 710). 

See also 158 U. S. 99, (39 L. Ed. 910), and authorities 
there cited, holding that, although a State statute amounts to 
a regulation of interstate commerce, yet if local in its char- 
acter it is valid in the absence of Congressional legislation is 
rcipect thereto. 

Divers times has the Supreme Court of this State recog- 
nized the validity of Arkansas statutes incidentally regulat- 
ing interstate commerce of a character local to the State. 
Sections 6254-5-6, S. & H. Dig. (effective until repealed by 
the Act providing for regulation of railroads by a Commis- 
sion) which prohibit and impose a penalty against any rail- 
road for collecting more than the amount specified in the bill 
of lading for transporting goods, etc., was held applicable 
to interstate shipments in Ry. vs. Nannaford, 49 Ark. 291, 
and the following subsequent cases : Ry. vs. Johnson, 53 Ark. 
282, Fordyce vs. Johnson, 56 Ark. 430, Lowenberg vs. Ry., 
439 ib., Ry. vs. Daniels, 49 Ark. 352, and perhaps some later 
•ases. 

Some of these cases arose before the passage by Congresa 
of the Act of 1887 to regulate commerce, and some of them 
arose since then. In the Hannaford case, the first time the 
statute came up before our court for constructioUj^ the point 
was raised that the statute was a regulation of interstate 
commerce, and void ; but Judge Cockrill, delivering the opin- 
ion of the court, held that it was a police regulation, and m 
such was valid. 

If competent for a State to impose a penalty under the 
for^geing statute, why not competent to require that riiippintg 
facilities be furnished interstate shippers! It is true that, in 
Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Ry. Co. vs. Hefley, 158 U. S. 99 
(39 L. Ed. 910), the Supreme Court of the United States hel4 
a like statute of Texas inapplicable to interstate shipmenis^ 
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since the passage by congress of the Interstate Commerce Act 
of 1887. That Act made the published rate sheets control the 
compensation of the carrier, while the statute made the bill 
of lading control the amount collectable. Both Acts, being on- 
the same subject and being in conflict with each other, th^ 
court held that the State law must yield, but recognized. the 
right of the State to control interstate shipments in that re- 
spect in the absence of conflicting congressional legislation, iik 
the following language: 

**It may be conceded that were there no congressionaJ 
legislation in respect to the matter, the State Act could be- 
held applicable to interstate shipments as a police regula- 
tion." 

Now, to return to the proposition that furnishing shi]^ 
ping facilities to transport freight for shippers, is not cobi- 
merce at all. The power of a State Legislature over all rail- 
road companies whose lines penetrate the State, to require- 
them to furnish shipping facilities for shippers without rer 
gard to point of destination, is exclusive, and Congress has n^ 
power over the subject matter, either concurrent or otherwise,. 
as held in Coe vs. Errol, supra. 

The railroad company further interposed as a defense^ 
by its attorney representative, that the C, 0. & G. R. R. Co^ 
was not subject to State laws, for it was an interstate line and 
derived its authority from Act of Congress and was not char- 
tered by the State. The Act of Congress authorized said roa«l 
extend its line into this State subject to the laws of the State. 
It would not have been competent for Congress to have au- 
thorized the extension of its line into this State and to have 
carried on a transportation business in disregarcJ of the Ian* 
of the State. 

Section 6328, S. & H. Dig., provides that all railroad com- 
panies existing under the laws of any adjoining States or of 
ite United States may extend, construct, maintain, or operate 
its railroad into and through this State under the powers and 
privileges conferred by the general laws of this State upo& 
railroad corporations organized thereunder not in contra- 
vention or inconsistent with «ectioa 11, article 12, of the Co»- 
i^itution of this State, and shall be subject to aU duties, li»» 
bilities and provisions of the Constitution arid laws of tkib 
State concerning railroad corporations, as' fiilly as if ineol^ 
porated'in this State. In what is comm<mly imown as the Ne- 
braska freight rate case, 169 U. S.'466, it was held that inter- 
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Mate lines building through a State under authority of Con- 
gress were subject to the same regulation as if domestic cor- 
|>orations. 

Rogers also alleged in his petition that the railroad com- 
pany discriminated against him, by giving undu^ pref erencies 
to his competitors in business in loading facilities. The evi- 
dence tended strongly to sustain the charge, but, it appearing 
that negotiations had been pending between him and the rail- 
road authorities to permit him to put iu a switch upon which 
to place cars to load, and the negotiations not being broken off 
at the time of the filing of his complaint, the Commission wiU 
iomhe no findings in respect to the same, other than to make it 
the subject of an order that the road desist discriminating 
;4gainst him in that particular. 

ORDER. 

The Commifisiom doth find, and therefore adjudges, that 
the C, 0. & G. R. R. Co., at Hartford, Sebastian County, Ar- 
kansas, a station on the line of said railroad company, •n t^e 
8th day ef October, 1901, and at divers times before that 
idate, and since the 16th day of August, 1901, did unlawfully 
lail to iumish the said Rogers cars and motive power to move 
^e products of his mine, and did unlawfully discriminate 
against him, the said Rogers, and his business, by then aKd 
Wbere giving an undue preference to his competitors in busi- 
ness at said town of Hartford, to- wit, the Kansas & Texas 
•CoaLCompany and the Arkansas & McAlister Coal Company, 
in furnishing cars and motive power to move and transport 
=tfhe products of their respective mines in disregard of a like 
•duty to said Rogers. 

It is further adjudged that said railroad company hath 
incurred the penalties denounced by section 18 of the Act of 
the Legislature of this State creating a railroad commission 
Jfor this State and defining its powers and duties, approved 
Harch 11, 1899, as unlawful discrimination. 

It is further ordered that the Secretary of this Commis- 
aion make out a true and perfect transcript of 'the record of 
-this order, and that the same becertified to xuider the seal •f 
43ds office, and forwarded to Hon. Ben. Craven, Prosecuting 
Attorney for the Twelfth Judicial District of Arkansas. 

It is further ordered that the said Prosecuting Attorney, 
^tfiin .fifteen days after the receipt of said transcript, imsti- 
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tute suit in the name of the State of Arkansas, in the Sebas- 
tian Circuit Court, in and for the Greenwood District, against 
-said railroad company, to recover the penalties in such cases 
made and provided for by law. 

It is further ordered by the Commission that the Choc- 
taw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Company desist from dis- 
criminating against the said A. L. Rogers, either in respect to 
furnishing cars and motive power to transport the products of 
liis mine between its termini and to the junction point of con- 
necting carriers on its line, whether within or out of the State 
of Arkansas, and on terms similar and upon like conditions 
that it furnishes cars and motive power to transport the pro- 
ducts of the mines of each the aforesaid Kansas & Texas Coal 
<;Jompany and Arkansas & McAlister Coal Company. 

Commissioner Hanley concurred in the above opinion.

"WOOD-KRAFT FUEL COMPANY VS. SAINT LOUIS, 
IRON MOUNTAIN & SOUTHERN RAILWAY COM- 
PANY. No. 48. 

IVallace, Chairman. 

The Wood-Kraft Fuel Company and the Merchants 
Transfer Company are competitors in business, each being 
local dealers at the city of Little Rock, and supply the retail 
demand for coal at'said city. To supply the Little Rock mar- 
ket, these dealers depend largely upon obtaining their coal 
from mines on the Fort Smith and Greenwood branches of 
the Iron Mountain railroad, which coal must necessarily be 
Tiauled from the mines to Little Rock on the Iron Mountain 
railroad. 

The Wood-Kraft Fuel Co., on the 19th day of February, 
1902, filed its complaint against the Ir'on Mountain railroad, 
alleging that said railway company had discriminated against 
it by giving an undue preference to its competitor in business, 
Merchants Transfer Co., by furnishing said Merchants Trans- 
fer Co. prompt transportation for coal ordered by it, and 
-denying prompt transportation to the Wood-Kraft Fuel C#. 
for coal ordered by it, thereby reducing the last named com- 
pany to the necessity of having to buy coal from its 
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petitor, Merchants Tranfer Co., in order to supply its cus- 
tomers. 

The complaint in the particulars aforesaid alleges that the 
railway company violated and incurred the penalties de- 
nounced by law as for a discrimination between shippers, and 
invokes the Commission to make an order that said rail- 
way company be prosecuted in the courts to recover from it, 
on behalf of the State, the penalties incurred for the alleged 
discrimination. 

The plaintiff, to maintain the issue upon its part, proved 
that it ordered and had billed to it three cars of coal in the 
month of October, and one car in December, 1901, none of 
which Cars were delivered to it, but that the same were con- 
verted and appropriated by the railway company. 

The Commission has no jurisdiction over freight lost oi 
damaged in transit. It is a fact that when a railroad com- 
pany, in the due course of its operations, runs short on coal, 
they having none of its own accessible, it will take and appro- 
priate any shipper's coal and account to the owner for the 
damages ; otherwise, for the want of fuel, their engines would 
die en route. But, it is insisted that in this particular in- 
stance the railway company took the plaintiff's coal for the 
purpose of running down its coal supply and thereby transfer 
its custom to its competitor. That theory is not sustained by 
the evidence. The plaintiff's coal supply did not run short 
until February, 1902, which was two or three months after 
the road had appropriated the coal. Other evidence shows 
that at the time the road appropriated the coal, it did not 
know whose coal it was taking. For the coal thus appropri- 
ated, the plaintiff's only redress is by suit at law for damages. 

It was admitted by the plaintiff that its coal supply never 
ran below its capacity to supply its customers until February, 
1902. The evidence shows that, during the months of Janu- 
arv and February, 1902, the plaintiff ordered and there was 
billed to it from Jenny Lind (the only Iron Mountain point 
at which plaintiff bought coal) sixty-nine cars of coal. It 
bases its complaint against the railway company on the 
ground that it failed to promptly transport and deliver six 
of these cars within a reasonable time, to-wit, the cars billed 
to it January 12, 23, 25, 27, 30 and 31. The evidence does 
not show the date of arrival of these six cars, but it does show 
the date they were placed at Little Rock for unloading, which

was respectively 36, 29, 23, 29, 23 and 18 days after they were 
biUed. 

The evidence tended to prove that ordinarily coal is en 
route from Jenny Lind to Little Bock from 4 to 8 days, and 
from Denning, Coal Hill, Spadra and Russellville it arrives 
at Little Rock within half that time or less. Allowing the 
maximum time for arrival from Jenny Lind to Little Rock, 
these six cars of coal were delayed 28, 21, 15, 21, 15 and 10 
days, or on an average of 18 2-3 days. This assumes that the 
cars were placed for unloading the date of their arrival, 
which is rarely the case. 

It is contended by the plaintiff that this delay is un- 
reasonable. Ttat is unquestionably the fact unless explained 
away by other evidence, and the average of 18 2-3 days delay 
is the quantum of the delay, for that is what remains after al- 
lowing eight days as a reasonable time for the transportation. 

It is also contended by the plaintiff that this delay wa« 
the result of a deliberate purpose on the part of the railway 
company to discriminate against it by giving an undue pref- 
erence to its competitor in business, Merchants Transfer Co., 
and to thereby injure its business and build up its competi- 
tor's business by depriving the plaintiff of the ability to sup- 
ply its customers with coal, by reason whereof the plaintiff 
was absolutely reduced to the necessity of buying six cars of 
coal in February from its said competitor to supply its (plain- 
tiff's) customers. 

The Merchants Transfer Co. was also a shipper of coal 
from the Jenny Lind mines. In January and February, 1902, 
i^the period covered by the plaintiff's contention), the Mer- 
chants Transfer Co. ordered 141 cars of coal from Jenny 
Lind. Thirteen out of the 141 cars (which is slightly a 
greater proportion to 141 than 6 is to 69), billed to the Mer- 
chants Transfer Co., did not arrive at Little Rock until 35, 
34, 34, 25, 23, 2, 23, 21, 21, 21, 21, 20 and 20 days after they 
were billed at Jenny Lind. Now, allowing 8 days as a reason- 
able time for the transit, we find that thirteen of these ship- 
ments were delayed in excess of what is reasonable, 27, 26, 26, 
17, 15, 15, 15, 13, 13, 13, 13, 12 and 12 days respectively, or 
on an average of 16 1-13 days, which is slightly less than 
two days of the average delay of plaintiff's cars. And this 
difference may be accounted for by the fact that the delay in 
the Wood-Kraft Fuel Co. case covers the time that the cars 
were billed at Jenny Lind until they were placed for unload- 
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ing at Little Rock, while in the Merchants Transfer Co. case- 
only the time is represented from the date of the hilling at 
Jenny Lind to the date of arrival at Little Bock. 

The evidence further shows that at this end of the line 
the railway sent, at different times, at the instance of plain- 
tiff, several telegrams after these cars with instructions to ex- 
pedite the transit and delivery of same to the plaintiff. 

It does appear from the evidence, taking the shipments 
as an entirety, that the average time of the transit and de- 
livery of the 141 cars of coal to the Merchants Transfer Co. 
is much lower thaii the average transit and delivery of the 69 
cars to the plaintiff. The shipments also to the Merchants 
Transfer Co. were much more uniform and prompt than ta 
the Wood-Kraft Fuel Co. Many of the shipments to the Mer- 
chants Transfer Co. were delivered at Little Rock within 
three and four days after they were billed, and many running 
to eight and ten days. This creates in our mind a misgiving 
about the motives of the railway company. And, if in the 
future the railway company persists in the practice, what is^ 
now but a mistrust may materialize into conviction and result 
in judgment against it to correct the practice. 

We are not satisfied that the railway company did not 
discriminate against the plaintiff for the purpose of fostering 
and promoting the interest of the Merchants Transfer Co., 
but we are not reasonably certain from the evidence that it 
did, therefore we decline to make any order against it on that 
ground. 

This brings us to the point, did the railway company fail 
to transport and deliver to the plaintiff within a reasonable 
time the six cars of coal which are the subject of this contro- 
versy That there was great delay in the transit and delivery 
of these shipments is admitted. That makes a prima facie 
case against the railway company, and the burden is on it to 
show that the delay was unavoidable. 

Van Buren is a terminal point on the Fort Smith branch^ 
of the Iron Mountain road. Jenny Lind is located on a 
branch of the Cherokee Junction branch of said road, and 
idiipments from Jenny Lind are brought into Van Buren 
terminal and distributed. Mr. Tyler, superintendent of the- 
central division, with headquarters at Van Buren, who gave 
the handling of traffic his personal attention, testified that 
the railway company, contemplating an increase of business 
in the summer and fall of 1901^ constructed an additionaF 
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yard at Van Buren, with a capacity of 750 cars, at a cost of 
$65,000. That the company built six new sidings between. 
Van Buren and Coal Hill to facilitate the movement of trains^, 
and put on the line twenty-five new locomotives: yet the 
business was by far the heaviest in the history of the yoad^ 
That in the fall season the water got very low and alkaline, 
which cut out the boilers and caused them to leak, that, as a 
consequence, he had known five to ten of these engines in the 
winter later on to die on the road. That, In January and 
February the water froze up and the company had to haul 
water to supply its engines in tank cars. That the business,, 
as a result, became congested at Van Buren as to render 
prompt movement utterly impossible: That he had had as 
high as 1,300 cars per day reported to him as on the yard at 
one time. That, in consequence of having no more reoeiving 
capacity, it was frequently the case that freight from Jenny 
Lind had to be stopped on the side track at Buell, Cherokee 
Junction and Fort Smith, which could not be moved until the 
blockade was broken at Van Buren, and that everything was 
done to expedite the movement of freight that was possible 
to do. 

Mr. Tyler's evidence is uncontradicted.. 

It is a matter of general knowledge that last January 
and February were the coldest experienced in this country 
for years, the weather conditions were such at that time as to 
almost absolutely suspend business and at all times greatly 
retarding it. 

We also know as Commissioners that the increase of traf- 
fic last season was out of proportion to the increase of pre-^ 
vious years. 

There is more or less friction in all departments of. life. 
Out of the sixty-nine cars of coal billed to plaintiff from 
Jenny Lind, Wood-Kraft FuelCo. is only complaining that 
six were delayed. Making due allowance for weather condi- 
tions and the frictions incident to business, we are of the opin- 
ion that the delay was unavoidable. 

It is therefore ordered that the plaintiff's complaint be,^ 
and the same is hereby, dismissed.

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IN THE UNITED STAJES CIRCUIT COURT OP AP- 
PEALS, EIGHTH CIRCUIT. 

WALLACE, ET AL., VS. ARKANSAS CENTRAL RAIL- 
ROAD CO. No. 1612. 

Reply to Brief of Appellee. 

ARGUMENT. ) 

Counsers brief for appellee is practically a plea of coh- 
fession and avoidance. It offers no argument respon«rive te 
the issue. It is insisted that the judgment and decree of the 
lower court is right. Notwithstanding it may have erred in 
overruling appellant's demurrer to paragraph 5 and 10 of 
the complaint, and that, on account of the state of the record, 
the judgment of the lower court can not be reviewed by this 
the appellate court. If the position is tenable, it is certainly 
ft very comfortable one for appellee's counsel. 

To one not familiar with the state of the pleadings, coun- 
sers contention is very plausible, but before passing upon it 
the presumption is that the court will look into the record to 
ascertain and determine for itself the real issues presented for 
its decision. 

It is argued that, even if the court was wrong in overrul- 
ing the demurrer of the defendants to paragraphs 5 and 10 of 
the complaint, still it is contended that the decree of the court 
was right and could not have been otherwise, inasmuch as 
other paragraphs in the bill set forth facts which would jus- 
tify the court in granting the relief prayed for. 

In order to fletermine that question it is necessary to ex- 
amine what are the issues involved in this suit. The appel- 
lants demurred to paragraphs 5 and 10 of the complaint. 

That portion of paragraph 5, taken by demurrer, is in 
words and figures as follows, to wit: 

*'And your orator avers and charges that said Railroad 
Commission has no power or authority under the laws of the 
State of Arkansas, to declare, fix or establish a joint through 
routing or a joint through tariff rating between connecting 
carriers within the State of Arkansas, against the wishes or 
consent of sai?l carriers ; and its power, in issuing and estab- 
lishing said joint routing and said joint through tariff, as set 
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• 
forth in said circular issued July 19, 1900, is ultra vires, and 
therefore without force and effect. 

**Your orator avers and charges that the fixing and estab- 
lishing of * joint through rates and a joint through routing 
from stations on other railroads to stations on the Arkansas 
Central Railroad to stations on other railroads,' is nothing 
more nor less than the establishment of a joint through rout- 
ing and a joint through rating applying specifically and 
only to your orator's road; that nowhere in said Commission 
Act is any such power given or conferred upon said Railroad 
Commission, and that its actions were arbitrary, without au- 
thority of law, and therefore void, and, as will hereafter be 
more fully set forth herein, is positively in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States as well as the Constitution 
of the State of Arkansas" (Tr. pp. 65, 66). 

And paragraph 10 of the bill of complaint, taken by de- 
murrer, is as follows, to wit: 

** Tenth. Your orator further avers and charges that 
the Arkansas Railroad Commission has no power or authority 
to establish a through joint routing or a through joint tariff 
rating upon freight wholly carried within the State of Ar- 
kansas by railroads in the State ; it says that there is no such 
authority given under the Commission Act heretofore re- 
ferred to; that the said Commission has exceeded its power, 
And has thus sought to deprive your orator of its rights to 
enjoy its property, as by law it has a right to do ; that there- 
fore the said Commission has exceeded its power, and has thus 
sought to deprive your orator of its rights to enjoy its prop- 
erty, as by law it has a right to do; that therefore the said 
action of the Railroad Commission is in violation of Section 1, 
Amendment XIV., of the Constitution of the United States, 
wherein it says that no State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States, nor shall any State deprive any person 
of its property without due process of law" (Tr., p. 71). 

The above portions of the bill of complaint taken by de- 
murrer consisted of allegations of law and not of fact. It de- 
nied that the law vested in the Commission power or legal au- 
thority to do what it had alleged in the other paragraphs of 
the complaint it had done, to wit : established through routes 
and through rates over appellee 's railroad with its connecting 
carriers on through freight between stations on its line and 
stations on the lines of connecting carriers. 
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• 

There was only one way that these allegations could be 
met, and that was by demurrer. For whether or not the Com- 
mission was vested by law with such authority was not a. 
question of fact, but of law, pure and simple. 

Paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of the complaint state prelimin-^ 
aries and are not important. 

Paragraph 4 purports to give a statement of the facts- 
culminating in the Commission's promulgating circular of 
July 19, 1900, which is the sole ground of contention in this 
case. This paragraph is the foundation for all the subse- 
quent paragraphs of the complaint. It alleges that the effect 
of said circular was to put in force and effect **a joint routing 
and a joint through rate from stations on other railroads to 
stations on the Arkansas Central Railroad, and from stations 
•n the Arkansas Central Railroad to stations on other rail- 
roads. '^ The paragraph concludes by copying said circular,, 
which is as follows : 

* * Office of Railroad Commission of Arkansas. 

*' Little Rock, Ark., July 19, 1900. 

**The Railroad Commission of Arkansas having given' 
due and legal notice to the Arkansas Central Railway Com- 
pany and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway 
Company that the Commission would at its office in the city 
of Little Rock, Ark., on Thursday, the 12th day of Jul;^, 1900, 
consider the question of making rates and joint rates for said 
line of railroad operated by said Arkansas Central Railway 
Company by subjecting it to the schedule of tariff rates and 
joint rates provided for in the Commission's Standard Freight" 
Distance Tariff- Ark., applying on classes and commodities be- 
tween stations in Arkansas on the roads therein named, ef-^ 
fective April 10, 1900, including all amendments thereto; and, 
^ amended, that the rates and joint rates therein provided 
for would be adopted and made effective with such changes* 
and modifications as might be deemed just, for the rates and 
joint rates for the said line of railroad operated by the Ar- 
kansas Central Railway Company. 

** Pursuant to said notice the said railway companies by 
their legal representatives appeared before the Commission, 
and on motion of the Arkansas Central Railway Company, 
the question of making local rates by subjecting it to the said 
tariff by applying the same to the movement of freight be- 
tween stations on its own line was continued to October 1, 
1901. 
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** Thereupon the Commission took up for consideration 
the question of maJdng joint rates for the said lines of road 
operated by said railway companies, and said companies hav- 
ing been fully heard by their legal representatives^ and the 
Commission having fully considered the question and the 
facts presented by said representatives and being well and 
sufficiently advised in the premises. 

**It is ordered by the Commission that, for the purpose 
of making the joint through rate from stations on other rail- 
roads to stations on the Arkansas Central Railway Company, 
and from stations on the Arkansas Central Railway Company 
to stations on other railroads, the said railway company i» 
hereby subjected to the Commission's Standard Freight Dis- 
tance Tariff- Ark., applying .on classes and commodities, ef- 
fective April 10, 1900, together with all amendments thereto, 
except on the following commodities the following figure* 
shall be added to continuous mileage rate to make the joint 
through rate, to wit :

** Provided, however, that such total joint rate shall not 
exceed the maximum charge allowed by said tariff for th% 
haul within this State on said commodities. Provided, fur- 
ther, that the local rate to and from Fort Smith to stations on 
the said Arkansas Central Railway Company shall not be 
higher than the through rate from stations on other lines of 
road to stations on the said railway. 

**It is further ordered that the aforesaid schedule of joint 
rates shall take effect August 2, 1900, and shall supersede all- 
other joint tariffs now in effect on said railway and its con- 
necting carriers and shall remain in effect until canceled by 
the Commission. That said joint rates shall be observed by 
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said railway company and all connecting carriers in the trans- 
portation of freight over said line on and after the 20th day 
of August, 1900. It is further ordered that the Arkansas 
Central Railway Company cause said schedule to be plainly 
and legibly printed and posted and to keep sajne posted in 
some conspicuous place in each of its depots, as required by 
law.

Not a word is mentioned about local rates in the above 
order, except for reasons stated in our brief in chief in this 
case, it is provided that the local rate from Fort Smith to sta- 
tions on the Arkansas Central Railway should not be higher 
than the through rate from stations on other railroads to 
stations on the Arkansas Central. But that is based upon the 
through rate from stations on other railroads to stations om 
the Arkansas Central, and should the through rate fall, the 
local rate from Fort Smith would fall with it. 

It is clear to be seen that the order of July 19 only af- 
fected the through rate, or what is so commonly spoken of in 
this suit as the joint through rate. What we want to make 
plain is that the primary object of the bill of complaint was to 
enjoin the Commission from making effective its circular of 
July 19, establishing through ratings on traffic between the 
Arkansas Central road and its connecting carriers. There is 
not an allegation in the complaint charging any actual or 
threatened injury with respect to the local rates of said rail- 
road. 

The contention of appellee 's brief is that it was entitled 
to its decree in court below under each paragraphs 5, 6 and 7 
of the complaint, notwithstanding the court may have erred 
in overruling the demurrer of appellants, for each of these 
Paragraphs stated grounds for injunctive relief with respect 
to allegations of fact and the appellants having failed to 
plead, answer or demur to either of these paragraphs, but; 
stood on their demurrer to paragraphs 5 and 10 of the com- 
plaint, it became the duty of the court under the state of the 
pleadings to render a decree for appellee pro confesso. 

To properly determine this contention, it is necessary to 
notice the grounds alleged in each of these paragraphs for 
injunctive relief against the acts of the Commission. That 
part of paragraph 5 not taken by demurrer alleges that the 
effect of circular of July 19 was to establish a joint through 
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routing and a joint through rating between the Arkansas 
Central Railroad and its connecting carriers at a ruinous and 
unreasonably low rate, destroying its earning capacity, etc. 

Paragraph 6 charges that the railroads of Arkansas are 
divided into two classes, to wit: long and short lines. That 
the Arkansas Central is a short line road, and so classified by 
law. That besides it, there are twenty-six other short line 
railroads in the State connecting with other carriers. That the 
Commission singled out its road and applied to it joint 
through rating and joint through routings of charges while it 
failed, neglected and refused to apply the same to the severi^ 
other short line roads in this State, or to any of them, etc. 

It, therefore, alleges that the Railroad Commission dis- 
criminated against it, to its injury, by thus denying to it the 
equal protection of the laws in contravention of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Paragraph 7 charges that its rates now in effect are not 
sufficient to pay its operating expenses, taxes and fixed 
charges, and that the putting into effect on its road the joint 
through routing and joint through rating prescribed by circu- 
lar of July 19 would reduce its rates so low as to result in ir~ 
reparable loss and confiscation of its property, etc. 

It is apparent by direct averment of each of these para- 
graphs that relief of the court is asked against the order of 
the Commission of July 19, which in each paragraph is al- 
leged to be in effect the establishment of through routings and 
through ratings between the Arkansas Central and its con- 
necting carriers. It is then the putting in of a through rate 
between stations on its lines and stations on the lines of iti 
connecting carriers against which relief is sought. 

The overruling of appellant's demurrer to paragraph* 
5 and 10 of the complaint sapped and overthrew every de- 
fense the appellants had to each and every paragraph of the 
complaint. For each charging paragraph was predicated and 
rested upon the alleged unlawful and ill-advised order of the 
Commission of July 19, establishing through ratings between 
stations on appellee's road and stations on lines of its connect- 
ing carriers. If that order was void, then all acts done ot 
threatened under it were likewise void, and if the Commissiom 
was not vested by law with authority to make the order, theli 
the order was void and could interject no validity into any act 
d,one under it, and would as inevitably fall as a house would 
topple and fall with its crumbling pillars. 
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After the court had overruled the demurrer of appellants 
to that portion of the 'complaint alleging the order made by 
the Commission establishing through ratings on traffic moving 
between stations on independent lines of carriers, was ultra 
vires and void; it would have put it in an inconsistent and 
ridiculous attitude to have held, at the peril of being taken for 
<3onfessed; that the defendants should answer paragraphs 5, 
6 and 7 of the complaint when each of these paragraphs asked 
relief against the execution of an order which but a moment 
before had been held by the court to be ultra vires and void. 

The fact that these paragraphs proceeded on the as- 
sumption that the Commission had the legal authority to make 
the order, makes no difference. When the CQurt held upon 
4emurrer to other paragraphs of the complaint that the Cam- 
mission had no lawful authority to make the order, and it was 
therefore void; then every defense which appellants had 
Against each and every paragraph, whether it pleaded law er 
fact, fell to the ground, and the only remedy open to ap- 
pellants was to stand on their demurrer and appeal. 

If the court had sustained the demurrer to paragraphs 
5 and 10, then it would devolve on appellants to answer the 
residue of the complaint. 

The fifth ground of their assignment of errors in this case 
by the plaintiffs is, that the court erred in not sustaining their 
•demurrer to paragraphs 5 and 10 of the complaint, with 
leave to appellants to answer the residue of the complaint. 

The ruling of the court on the demurrer cut off an in- 
vestigation of the matters and things alleged in paragraphs 
•6, 7 and that portion of paragraph 5 not demurred to. 

Counsel for appellee commence brief with the following 
statement : 

**This is a suit in equity to enjoin the Railroad Commis- 
4sion of Arkansas from putting into effect on the Arkansas 
:€entral Railroad what is known as the Railroad Commission's 
Standard Freight Distance Tariff, appljdng on classes and 
•commodities, effective April 10, 1900." 

This way of putting the case is studiously adhered to 
throughout the brief. 

We beg your pardon, the Commission has never mad« 
any such order. 

But this is a suit to enjoin the Commission from making 
t-effectivc its order of July 19, establishing through ratings on 
through shipments between stations on the Arkansas Cemtral 
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Hailroad and stations on lines of its connecting carriers, and 
it is so averred in every paragraph of the appellee's com- 
plaint. 

The way of stating the case in the brief is so diflEerent 
from that of the complaint that there is a wide departure be- 
tween the tw6, and it is hard to escape the conclusion that 
the brief of appellees is not ** responsive'' to the record. 

The Commission did, in making the through rate afore- 
4said, adopt as a basis the through rate prescribed by its stand- 
ard tariff, materially increasing the through rate on the move- 
ment of commodities by increasing the arbitrary to be added 
to the single mileage charge to cover the supposed cost of 
transfer. 

The Commission has never made an order applying its 
Standard Tariff locally to said road, and only in a modified 
-sense on through shipments. Every paragraph in the •em- 
plaint limits the application of the Commission's Sta»diard 
'Tariff to shipments on its road to through shipments. 

There is no allegation in the complaint that the Coimmis- 
-sion has ever applied its Standard Tariff to the movement ef 
merchandise by classes and commodities locally over its road. 
And, in fact, the Commission has never made an order affect- 
ing the local rate of said road. It is too late for substitution 
now. Counsel cannot either run away from or dodge the issue. 

There was no question of the reasonableness of the rate 
before the lower court. The question there arose upon de- 
murrer. For the purposes of the hearing the rate was pre- 
sumed reasonable. The naked legal question presented to the 
court was, did the law clothe the Commission with power to 
make through rates between stations on independent lines of 
railroad within this State? 

The court held that while the Commission was clothed 
with full and plenary power to make local rates for each road, 
respectively, it was not vested with power to make through 
rates from stations on one independent line of railroad to sta- 
tions on another. That is the issue with which the court is 
here confronted, and which counsel must meet. 

In our brief in chief we have argued this question. We 
have nothing special to offer now in addition. 

It strikes us that counsel have not met our arguments. 

'They have not distinguished between a power and the abuse 

of a power. Many of their citations are devoted excluaivety' 

to the abuse ef a power, while many other of their oitatioas 
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are devoted to a disenssioii and eonstraetion of the Interstate 
Commerce law and tlie loeal laurs of other States not 
analogous to Arkansas laws. Not one ease is cited that has a 
direct bearing on the lasne here involved.

LAHOMA & GULF RAILROAD. 

Little Rock, Ark., November 26, 1901. 

The question of a shipper's right to have carload freight 
weighed at point of delivery came before the Commission on 
the following statement of facts : 

The Arkansas & McAlister Coal Co., of Hartford, Ark., 
shipped over the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad from 
Hartford to Little Rock, Ark., to the order and account of the 
Wood-Kraft Fuel Co., of Little Rock, about the 30th day of 
November, 1901, one car of coal, car No. 5455, initial No. 
C, 0. & G. The Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Com- 
pany delivered said coal without weighing at Little Rock to 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway Company 
to switch and place December 2, 1901. The St. L., I. M. & S. 
Ry. Co., accordingly switched and placed car at an accessible 
place for said company to unload. The Wood-Kraft Fuel Co. 
demanded that said car be weighed before unloading the 
same. The C, 0. & G. R. R. Co. conteded that the fuel com- 
pany should settle the freight according to the mine weight, 
and refused to weigh said car unless said company paid $4.00, 
the charge for hauling said car back to their scales and re- 
placing the same. 

It is therefore adjudged that either the railroad company 
or the shipper has a right to demand weighing and actual 
weights down to the time of delivery. 

It is therefore ordered by the Railroad Commission of 
Arkansas that the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Railroad Com- 
pany weigh the said car of coal and demand of the said Wood- 
Kraft Fuel Co. freight weights upon the actual weight, or 
that it forfeit its right to charge, demand and collect freight 
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rates upon said car from the said Wood-Kraft Fuel Co. be- 
yond the carload minimum weight, to-wit, 25,000 pouilds.

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RULES 

Governing the Transportation 
of Freight. 



EULE 1. 



All connecting railroads which are under the manage- 
ment or control of one and the same company, whether 
owned or operated by it under a contract, agreement, or 
lease, or by traffic contract, shall, for the purpose of transpor- 
tation, in applying a tariflf, be considered as constituting one 
and the same road; and the rate shall be computed as upon 
parts of one and the same road unless otherwise specified. 
The fact that each of said roads has a different Board of 
Directors shall not prevent the application of this rule. 

RULE 2. 

Distances.— Since a separate rate cannot be conveniently 
given for every possible distance the law authorizes the 
Commission to ascertain what shall be the limit of longer and 
shorter distances. Five miles has, accordingly, been fixed as a 
limit for the change of freight rates for all distances less than 
one hundred miles, and ten miles for all distances over one 
hundred miles. The Commission reserves the right, how- 
ever, to correct the charge in extreme cases which work hard- 
ships, although the same may not violate the letter of our 
rules. 

RULE 3. 

For all distances over five miles and under one hundred 
miles, the following rule will apply. When the mileage does 
not end in zero or five, the next five miles group shall govern 
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the rate. Illustration: For a distance of twenty-six miles 
charge for thirty miles. 

RULE 4. 

When freight is transported any distance over one 
hundred miles, if the mileage does not end in zero, the next 
ten miles group shall govern the rate. Illustration: For 
one hundred and twenty-one miles charge for one hundred 
and thirty miles. 

RULE 5. 

No railroad company shall, by reason of any contract with 
any express or other company, decline or refuse to act as a 
common carrier to transport any article proper for transpor- 
tation by the train for which it is oflEered, subject to reason- 
able rules and regulations prescribed by the carrier. 

RULE 6. 

^ Railroad companies may collect twenty-five (25) cents as 
a minimum charge on a single shipment, however small ; pro- 
vided, on small packages any railroad shall be privileged to 
make such minimum charge ten (10) \ents. 

RULE 7. 

No railroad doing business in this State shall permit a 
blockade of any class of freights on account of any arrange- 
ments between it and other railroad eompaaies as to the 
transportation of freight according to percentages or other- 
wise. 

RULE 8. 

The freight rates shall be uniform to all, and public and 
printed schedules shall be posted in a conspicuous place in 
every depot. There shall be no secret reduction of rates, nor 
shall any bonus be given, or any rebate paid to any person. 
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RULE 9. 

"When railroad companies are required to load or unload 
car load shipments, in cases where it is the duty of shipper 
or consignee to do same, the actual costs of such service shall 
be paid by shipper or consignee. 

RULE 10. . 

The charge for handling extra heavy articles may be as 
follows, viz.: 

Under 2,000 pounds, no extra charge. 

2,000 and under 3,000 pounds $ 3 00 

3,000 and under 4,000 pounds 5 00 

4,000 and under 5,000 pounds 7 00 

5,000 and under 6,000 pounds 8 00 

6,000 and under 7,000 pounds 10 00 

7,000 and over, in proportion. 

RULE 11. 

The term fertilizers embraces the following and like ar- 
ticles, when intended for use as fertilizers : Acid phosphate 
fertilizer, guano, in sacks or casks, house plant fertilizer, land 
plaster, sacks or barrels, marl, phosphates and phosphate rock 
used for fertilizing purposes, dried blood and kainit. 

( 
RULE 12. 

Vehicles designed for transportation at carrier's risk, 
must be properly protected by the shipper with sufficient 
covering or packing and intelligible, plain marking, and ac- 
companied with orders for immediate shipment, so that lia- 
bility to injury from fire, weather, chafing or other injury 
may be decreased. 

RULE 13. 

In no case shall the freight charges on less than car load 
shipments exceed the charge per car load for the same class 
of goods. 
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RULE 14. 

No railroad company doing business in this State is re- 
quired to receive cotton or merchandiife and warehouse the 
same, unless the articles offered are in good shipping condi- 
tion, well prepared by flie shipper with proper packing and 
intelligible^ plain marking^ and accompanied by orders for 
immediate shipment. 

RULE 15. 

Excess, or Less Than Car Loads.— "When tiie minimum 
car load weight or more of one article is shipped in one day 
by one consignor to one consignee, covered by one bill of 
lading, the established rate for a car load shall apply on the 
entire lot, although it may be less than two or more full car- 
load lots. The first car or carsmust be loaded to flieir full 
capacity, and are subject to established rules for minimiun 
weights, the actual weight of the balance, provided it is 
loaded in a box car, to be charged for at the car load rate, 
reference being made on the way-bill for the balance of the 
lot to flie way-bill for the full car load or loads. This is in- 
tended to apply on all articles that are classified in both less 
than car loads, and in car loads, in flie numbered and lettered 
classes, except on car load freight taking minimum weights 
of less than 20,000 pounds, and shipments of agricultural im- 
plements (including hand implements), vehicles, i)arts of 
vehicles, live poultry, live stock, barrels, casks, emigrants' 
movables, furniture, household goods, kegs, lumber, articles 
taking lumber rates, sash, doors, blinds, wooden ware, baskets 
and all shipments any part of which is loaded in refrigerator 
or tank cars; in such cases, excess lots will be charged for at 
less than car load rate. 

RULE 16. 

Lumber, coal, lime, stone and all other articles for which 
estimated weights are given in the classification, will be taken 
at actual weights when weights can be ascertained by an 
authorized weigher, who shall balance the scales immediately 
before weighing and see that the car is entirely free from all 
bearing of other car or cars (except where lumber laps from 
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one car to another), and shall keep a record of the road to 
which flie car belongs, its number, marked weight, and the 
gross weight of the car as loaded, and shall stamp weight on 
bill of lading and sign the same, but when the weights can- 
not be so ascertained, will be charged for at the following 
estimated rates:

UEASUBEUENT OF COBD WOOD. 

The weight of four-foot wod will be determined by 
meaeurement as follows: Ajscertain the number of tiers or 
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racks in each car, and the number of cords in each tier or 
rack by multiplying length, breadth and height togeflier and 
divide by 128. If the car cannot be opened and it is im- 
possible to measure by tiers, measure outside of car, deduct- 
ing nine inches in length and nine inehes in breadth, which 
will give the inside measurement; multiply the length, 
breadth and height of the car, inside measurement together, 
and divide by 128 ; from the result deduct twenty per cent, 
for unoccupied space. The result will be the number of 
cords in car. 

The weight of two-foot wood, if piled in car, will be 
ascertained by measurement as provided above. If not tiered 
or piled in the car base your estimate on internal measure- 
ment of space occupied and allow twenty per cent, for unoc- 
cupied space. 

When property is not weighed, and for any reason the 
shipper fails or refuses to furnish, or it is impracticable to 
obtain a certificate of contents, agents will way bill at 
marked capacity of the car, noting on way-bill, "receiving 
agents will receive contents of this car and obtain weights on 
basis of the estimate shown in rule 16.** 

AU commodities in car loads in bulk, upon which no 
estimate is provided for by the classification or tariflf, must 
be way-billed at the marked capacity of the car when actual 
weight cannot be ascertained.

RULE 17. 

When an article is too bulky to put in a box car, it shall 
be subject to special contract. 

RULE 18. 

Car load freight will be rated and charged according to 
the current rules governing maximum and minimum weights 
of car loads as authorized by the Western Classification, sub- 
ject to Arkansas exceptions; provided, that when a car is 
loaded over its loaded limit by a shipper at any station, the 
railroad company is left free to charge f orthe excess at a rate 
that will eflEectually stop a practice fraught with so much 
danger to life and property. 
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BULE 19. 

For rules governing demurrage and storage, see de- 
murrage rules. 

BULE 20. 

The terminal facilities of a railroad company, such as 
depots, side tracks, platforms, buildings, turn tables, etc., 
etc., cannot be used by any other railroad company for any 
purposes without the consent of the owner. 

BULE 21. 

c 

All agents at depot stations within incorporated towns 
and cities within this State, shall receive all freight offered 
for shipment and deliver all freight applied for, from the 
first day of April until the first day of October between the 
hours of seven o'clock a. m. and six o'clock p. m., and from 
the first of October until the first of April, between the hours 
of eight o'clock a. m. and five o'clock p. m.; provided, fliat in 
cities having a population of over five thousand people, the 
hours shall be from eight o'clock a. m. until five o'clock p. m., 
all the year, with the exception of anintermission of one hour 
from twelve o'clock m. to one o'clock p. m., on each day of 
the week (Sunday excepted). Nothing in this rule shall be 
construed to prohibit agents from receiving or defivering 
freights earlier than seven o'clock a. m., or later tEan six 
o'clock p. m. 

|. BULE 22. 

Bailroad companies whose lines do not exceed ten miles 
in length may charge from any point on their road the freight 
rate prescribed for ten miles. 

BULE 23. 

All joint rates between two or more roads not under the 
same management or control (excepting the maximum joint 
rates provided for in rule 25) must be made only by agree- 
ment between the roads at interest in such joint rate or rates, 
and submitted to the Commission by the initial road with a 
carefully prepared tariff of rates and distances, and such 
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joint rates shall not go into effect wifliout the approval of 
the Commission. 

RULE 24. 

All property shall be transported the most direct route 
from the shipping point to the point of destination, and no 
tjircnitous route of transportation shall be adopted for the 
purpose of augmenting or increasing tariff charges; there- 
fore, when a shipment originates on a line of railroad which 
must be transported over one or more independent lines to 
its destination, the rate of transportation in such cases shall 
not exceed the lowest rate applicable by the most direct route 
from 13ie shipping point to the point of destination. 

RULE 25. 

Two or more routes of railroad operating between ship- 
ping point and destination, the lowest rate applicable by any 
one of such routes, may be adopted by the other routes in- 
terested without affecting rates at intermediate points. 

RULE 26. 

When the shipping point and destination are both on the 
same line of railroad, or its branches, the haul may be made 
over such road or its branches, to destination, notwithstand- 
ing the destination might be more directly reached by change 
of route in transit, but no greater charge shall be made for 
the shipment thian it would be subject to shipped by Qie 
most direct route. Nothing herein contained shall preclude 
the shipper from having his shipment billed and shipped over 
the most direct route. 

RULE 27. 

All railroads at connecting points shall receive and 
transport each the other's passengers, tonnage and cars, 
loaded or empty, without delay or discrimination. 

RULE 28. 

Within thirty days from October 10, 1899, all railroads 
within this State shaU furnish the Commission with a state- 
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ment of the correct weights, and numbers of all freight cars 
belonging to them, and said numbers and weights shall be 
marked on said cars in legible maimer. 

RULE 29. 

No amendments to the tariff sheets now on file in this 
office shall be effective or become operative until approved by 
the Commission and no increase in rates will be admitted ex- 
cept by the sanction of the Commission and upon application 
made to the Commission in writing followed with pro? show- 
ing the necessity therefor, and the reasonableness of the 
same. Provided, a decrease in rates may be made by the 
carriers themselves, in exceptional cases, when the services 
rendered are not substantially similar to that provided for by 
the published tariff rate. 

RULE 30. 

When a oar is loaded by shipper on any railroad in this 
State it shall be the duty of said railroad company '(before 
signing receipt therefor) to know, under penalty of law, that 
no higher classed freight is loaded in said car than specified 
in bill of lading. 

RULE 31. 

When a oar is loaded with bulk grain to be milled in 
transit at any milling station between point of shipment and 
destination not more than the weight of grain in the original 
car, shall be loaded of the grain product from milling point 
to destination, uidess the additional weight shall be charged' 
for, at the local oar load rate from milling station. 

RULE 32. 

It shall be the duty of each and every railroad company 
incorporated and organized under the laws of this State and 
operating any railroad through any territory therein to see- 
to it that at all seasons in the year and according to the de- 
mand therefor that there is sufficient rolling stock to 
promptly receive, handle, transport and forward all kinds of 
freight that may be offered for transportation without dis- 
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crimination or unnecessary delay. Failure to do this and 
the consequent obstruction of the movement of traffic may 
be brought before the Comiaission by either individual or col- 
ective shippers who may be interested for such action as the 
violation of this rule may justify under the facts of each case. 

RULE 33. 

When the capacity of a car is fixed and marked under 
the provisions of these rules it shall be unlawful for any 
railroad eompany to permit any shipper or shippers to load 
said car in excess of a car load quantity as fixed by these 
rules, without entering such excess of weight upon way-bill 
or bill of lading and charging and receiving the freight 
charges for such excess. Any violation of this rule wilT be 
taken and considered by the Commission as a form of rebate 
extended to the favored shipper, and will be dealt with ac- 
cordingly. 

RULE 34. 

In all cases of conflict between these rules and any tariff 
promulgated by this Commission the rules shall yield and the 
tariffs govern. 



Demurrag^e Rules. 



RULE 1. 

Railroad companies will give prompt, notice by mail or 
otherwise to the consignee of the arrival of goods together 
with the weight and amount of freight charges thereon ; and 
when goods or freight of any kind in car load quantities ar- 
rive, said notice must contain the initials of the car, number 
of the car, net weight and amount of freight charges due 
on the same. Storage and demurrage charges may be as- 
sessed if gods are not removed in conformity with the follow- 
ing rules and regulations. No storage or demurrage charges, 
however, shall, in any case, be allowed unless legal notice of 
the arrival of the goods has been given to the owner or con- 
signee thereof by the railroad company. 
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BULB 2. 

Legal notice referred to in these rules may be either 
victual or constructive. Where the consignee is personally 
served -with notice of the arrival of freight free time begins 
at seven o'clock a. m. on the day after such notice has been 
given. Constructive notice referred to consists of posting 
notice by mail to the consignee. Where this mode of giving 
notice is adopted there shall be twenty-four (24) hours addi- 
tional free time to be added to the forty-eight prescribed in 
rules 3 and 4, to be computed from day after notice was 
mailed. , 

BULB 3. 

. All package freight unloaded in depot or warehouse 
which is not removed by the owner or consignee thereof from 
the custody of the railroad company within forty-eight (48) 
Tiours (not including Sundays or legal holidays), computed 
from seven o'clock a. m. of the following day of legal notice 
of arrival may be subject thereafter to a charge for storage 
for each day or fraction of a day, that it may remain in the 
<3ustody of the railroad company as follows : 

In less than car load quantities, not more than one cent 
per hundred pounds per day. 

In car load quantities not more than one doUar per car per 
-day. 

BULB 4. 

Loaded cars, which by consent and agreement between 
railroad and consignee, are to be unloaled by conmgnee, such 
^ bulk meat, bulk grain, hay, cotton seed, lumber, Ume, coke, 
sand, brick, stone, wood and all cars taking track delivery, 
which are not unloaded from the cars containing liEe same 
within forty-eight (48) hours (not including Sundays or 
legal holidays) computed from seven o'clock a. m. of the day 
following the day of legal notice of arrival is given and the 
car or cars are placed accessible for unloading may be sub- 
ject thereafter to a charge or demurrage of one (1) dollar 
per day or fraction of a day, that said car or cars remain 
loaded in the possession of the railroad company; it being 
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understood that said car or cars are to be plax^ and remain 
accessible to the consignee for purpose of unloading during- 
the period in which held free of demurrage. When the 
period of demurrage conmiences, the car or cars are to be 
placed accessible to the consignee for unloading purposes on 
demand of the consignee, provided, however, that if the rail- 
road company shall remove suoh car or cars after being so 
placed, or in any way obstruct the unloading of the same, the 
consignee shal Inot be chargeable with the delay caused 
thereby; provided the time for unloading coal in car load 
lots shall be seventy-two [(72) hours instead of forty- 
eight (48). 

RULE 5. 

Cars set in place by a railroad company at request of a 
shipper and to be loaded by him, shall, after the expiration of 
forty-eight hours allowed for loading be charged for at rate 
of one dollar per day per esiv for each day they are sub- 
sequently detained by the shipper; provided, this rule shall 
not apply to cars set out at coal mines. 

RULE 6. 

When consignors ship goods to themselves or order it 
shall be the duty of the railroad companies to give legal 
notice to such consignors or persons to whom shipping di- 
rections order delivery. This notice may be addressed by 
mail to consignee at point of delivery, and demurrage will 
begin as in other cases of notice by mail; and the mailing of 
such notice shall be sufficient legal notice in such cases, 
whether the consignee actually receives the same or not. 
Where the consignee shall refuse to accept freight tendered 
in pursuance of the bill of lading the carrier charged with 
the duty of delivery may give to the consignor legal notice 
of such refusal; and if he shall not, within three days there- 
after, give directions for the reshipment or unloading of such 
goods he shall thenceforth become liable to such carrier for 
demurrage upon the car or oars in which they are stored, to 
the same extent and at the same rate such charges are now, 
under like circumstances by the rules of this Commission im- 
posed upon consignees who neglect or refuse after notice of 
arrival to remove freight of like character from the cars of 
a carrier. 
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A consignee who has once refused to accept a consign- 
ment of goods shall not thereafter be entitled to receive the 
same^ except upon payment of all charges for demurrage 
which would otherwise have accrued. 

RULE 7. 

A consignee living more than five miles from the depot, 
And whose freight is destined to his residence or place of 
business so located, shall not be subject to storage or de- 
murrage charges allowed in the foregoing rules until after 
seventy-two hours, counting from 7 o'clock a. m., on the day 
following the mailing of the notice. 

RULE 8. 

Railroad companies are authorized to store such prop- 
erty in public warehouses at the expense, of owner, if the 
same is not removed before demurrage charges attach. 

RULE 9. 

Whenever the weather during the period of free time is 
so severe, inclement or rainy, that it is impracticable to secure 
means of removal, or where from the nature of the goods re- 
moval would cause injury or damage, such tiine shall be 
added to the free period ; and no demurrage charges shall Fe 
allowed for such additional time. 

This rule applies to the state of the weather during 
business hours. 

RULE 10. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between persons or 
places in storage or demurrage charges. If a railroad com- 
pany collects storage or demurrage of one person, under the 
demurrage rules, it must collect of all who are liable. No re- 
bate, drawback, or other similar device will be allowed. 

If demurrage is collected by a railroad company at one 
point on its line, it must collect at all places along its line of 
those liable under the rules of this Commission, provided, 
that this rule shall not apply to package freight received in 
less than car load lots and unloaded in depots and ware- 
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houses. Provided, further, that the Conmnsdon shall hear 
and grant applications to suspend the operation of this rule 
whenever justice shall demand this course. 

RULE 11. 

No other charges shall be made for storage or demurrage 
except as provided in the foregoing rules. 

RULE 12. 

Cars loaded with live stock, through consignments (not 
held for orders), freight carried on export bills of lading, 
and company's material not subject to demurrage charges. 



Rules to Qovern in Shipping Cotton. 



Rule 1. A shipper desiring his cotton delivered at des- 
tination compressed shall, when no compress is in operation 
at shipping point, give to the railroad company notice of such 
desire by inserting in his bills of lading the notation **to be 
compressed in transit," and it shall be the duty of the rail- 
road company accepting such shipment to comply with such 
instructions, if there be an accessible compress at which said 
cotton can be compressed under the provisions of this sec- 
tion. Railroad companies shall make an allowance of five 
working days, within which the compress companies shall re- 
<3eive, compress and redeliver to the railroad companies cot- 
ton which is to be compressed in transit; but in the event of 
a compress company failing to perform such work within the 
time thus fixed, it shall be the privilege of the railroad com- 
pany upon whose lines said compress issituated to report such 
failure to the Railroad Commission and ask exemption from 
the obligation to place further shipment of transit cotton 
writh such compress company until it shall be in condition to 
comply with such requirements. 

Rule 2. Railroad companies shall assume the cost of 
-compressing cotton which is to be delivered at destination 
'Compressed, only on the following conditions : 
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1. Cotton shall be compressed at shipping point when an 
accessible compress is in operation at said point. 

2. When no compress is in operation at shipping point 
the cotton shall be compressed at a station directly intermedi- 
ate between shipping point and destination. Compresses 
being in operation at two or more stations directly between 
shipping point and destination the compress nearest to ship- 
ping point shall be selected to compress such cotton; pro^ 
vided, that cotton to be compressed in truisit, may, at the 
option of the railroad, and without additional expense to the 
shipper or owner of the cotton, be hauled back to and com- 
pressed at a compress which is nearer the point of origin than 
is the first compress in the direct route to destination, if such 
nearer compress be in operation upon the line of road upon 
which said cotton originates; and further provided, that 
when cotton is offered for shipment at a junction point of two 
or more competing lines of railroad, at which no compress is 
in operation, conditioned, upon such cotton being compressed 
at another junction point of such competing line in the di- 
rection of &ial destination, and it is possible for one of such 
competing lines to comply with such conditions under the 
foregoing rules, then the other competing lines interested 
shall have the privilege of accepting and transporting such 
shipments of cotton upon the same conditions, although it 
may be necessary for such other lines, in doing so, to haul such 
cotton through intermediate compress points on their line. 
This proviso shall not be construed as applying on cottoik 
originating at other points between such junction points. 

3. The maximum charge for compressing cotton paid by 
railroad companies shall not exceed 10 cents per hundred 
pounds on transit cotton and 13 cents per hundred x>ound9 
on local cotton. 

Rule 3. Cotton which is to be delivered in compressed 
condition at destina/tion shall be so compressed that the 
density of each bale at destination shall not be less than 
twenty-two and one-half (22^^) pounds per foot cubic meas- 
urement. Cotton in any form whieh has the required density 
shall be accepted as compressed cotton. 

Rule 4. When a eompress comjxany operating a compress 
at a railroad stations fails or refuses to furnish aU shippers 
equal facilities for the accommodation and the diiq)osition of 
cotton, such failure or refusal will be considered by tfie Rail- 
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road Comnussion of Arkansas as grounds for authorizing the 
railroad company to withhold from such compress shipments 
of cotton which are in transit and to deliver, them to some 
other compress for compression. 

Rule 5. When cotton is tendered to a railroad company 
upon a compress platform, which is situated on the track of 
said railroad company, it shall be the duty of the railroad 
company to take charge of and receipt for the cotton in the 
same manner and on the same terms that it would receive and 
receipt for the cotton if tendered at its own depot platform, 
or other place assigned by it for suchtransaction.

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RULES 

To Qovern the Mode of Bringing ComplaintB 

and Matters for Investigation Before tiie 

Railroad Commission of Arkansas. 



1. All complaints and applications to have hearing be- 
fore the Railroad Commission uptm any question arising 
under the law creating said Commission shall be in writing, 
and no verbal complaint or application will be entertained 
by said Commission. 

2. Such complaint shall contain a brief statement of the 
subject matter of complaint or application, and be signed by 
complainants or applicants; but technical pleading will not 
be required. It must be delivered to the Commission through 
the Secretary, or one of the clerks, or to any member of the 
Commission by the complainant or applicant^ his agent or 
attorney, or it may be sent to the Commission through the 
mails. 

3. If such complaint or application ccmtains matters 
which, in the judgment of the Commission, require investiga- 
tion, the Secretary shall file the same by placing his file mark 
thereon with the proper number and enter the same on the 
docket. 

4. Before causing notice to be issued to the party com- 
plained of as provided in sections 15 and 23 of the Act create 
ing the Commission, the Comtmission may notify the party 
against whom complaint is made of the nature of such com- 
plaint and the party making the same, in order that the cause 
of the complaint may be removed or remedied without in- 
curring the expense of a formal trial or hearing before the 
Commission. 

5 When any complaint or application is made to the 
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Comnrission of any violation of the railroad laws of this State, 
or the provisions of the A<5t creating this Commission, or the 
regulations established under said Act, and it shall appear to 
the Commission that there are reasonable grounds for investi- 
gation and such party complained of shall fail to satisfy said 
complainant, after being notified of the complaint as pro- 
vided in rule 4, a notice shall be issued to such party to appear 
before the Commission at the place and time named in the 
notice to answer such complaint. Said notice shall be issued 
by the Secretary and attested by the seal of the Commission, 
and the party notified shall be allowed at least five days after 
service before he shall be required toappear and answer. 

6. The party making complaint shall be designated 
** plaintiff," and the party against whom complaint is made 
shall be designated ''defendant." If the application be ''ex 
parte," the case shall be so styled with the name of the ap- 
plicant. 

7. The party or parties to any complaint or application 
and party complained of may appear before the Commission 
in person or by counsel. 



ACT LIII. 

ACTS OP MARCH 11 AND APRIL 15, 1899, PROVIDING FOR A RAIL- 
ROAD COMMISSION FOR THE STATE OP ARKANSAS. 

^*An Act to provide for the regulation of railroad freight and 
passengert tariffs in this State, to prevent unjust dis- 
criminations and extortion in the rates charged for the 
transportation of passengers and freight, and to prohibit 
railroad companies, corporations and lessees in this State 
from chaining other than just and reasonable rates, and 
to punish the same, and prescribe a mode of procedure 
and rules of evidence in relation thereto; and to appoint 
Commissioners and to prescribe rules for t¥eir govern- 
ment and define their powers and duties in relation to 
the same." 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ar- 
kansas.

1 Board to consist of three members, how chosen, term of 

oflSce, salary.

companies or sleeping car companies, and shall furnish all 
isuch information as to the number of persons employed in the 
different departments of their service and the wages paid the 
isjame, as: said Commission may require. Ibid. 
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Sec. 17. That it shall be the duty of every person or cor- 
poration operating any railroad orexpress company in this 
State to make annual returns of the business of said railroad 
or express company to the Railroad Commission of Arkansas, 
which returns shall embrace all receipts and expenditures oi 
said railroad or express companies in this State, and to be 
made according to forms published by the Commission for 
that purpose; said returns shall be made within thirty (30) 
days after the end of each year to which they relate ; and the

diction of the amount, such action to be prosecuted as herein- 
after provided.

Sec. 18. That if any person or corporation operating a 
railroad or express company in this State, or any receiver, 
trustee, or lessee of any such person or corporation as afore- 
said, shall violate any of the provisions of this Act, or aid 
or abet therein, or shall violate the tariff of charges, as fixed 
by said Commission, or any of the rules regarding railroads 
or express companies, as made by said Commission, and for 
which there is no other penalty prescribed in this Act, such 
person, or corporation, or receiver, trustee or lessee shall be

HISTORY, ORGANIZATION, BTrC. 

History.— P(^orj:cnnizr!tion October 3, 1894, of the Choctaw 
Coal and Kailway Co. The road from Weatherford, 0. T., 
to Howe, I. T., a length of 268.60 miles, was completed in 
November, 1808, and an extension from Howe to the Arkan- 
sas State ]i^ie, 11.16, on December 1, 1899. The Tecumseh 
Railway, 5.1C milos, was purchased in March, 1900, and the 
Choctaw & Memphis R. R., extending from Hopefield, Ark., 
to the Indian Territory line, a length of 282.04 miles, was 
purchased on June 27, 1900 (see Manual for 1900, page 
466). The extension from Weatherford to Blk City, 0. T., 
26.24 miles, and the line of the Western Oklahoma R. R., from 
Blk City to Saure, 0. T., 17.9 miles, were opened for traffic 
on October 1, 1901. On October 31, 1901, work was in prog- 
ress on another line of the Western Oklahoma R. R., from 
Hartshorne to Ardmore, I. T., about 117 miles, and on the 
Choctaw, Oklahoma & Texas R. R., from Sayre, O. T., to 
Amarillo, Tex., about 112 miles, both of which were c(Hn- 
pleted early in 1902. This company advanced the amount 
necessary for the construction of the Choctaw, Oklahoma & 
Texas R. R., and received all the securities of that road. The 
amounts advanced up to October 31, 1901, are embraced in 
the item of bills receivable in the general balance sheet (Sec. 
6), To enable the company to make these advances and to 
construct an extension of the Tecumseh Branch to the South 
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Canadian River, a distance of 22 miles, an issue of $2,000,000 
common stock was made during the year 1901, and was allot- 
ted to the stockholders of the company at its par value. 

During the year ending October 31, 1901, the company 
too ka lease of a part of the Little Rock & Hot Spring* 
Western R. R., from Hot Springs Junction to Benton, Ark., 
22.8 miles, and arranged for an extension of the Hot Springs 
R. R. to a connection with the line thus leased. This com- 
pany agreed to advance the cost of the work, being secured 
for such advances by the pledge of all the securities of the 
Hot Springs R. R. Co., and having the right to acquire 
those securities on satisfactory terms.* 

On May 1, 1902, the company purchased the property 
and franchises of the Western Oklahoma R. R. Co., for $3,- 
000,000 in consol. mortgage bonds (see Sec. 10), the line 
from Hartshorne to Ardmore having been practically com- 
pleted. On May 3, 1902, the franchises and property of the 
Hot Springs R. R. Co., including a line of railroad from Mal- 
vern to Hot Springs, a distance of about 22 miles, and an 
extension from Benton to Butterfield, about 18 miles, were 
purchased for $600,000 in consol. mortgage bonds. On the 
same day the company purchased the property and fran- 
chises of the Choctaw Northern R. R. Co., including a line 
of railroad from Geary to Alva, 0. T., with an extension 
from IngersoU, 0. T., to Anthony, Kansas, a total length of 
about 137 miles, paying therefor $1,027,000 in consol. mort- 
gage bonds and $1,027,500 in common stock.

The St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railroad Com- 
pany was organized under a spedal act of the Legislature of 
the State of Missouri, approved March 3, 1851, granting the 
said company the powers and franchises of the St. Louis & 
Bellevue Mineral Railroad Company, chartered by act of 
the Legislature of the State of Missouri, approved January 
25, 1837. Amendments by special acts of the Legislature of 
the State of Missouri, approved February 17, 1853, and 
March 3, 1857. Special acts of the Legislature of the State 
of Kentucky, approved January 18, 1871, authorized the St. 
Louis & Iron Mountain Railroad Company to extend its 
railroad through the City of Columbus, Kentucky. Railroad 
sold under foreclosure proceedings September 27, 1866. On 
July 26, 1867, by authority of general act of the Legislature 
of the State of Missouri, approved March 20, 1866, Thomas 
Allen and associates entering into articles of association for 
the reorganization of said railroad under the name of the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railroad Company, which 
articles were filed in the office of the Secretary of State of 
the State of Missouri, July 29, 1867. Under act of the Legis. 
lature of the State of Missouri, approved March 23, 1868, 
the Arkansas branch of the St. Louis & Iron Mountain Rail- 
road Company, was constructed. 

The Cairo •& Fulton Railroad Company of Missouri was 
organized under the general railroad law of the State of Mis- 
souri, by articles of association, September 12, 1853. This 
railroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings, October 12, 
1866. On April 23, 1872, Thomas Allen and associates, by 
articles of association filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State of the State of Missouri, May 21, 1872, reorganized this 
railroad under the name of **The Cairo, Arkansas & Texas 
Uailroad- Company.'* „ 

First Consolidation.— The St. Tiouis & Iron Mountain 
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Railroad Company (including the Arkansas branch) and the 
Cairo, Arkansas & Texas Railroad Company were consoli- 
dated under the corporation name of the St. Louis & Iron 
Mountain Railroad Company, by articles of association dated 
March 11, 1874, and filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State of the State of Missouri April 30, 1874. 

Second Consolidation.-— The Cairo & Fulton Railroad 
Company of Arkansas was organized under act of the Legis- 
lature of the State of Arkansas, approved January 12, 1853, 
which conferred upon said company like powers and fran- 
chises to those granted by the act of the same date to the 
** Mississippi Valley Railroad Company." The consolidated 
St. Louis & Iron Mountain Railroad Company and the Cairo 
& Fulton Railroad Company of Arkansas were consolidated 
under the laws of the State of Missouri and Arkansas by 
articles of association bearing date of April 30, 1874, and 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State of the States of 
Missouri and Arkansas, respectively, on May 16 and June 
2, 1874, the corporate name of said consolidated railroad 
company being **St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
road Company.'* 

Consolidation by Purchase.-— Conveyance to St. Louis, 
iron Mountain & Southern Railway Company by deed, dated 
March 26, 1853, of the railroad owned by the Doniphan 
Branch Railway Company X organized under the general rail* 
road law of the State of Missouri, July 18, 1882). Conveyance 
to the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Railway Com- 
pany by deed, dated January 6, 1885, of the railroad owned 
by the Jackson Branch Railroad Company (organized under 
the general railroad law of the State of Missouri, May 31, 
1883). Conveyance to the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway Company, by deeds, of the Kansas Cil^r 
& Southern Railway Company, dated October 26, 1882, and 
February 12, 1883; of the railroad constructed by the Iron 
Mountain & Helena Railroad Company, under charter b}r 
sqpecial act of the Legislature of the State of Arkansas, ap- 
piTOved December 31, 1860, and acts amendatory thereof, ap- 
proved January 31, 1867, March 4, 1871, and January 1, 
187^. This railroM was acquired by the Kansas City & 
Siouthem Railway Company by deed of conveyance from tiie^ 
Iron Mountain & Helena Railroad Company of February 21^ 
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Conveyance to the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway Company by deed, dated February 1, 1887, executed 
by Jay Gould, purchaser of the Little Rock, Mississippi River 
& Texas' Railway at foreclosure sale January 28, 1887, under 
decree of order of the United States circuit court. Eastern 
district of Arkansas, dated November 15, 1886. The Little 
Rock, Mississippi River & Texas Railway was formed by re- 
organization of the Little Rock, Pine Bluff & New Orleans 
Railway Company, anl by purchase of the road and fran- 
chises of the Mississippi, Ouachita & Red River Railroad 
Company. The Little Rock, Pine Bluff & New Orleans Rail- 
road Company was organized under the general railroad law 
of the State of Arkansas by articles of association filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State of the State of Arkansas, 
November 24, 1868. This railroad was sold December 18, 
1875, under foreclosure proceedings, pusuant to decree of 
United States circuit court for Eeastern district of Arkansas, 
dat^d November 12, 1875. The purchasers at said sale reor- 
ganized the company as the Little Rock, Mississippi River & 
Texas Railway, under an act supplementary to the general 
railroad law of the State of Arkansas, approved December 
9, 1874, by filing with the Secretary of State of Arkansas a 
certificate of organization September 28, 1877. The Missis- 
sippi, Ouachita & Red River Railroad Company was incorpor- 
ated by filing a charter in the office of the Secretary of State 
of the State of Arkansas, under the general corporation law, 
approved January 8, 1851, and by special act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Arkansas, approved January 22, 1854, 
ratifying said charter, and by additional act, approved Jan- 
uary 14, 1857. This railroad was sold and purchased by the 
Little Rock, Mississippi River & Texas Railway December 16, 
1875, under decree of foreclosure in the United States circuit 
court for the Eastern District of Arkansas, dated November 
12, 1875. 

First consolidation April 30, 1874, by authority of spe- 
cial act of Legislature of the State of Missouri, viz. : Section 
2 of act, approved March 3, 1857, and section 6 of act, ap- 
proved March 17, 1868. 

Second consolidation May 16 and June 2, 1874, by au- 
thority of acts of Legislatures of States of Missouri and Ar- 
kansas, viz. : Act of Legislature of State of Missouri, approv- 
ed March 2, 1869, entitled, ''An Act to Authorize the Con-

Section 43 of an act of the Legislature of the State of Ar- 
kansas, approved July 23, 1868, entitled, **An Act to Provide 
for a General System of Railroad Corporations. '^ 

Section 10 of charter of the Cairo & Fulton Railroad 
Company, granted by the Legislature of the State of Arkan- 
sas, by special act approved January 12, 1853. 

Consolidation by purchase, by authority, by the provis- 
ion of the general railroad law of the State of Missouri, Re- 
vised Statutes, Missouri, 1879, section 7^0, and general rail- 
road law of the State of Arkansas, Mansfield's Digest, 1884, 
section 5516, et seq. 

Conveyance to St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Railway Company by deed, dated December 13, 1893, of the 
railroad property and franchises owned by the Houston, 
Central Arkansas & Northern Railway Company (organized
